Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  ended 
the  30th  June,  1918. 

I  cannot  forget  that,  on  the  25th  August  last,  through  the  death 
of  Sir  Horace  Archambault,  the  CathoUc  Committee  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion lost  one  of  its  oldest,  most  distinguished  and  devoted  members  ; 
I  would  fail  in  my  duty,  did  I  not  take  this  opportunity  of  pajdng  a 
tribute  of  sincere  admiration  and  deep  gratitude  to  the  memory  of  a 
great  magistrate  for  his  many  valuable  services  in  the  cause  of  education. 

The  effects  of  the  terrible  war,  which  has  laid  Europe  waste  for 
over  four  years,  have  been  felt,  as  you  know,  even  in  our  country  and 
more  seriously  this  year  than  pre\'iously.  While  their  elders,  answering 
the  call  of  duty,  flocked  to  the  colours,  the  younger  sons,  at  my  appeal, 
enrolled  themselves  as  "  Soldiers  of  the  Soil  "'.  This  means  that  the 
teachers'  ranks  were  thinned  and  that,  if  pupils  were  not  really  fewer  iu 
numbers,  their  attendance  at  least  could  not  be  so  regular.  It  was 
even  necessary  to  close  schools  earher  than  usual,  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
so  that  all  might  do  their  share  in  hastening  the  wished-for  event 
which  we  have  been  pri\'ileged  to  witness  :  the  complete  victory  of 
the  AUies.  a  sure  guarantee  of  a  lasting  peace. 
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After  examining  the  school  inspectors'  reports,  the  census  and 
statistics,  I  reach  the  conclusion  that,  due  allowance  being  made  for 
the  difficult  circumstances  which  we  have  faced,  we  may  be  satisfied 
with  the  results  obtained. 


CENSUS    AND    STATISTICS 

These  parts  of  our  school  system  have  been  subjected  to  much 
criticism  for  the  last  few  months,  as  every  one  will  admit.  With  the 
inspector  general,  I  admit  their  relative  imperfections,  but  also,  to 
quote  his  own  words,  that  "  the  census  taken  by  the  secretary-treasurers 
none  the  less  makes  a  trustworthy^  documents  not  to  be  impugned 
because  of  a  few  flaws  ". 

In  answer  to  these  complaints  and  criticisms,  in  a  letter  to  the 
commissioners  and  Trustees  of  the  Catholic  Schools  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec,  I  specially  drew  the  attention  of  the  secretary-treasurers 
to  article  2768  of  the  Education  Act,  respecting  the  census  of  children, 
and  in  another  letter  to  the  school  inspectors  on  the  20th  December 
of  the  same  year,  and  to  the  Protestant  commissioners  and  Trustees, 
on  the  20th  October,   I  renewed  my  request  in  the  following  terms  : 

"  This  year  again,  urge  secretary-treasurers  to  make  a  careful 
census  of  the  children  of  the  municipality,  and  to  send  you  the  same 
census  statistics  as  those  in  the  report  to  the  Superintendent  ". 
These  repeated  requests,  coupled  with  those  of  ]\Ir.  G.  E.  Marquis, 
head  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  were  complied  with,  so  that  I  may  add 
that  there  will  be  noteworthy  progress  from  a  statistical  standpoint. 
I  shall  not  abate  my  efforts,  however,  till  we  have  come  as  close  as 
possible  to  perfection. 

SCHOOL    CONGRESSES 

I  also  took  advantage  of  the  meeting  of  the  school  committees  to 
promote  the  policy  inaugurated  i)y  my  predecessor  and  which  is  being 
successfully  carried  on.     Duriiij>-  the  year,  T  presided  over  two  of  those 
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important  and  practical  meetings  ;  one  at  Pont  Rouge,  on  the  27th 
November,  1917,  organized  by  Inspectors  A.  ]\I.  Filteau  and  L.  ^I. 
Filteau,  for  the  counties  of  Quebec,  Portneuf  and  a  part  of  Champlain; 
the  other  at  Victoria\dlle  on  the  12th  June,  1918,  by  Inspector  Thomas 
Warren,  for  the  counties  of  Arthabaska,  Xicolet  and  part  of  ^Megantic. 

I  have  since  often  noticed  the  excellent  results  which  they  produce. 
Convinced  of  this,  I  am  now  preparing  other  meetings  and  when  they 
will  have  been  held,  the  whole  Province  will  have  been  covered. 

SCHOOL    MUNICIPALITIES 

The  number  of  school  municipalities  in  the  Province  in  June,  1917, 
was  as  follows  :  1345  Catholic,  353  Protestant  school  municipalities. 
In  1918,  26  new  ones  were  erected,  making  a  total  of  1724  school  muni- 
cipalities on  the  30th  June,   1918. 

NEW    SCHOOL    BUILDINGS 

Notwithstanding  the  war,  school  building  was  kept  up  at  the  same 
rate  as  on  pre\'ious  years  :  254  schoolhouses  were  built  or  repaired 
and  an  amount  of  $2,488,621.00  was  spent  for  this  purpose  during  the 
year  1917-18  by  the  school  municipalities  mentioned  in  the  following 
table  :

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REVISION    OF    THE    COURSE    OF    STUDY 

The  sub-committee  appointed  by  the  CathoHc  Committee  of 
Public  Instruction,  at  their  session  of  the  9th  May,  1917,  to  examine 
inspector-general  Magnan's  report,  as  the  result  of  an  investigation 
resolved  by  said  committee  on  the  10th  May,  1916,  have  patiently 
and  perseveringly  pursued  their  difficult  task  and  will  soon  submit 
another  and  final  report.  They  have  already  declared  in  favour  of 
forming  a  class  to  prepare  young  pupils  to  successfully  take  up  the  sub- 
jects of  the  first  year  course  of  study  in  the  primary  schools  and  also 
of  a  certificate  of  studies  as  a  sanction  for  each  of  the  three  courses  : 
elementary,  intermediate  and  superior.  There  is  question  this  time 
"  of  a  new  distribution  of  the  subjects  included  in  the  courses  of  the 
elementary  and  model  schools,  in  such  a  way  as  to  eliminate  thovSe 
which  are  not  absolutely  necessary  for  these  schools,  and  to  distribute 
these  subjects  over  seven  years  of  teaching  ". 

This  report  is  eagerly  awaited,  and  will,  I  hope,  be  well  received, 
give  satisfaction,  meet  present  needs  and,  in  a  word,  help  to  solve  the 
grave  problems  looming  ahead  of  us  at  the  close  of  the  war. 

LANGUAGE    QUESTIONS 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  higher  officials  in  my  department  and 
to  the  school  inspectors'  tact,  the  few  misunderstandings  in  the  teaching 
of  French  in  English-speaking  centres  were  amicably  settled  this  year. 
French  and  English  are  taught  in  all  the  schools  in  mixed  centres. 
Moreover,  the  school  commissions  in  these  districts  are  realizing  more 
and  more  that  giving  children  of  the  minority  an  opportunity  of  learning 
their  mother  tongue  at  school  is  a-  matter  of  elementary  justice. 

A  benign  influence  continues  to  make  itself  felt  in  our  Province. 
But  yesterday,  it  developed  in  our  two  mother  countries,  France  and 
England,  the  entente  cordiale,  that  moral  force  which  transformed  two 
age-long  enemies  into  inseparable  allies  united  in  a  struggle  for  triumph, 
progress  and  prosperity.  May  the  same  influence  soon  spread  in  our 
own  country,  for  the  time  is  favourable  for  closely  welding  the  descen- 
dants of  the  same  two  great  races!     Once  more  it  will  have  done  good

work,  clouds  will  disperse,  the  future  \^ill  be  more  brilliant  than  ever 
and  the  happiness  of  our  people  will  be  secured. 

Then  foes  of  all  kinds  may  come  ;  but  here,  as  yonder,  they   will 
never  overcome  this  other  alliance  of  minds,  hearts  and  ^^'ills.

School  attendance. — The  pupils  enrolled  number  7708,  comprising 
3716  boys  and  3992  girls,  with  an  average  attendance  of  5586,  of 
whom  2662  are  boys  aid  2924  girls,  giving  a  percentage  of  72i/2%,  or 
a  decrease  of  13^2.%  from  last  year.  I  attribute  this  decrease  in  the 
average  attendance  to  the  rigourous  weather  of  last  -vNinter,  and  to 
the  smallpox  which  prevailed  in  some  of  the  municipalities  of  the 
county  of  Bonaventure.

Teachers. ^The  teachers  of  my  district  are  divided  as  follows  : 

Nuns 35 

Lay  female  teachers 4 

Lay  male  teachers 186 

Generally  speaking,  the  teachers  acquit  themselves  of  their  duties 
with  much  zeal  and  success.  It  some  did  not  obtain  complete  suc- 
cess, the  cause  must  be  attributed  to  the  want  of  assiduity  of  the 
pupils  in  certain  parishes  and  to  the  inexperience  of  a  certain  number 
of  teachers. 

Salaries. — The  average  salaries  of  elementary  school  teachers  is 
about  the  same  as  last  year.  All  the  municipalities  of  this  district 
with  the  exception  of  two  which  have  only  one  school  each  in  activity 
pay  a  minimum  salary  of  $175.00. 

School  commissioners.— Some  of  the  commissioners  did  not  make 
the  customary  visits  required  by  the  Education  Act.  I  reminded 
them  of  article  2709,  §  8,  in  my  report  to  the  municipalities  in  which  they 
reside. 

Inspections.  — ■  In  most  of  the  municipalities  of  my  district  the 
parish  priests  did  me  the  honour  of  accompanying  me  on  my  \'isits 
as  well  as  the  commissioners  who  were  nearly  always  all  present. 

Before  concluding  this  report,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Government 
for  having  called  me  to  the  important  and  honourable  office  of  school 
inspector.  I  will  do  ail  in  my  power  to  show  myself  worthy  o '  the 
confidence  that  the  Government  has  placed  in  me  by  discharging 
zealously  the  duties  of  that  office. 

I  thank  my  predecessors,  Messrs  Marquis  and  Litalien,  for  the 
good  work  they  have  done  in  my  district.  I  will  endeavour  to  follow 
the  good  example  which  they  have  left.

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GENERAL   REMARKS 

The  numerous  statistics  which  I  have  given  will  dispense  me,  I 
thirk,  from  making  lengthy  remarks.     These  statistics  show: 

1.  That  nearly  all  the  school  houses  of  my  district  as  well  as  the 
furniture  are  in  a  condition  that  is  more  than  satisfactory.  Under  this 
head  I  may  say  that  progress  has  been  marked  for  the  last  few  years  : 

2.  That  the  conditions  imposed  upon  teachers  who  engage  their 
services  are  deplorable,  since  none  of  the  municipalities  pay  $200  and 
5  pay  only  $125.  This  last  amount  is  wholly  inadequate  and  is  not  at 
all  in  keeping  with  the  state  of  comfort  that  exists  among  the  agricul- 
tural class.  A  parish  that  only  gives  $125  to  its  teacher  does  not  do 
itself  honour. 

3.  The  average  attendance  this  year  leave  nothing  to  be  desired, 
it  having  reached  the  figure  86^v.  It  is  not  wonderful  that  I  noted  pro- 
gress in  174  schools  out  of  183,  that  are  in  my  district.  I  have  much 
pleasure  in  stating  that  the  programme  of  studies  is  well  followed  and  that 
the  subjects  are  being  taught  in  a  more  practical  way.  I  attribute  this 
result  in  part  to  the  blackboards  that  are  to  be  found  in  nearly  all  the 
schools  of  my  district. 

Only  one  municipality  has  had  the  "Enseignement  Primaire" 
bound.  This  journal  is  distributed  gratis  in  all  the  schools.  No  res- 
pect is  paid  to  the  regulation  which  requires  this  journal  to  be  bound, 
although  the  regulation  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  municipalities 
every  year. 

The  secretary-treasurers  are  bound  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the 
teachers  each  month  and  they  should  never  neglect  this  duty.  I  hope 
that  I  will  not  hear  any  more  complaints  in  this  respect  in  future.

I  recommend  the  municipalities  of  St.  Samuel,  St.  Joachim,  Le 
Precieux  Sang,  as  being  worthy,  on  account  of  their  smallness  of  means, 
of^aid  from  the  department  of  Public  Instruction. 

In  conclusion,  might  I  be  permitted  to  make  a  suggestion  or  rather 
to  express  a  wish  ?  It  seems  to  me  that  the  great  number  of  schools  of 
my  district  justifies  me  in  doing  so.  The  cost  of  living  has  increased 
considerably  in  the  last  four  years,  travelling  expenses  have  increased 
enormously,  and  our  salaries  remain  the  same.  Under  these  circumstan- 
ces, could  not  the  school  inspectors  be  permitted  next  fall,  to  give  lec- 
tures in  each  parish  for  a  whole  day,  rather  than  to  visit  all  the  schools. 
These  lectures,  which  we  gave  some  years  ago,  produced  very  good  results 
and  were  appreciated  by  every  body.  This  change  could  only  last  till 
the  end  of  the  war.  Thus,  those  inspectors  who  have  too  many  schools, 
might  do  their  duty  more  easily  and  they  would  be  more  on  a  footing  of 
equality  with  their  fellow-inspectors.

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GENERAL    REMARKS. 

I.  The  provisions  of  the  Education  Act  are  generally  well  observed 
in  any  district.  There  are  some  weak  points,  nevertheless,  but  I  will 
point  out  only  the  following  : 

Census. — I  would  like  to  note  here  the  names  of  municipalities 
where  the  census  is  taken  regularly  and  seriously  ;  but  they  are  the 
small  minority.  Our  school  commissions  do  not  attach  much  importance 
to  this  matter  :  they  do  not  see  the  utility  of  it.  They,  therefor, 
content  themselves  with  a  very  unsatisfactory  census.  The  census 
should  estabhsh  the  proportion  of  school  children  who  attend  school. 
This  proportion  is  very  small  among  children  from  12  to  16.  We 
shall  continue,  with  the  aid  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  to  impress  upon 
commissioners  the  importance  of  this  duty. 

Choice  of  books. — ^In  well  organized  municipalities,  a  depot  of  books 
is  kept  by  the  school  commissioners  and  this  is  the  best  way  to  establish 
uniformity  and  to  furnish  each  pupil  with  the  books  that  he  requires. 
But  again  one  must  reckon  with  the  competency  of  the  secretary, 
the  good  dispositions  of  thie  commissioners  and  the  opposition  of  the 
local  merchants.  Nevertheless,  each  school  commission  should  have 
its  own  depot  just  as  our  educational  houses  have  theirs.  It  is  absurd 
to  allow  the  merchants  a  monopoly  of  them  and  the  Act  should  cover 
this  point.  A  depot  would  help  the  poor  children  and  would  be  the 
means  of  aiding  in  the  selection  of  books. 

Assiduity.- — ^Compulsory  attendance  at  school  is  spoken  of  in 
r  any  quarters  as  a  panacea  for  the  education  of  children.  Is  it  the 
best  remedy?  I  have  no  opinion  to  express  in  this  controversy  ;  but 
I  do  know  that  a  great  many  parents  act  like  children.  If  there  is 
a  question  of  building  a  school  house  in  some  locality,  all  are  willing 
to  help  in  the  work  andto  impose  sacrifices  on  themselves  ;  but  when  the 
school  has  been  built,  the  children  are  not  sent  to  it  or  are  kept  at  home 
at  times  without  sufficient  reasons,  or  again  the  school  is  not  kept  in 
good  repair.  I  know  that  these  are  exceptions  and  that  there  will 
always  be  exceptions,  but  we  should  strive  not  to  allow  them  to  increase. 
It  seems  to  me  that  special  efforts  should  be  put  forth  in  order  to  per- 
suade parents  to  send  their  children  to  school  regularly. 
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II.  The  classification  table  summarizes  the  work  done  during  the 
year  and  the  progress  made  in  the  municipalities.  They  are  quite 
satisfactory.     Allow   me   to   make   the   following  remarks  : 

Teachers.— They  are  both  religious  and  lay.  Th  >  leligious  who 
teach  under  control  of  the  commissioners  are  Les  S.S.  du  Bon-Conseil. 
This  community  is  just  beginning  to  teach  in  this  diocese  an  the  good 
that  it  does  in  a  new  region  like  ours,  where  competent  and  experienced 
teachers  are  not  very  numerous,  is  deserving  of  special  mention  and 
our  people  cannot  too  highly  appreciate  the  work  of  the  community. 
Les  Soeurs  du  Bon-Conseil  are  generally  excellent  teachers  and  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  they  do  all  they  can  to  comply  with  the  modern  methods 
of  teaching,  those  generally  followed  in  our  normal  schools.  ]May  this 
community  continue  to  increase  in  the  interest  of  our  lower  schools, 
as  it  becomes  always  more  difficult  to  get  teachers,  and  for  a  reason 
that  need  not  be  mentioned. 

Lay  female  teachers  are  still  in  a  very  great  majority.  Many 
distinguish  themselves  and  bring  the  utmost  devotedness  to  this  work. 
They  are  excellent  and  hand  working  teachers.  There  is  life,  order 
and  cleanliness  in  their  classes.  One  breathes  a  vivifying  atmosphere 
both  from  a  physical  and  intellectual  point  of  view.  Their  pupils  are 
frank  and  open  and  have  confidence  in  them  ;  timidity  and  false  shame 
are  unknown  ;     they  delight  in  their  examinations. 

But  all  pictures  have  their  shadows,  and  unfortunately  the  number 
of  good  schools  is  limited.  We  have  too  many  teachers  who  have 
neither  the  vocation,  the  abilitj'  nor  the  con\'iction  required  to  teach. 
But  the  worst  feature  is  that  we  are  obliged  to  employ  them.  Let  us 
note  some  defects  :  abstract  teaching  and  teaching  that  is  too  parrot- 
like ;  too  many  lessons  and  not  enough  practical  exercises  in  class  ; 
the  teachers  forget  that  they  are  not  in  class  to  teach  what  they  know, 
but  to  embellish  and  cultivate  the  faculties  of  the  child,  to  d  velop 
capacity  of  obser\ing  surroundings  ;  in  fine  to  make  their  teaching  serve 
a  useful  purpose. 

The  Ursuline  convent  at  Roberval  is  the  principal  educational 
institution  in  the  county,  affiliated,  as  is  known,  with  Laval  L'niversity.

The  eminent  capacity  of  these  teachers  contributes  to  foster  the  work 
of  this  institution.  You  yourself  have  been  able  to  note  all  the  good 
it  does  in  this  region.     It  was  attended  this  year  by  375  pupils. 

The  school  gardens  are  cloing  well.  They  were  the  means  of 
stimulating  a  larger  development  of  garden  products  in  many  locahties. 
At  Val  Jalbert,  the  school  garden  was  the  starting  point  of  several  other 
gardens  among  the  working  people  of  the  village. 

I  would  like  not  only  to  see  a  school  garden  attached  to  all  our 
principal  schools,  but  also  a  work-room  for  little  boys.  How  much 
time  is  lost  by  children  between  5  and  15  ! 

I  am  pleased  to  mention  two  great  parishes,  St.  Felicien  and  Nor- 
mandin,  as  being  among  the  municipalities  which  show  a  great  interest 
in  education.  The  rank  that  they  occupy  in  the  table  below  show  the 
efforts  they  have  made.  You  will  kindly  send  them  a  bonus  as  well 
as  the  municipahties  of  St.  Gedeon,  Albanel  and  St.   Methode. 

The  following  municipalities  are  really  in  need  of  a  grant  by  the 
Government  from  the  poor  municipalities  fund  :  St.  Andre,  Mistassini, 
Ste.  Hedwidge,  St.  Frangois  de  Sales,  St.  Thomas  d'Aquin,  Val  Jalbert, 
Riviere  au  Dore,  Albanel,  St.  Methode,  Peribonka,  Honfleur,  St.  Henri 
de  Taillon,  St.  Nazaire,  Doucet,  Garniere  and  St.  Amedee  de  Peribonka.

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GENERAL   REMARKS    ON    THE    WORKING    OF    THE    EDUCATION    ACT 

I  am  very  well  satisfied  with  the  work  done  in  the  schools  of  my 
district  during  the  year  that  has  just  ended. 

All  the  schools  were  in  operation,  except  school  No.  2,  in  St. 
Albert-de-Gaspe,  which  has  been  closed  for  3  years.  I  hope  that  it 
will  reopen  next  year. 

The  teachers  are  full  of  zeal  and  devotedness  in  the  discharge  of 
their  numerous  and  important  duties.  If  all  do  not  succeed  in  the 
same  measure,  it  is  due  rather  to  the  want  of  professional  training  and 
also  of  experience  and  ability. 

The  frequent  change  of  teachers  continues  to  be  a  serious  obsta- 
cle to  the  advancement  of  the  pupils.  In  81  classes  the  teacher  was 
teaching  for  the  first  time,  and  30  out  of  this  number  were  only  in 
their  first  year  of  teaching. 

26  lay  female  teachers  taught  the  same  class  for  two  years  and 
10  others  for  3.  There  are  thus  only  8  teachers  who  have  taught 
the  same  class  for  over  3  years. 

There  are  only  two  who  are  teaching  without  diplomas,  one  of 
whom  has  not  obtained  authorization  from  you.

The  school  commissioners  generally  discharge  their  duties  very 
well. 

They  better  understand  the  importance  of  these  duties  and  are 
ever  taking  more  interest  in  the  cause  of  education.  But  there  are 
too  many  who  seem  to  take  no  interest  in  the  schools  and  who  never 
visit  them. 

I  wish  to  thank  those  who  accompanied  me  on  my  visits  to  the 
schools  and  also  the  parish  priests  for  their  devotedness  in  the 
cause  of  education  and  instruction.  Their  visits  to  the  schools  are  a 
precious  encouragement  to  the  pupils  and  teachers. 
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Notwithstanding  the  cost  of  building  materials  and  labour,  the 
school  houses  are  continuing  to  be  improved  as  well  as  their  depen- 
dencies, the  furniture  and  other  school  furnishings. 

I  accepted  this  year  three  new  school  houses  which  cost  in  all 
$11,050.  Some  others  were  in  course  of  erection  and  others  will  be 
built  by  next  fall. 

The  salaries  for  teachers  for  the  year  ending  30th  June,  1918, 
show  an  increase  of  S4.69  per  head  over  last  year.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 

Out  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  schools,  one  hundred  and  forty 
eight  were  in  operation  during  the  year  ;  three  were  closed  owing  to  the 
insufficient  number  of  pupils  in  these  districts  ;  besides  these  one  hundred 
and  fifty-one  schools  under  control,  I  visited  five  independent  schools 
and  gathered  the  statistics  of  same. 

The  number  of  districts  was  increased  by  three  ;  a  new  district  was 
formed  in  the  municipality  of  St.  Eleuthere  and  two  in  that  of  Riviere- 
Bleue.  The  number  of  classes  was  also  increased  in  a  notable  manner. 
There  were  182  in  the  twent}^  municipahties  of  my  district  this  year.  A 
third  class  was  opened  in  the  model  school  of  Notre  Dame  du  Lac  ;  this 
class  is  under  the  direction  of  a  professor  who  holds  a  diploma  from  the 
Laval  Normal  School. 

I  made  the  first  visit  to  all  my  schools  in  September,  October  and 
November.  I  helped  the  teachers  to  classify  the  pupils  when  necessary, 
stimulated  teachers  and  pupils  by  long  and  thorough  examinations. 
I  took  up  the  principal  subjects  of  the  programme  and  emphasized 
thereby  the  importance  of  following  faithfully  the  programme  of  studies. 

I  wish  to  thank  those  who  are  deserving  of  thanks.  During  my  last 
visit  I  noted  that  the  schools  were  well  kept,  that  the  pupils  were  intel- 
ligently taught  and  that  their  progress  was  quite  satisfactory  ;  I  noted 
also  much  willingness  among  the  commissioners.  I  am  obliged  to  note 
a  few  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  ;  there  were  5  or  6  classes  where 
the  progress  of  the  pupils  was  almost  nil  and  the  teaching  was  not 
much  better,  yet   even   here  there  was  some  improvement. 

I  gave  lectures  in  all  the  parishes  of  my  district  and  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  they  were  attended  by  nearly  all  who  were  invited. 

I  again  wish  to  thank  the  parish  priests  who  accompanied  me 
on  my  visits.  Many  of  them  wait  for  me  to  visit  the  schools.  I  also 
cordially  thank  the  commissioners  who  responded  to  my  invitation  ; 
a  large  number  accompanied  me  to  their  respective  schools.     Sometimes 
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the  chairman  or  secretary  accompanies  me  on  my  \'isits  to  all  the  schools 
of  the  parish. 

Ten  school  house^  were  built  during  the  vacation  of  1917  and  five 
were  renovated  according  to  approved  plans. 

The  cost  of  building  each  model  school  was  from  $2,500.00  to 
$3,300.00  ;  and  each  elementary  cost  from  $1,400.00  to  $1,500.00. 

The  model  school  of  Notre  Dame  du  Lac  which  underwent  extensive 
repairs  is  now  a  fine  two  storey  school  ;  the  classes  of  this  building  have 
been  very  weU  laid  out. 

According  to  the  statistical  table  which  I  make  every  year,  I  am 
pleased  to  note  that  the  number  of  pupils  inscribed  has  increased  by  100  ; 
the  average  attendance  of  the  pupils  is  also  better  than  in  the  past.  The 
percentage  this  year  is  82%  for.  schools  both  under  control  and  indepen- 
dent and  81.33%  for  schools  under  control  alone. 

The  number  of  female  teachers  without  diplomas  has  notably 
decreased,  thanks  to  the  more  reasonable  salaries  that  are  now  being 
paid.  The  owest  salary  paid  is  $150.00  ;  in  1916  there  were  30 
young  teachers  without  diplomas,  now  there  are  only  17. 

The  municipahties  entitled  to  a  bonus  according  to  an  order  in 
council  dated  the  2nd  of  December,  1905,  are  the  following  :  Saint 
Eleuthere,  $60.00  ;  Notre  Dame  du  Lac,  $50.00  ;  Saint  Antoine,  $40.00  ; 
Saint  Hubert,  $35.00  ;  Saint  Alexandre,  $30.00.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 

The  commissioners  in  mostly  all  places  observe  faithfully  the 
School  Act  and  discharge  their  duties  in  a  quite  satisfactory  manner. 
Nevertheless,  there  are  some  defects.  All  do  not  visit  their  schools  as 
they  should  ;  very  few  accompany  the  inspector  on  his  visits,  and 
many  do  not  take  enough  interest  in  the  success  of  their  schools. 

The  census  taken  by  the  secretary-treasurers  has  not  given  me 
satisfaction  any  more  than  last  year.  It  is  not  taken  properly  as  a 
rule.  On  the  other  hand,  their  books  are  well  kept  and  the  auditors' 
reports  are  all  excellent. 

The  teachers  display  much  zeal  and  devotedness  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties.  It  is  a  pity  that  in  many  cases  the  commissioners  do 
not  appreciate  this  zeal  and  devotedness.  I  do  what  I  can  to  reward 
them  in  distributing  the  bonuses  granted  by  the  Department  ;  unfor- 
tunately, they  are  not  large  enough. 

The  building  of  school  houses  gave  me  much  trouble  this  year.  In 
several  of  the  parishes  and  the  richest  of  them,  a  wrong  idea  of 
economy  prevails.  Everywhere  two  opposing  parties  are  met  with  ; 
one  that  desires  to  build,  and  the  other  which  does  not.  Hence 
arise  law-suits.  I  would  draw  attention  to  the  cases  of  Laurentides, 
Mascouche  and  St.  Gerard  where  the  erection  of  school  houses  is  being 
retarded,  although  the  need  for  them  is  very  much  felt. 

As  you  will  notice  by  the  statistics,  the  attendance  is  in  general 
quite  good.  The  children,  however,  who  leave  school  after  the  third 
year  are  becoming  more  and  more  numerous.  There  are  local  causes 
that  account  for  this,  among  others,  scarcity  of  help  for  hoed  crops 
that  require  the  aid  of  the  children.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  neverthe- 
less, that  only  children  from  5  to  12  years  should  be  found  in  the 
primary  school. 

Let  us  hope  that  the  certificate  of  studies,  which  it  is  proposed 
to  estabhsh,  will  help  to  remedy  this  difficulty.

GENERAL     REMARKS 

There  are  34  school  municipalities  in  my  inspection  district.  They 
comprise  92  elementary  schools,  8  model  and  1  independent  academy. 
They  are  attended  by  4989  pupils  and  are  under  the  direction  of  8  Bro- 
thers, 53  Nuns  and  103  lay  female  teachers.  These  latter  receive  an 
average  salary  of  $278. 

Four  new  school  municipahties  were  created  this  year  in  the  county 
of  Temiscamingue  :  the  municipalities  of  Senneterre,  Dupuis,  Ville- 
montel  and  Languedoc.  Twelve  school  houses  were  built  and  twelve 
were  repaired  or  rented.     A  few  more  will  be  built  next  year. 

In  general,  I  am  satisfied  with  the  way  the  pupjls  are  taught.  The 
younger  teachers  are  still  wanting  in  professional  attainments,  but  they 
showed  their  good  will  by  assisting  at  the  lectures  given  by  me  last  fall 
and  many  of  them  have  benefited  by  th,e  advice  which  I  gave  them.  Old 
and  new  teachers  vie  with  one  another  in  energy  and  devotedness  and 
compete  for  the  bonuses  which  your  department  grants  each  year  to  the 
most  deserving. 

I  would  recommend  the  following  teachers  as  entitled  to  a  bonus  : 
The  Alisses  Antoinette  Picard,  Odela  Bergeron,  Maria  Lavigne,  Marie- 
Lse  Richard,  M.-Delima  Comtois,  Melanie  IVIaloin,  Bertha  Ellis,  Valtina 
Rowe,  Ernestine  Bergeron,  Kate  Roberts,  Albertine  Roberge  and  Mde 
Emery  Deslauriers. 

I  also  recommend  the  following  poor  municipalities  :  Riviere- 
Croche,  Dupuy,  Barrante,  Piedmont,  Nedelec,  Lalemant  and  Saint- 
Eugene-de-Guigues. 

The  following  municipalities  are  entitled  to  a  bonus  :  Lorrainville, 
$60.  ;  Saint-Eugene-de-Guigues,  SoO.  ;  La  Sarre,  S40,  ;  Dupuy,  $35.  ; 
La  Reine,  $30. 

I  noted  the  following  involuntary  omissions  during  my  visits  : 

1.  The  census  of  children  from  16  to  18  years  full}^  completed 
should  be  made  in  virtue  of  article  2768  of  the  Education  Act. 

2.  Some  school  commissions  only  visit  their  schools  once  a  year,  or 
take  upon  themselves  the  right  to  engage  unauthorized  teachers 
without  diplomas.  Th-e  schools  in  which  the  latter  teach  are  only  middling 
from  the  point  of  view  of  t^e  pupils'  success. 

3.  School  gardens  are  making  little  progress.  Some  teachers  claim 
that  this  is  due  to  the  cold  weather  in  these  regions,  whilst  others 
succeed  very  well. 

4.  In  some  of  the  schools  there  are  long  tables  and  benches  without 
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backs.     This  kind  of  furniture  is  gradually  disappearing.     The  O-lOths 
of  my  schools  are  provided  with  up  to  date  furniture. 

5.  The  school  commissions  are  bound  to  choose  text  booke  that  are 
uniform  for  all  the  school^.  I  hope  that  the  gave  negligence  of  some  in 
this  respect  will  be  repaired  soon.

My  inspection  district  comprises  27  schools  ;  three  of  these,  La 
Pointe-aux-Esquimaux,  la  Riviere  au  Tonnerre  and  Clarke  City  have 
each  two  classes,  and  another,  Sept-Iles,  three. 

The  teaching  in  some  of  these  schools,  not  many  though,  was  rather 
weak  ;  but  the  schools  were  generally  well  kept,  even  by  teachers 
without  diplomas  and  the  progress  made  was  satisfactory.  One  of  the 
greatest  obstacles  that  prevents  the  boys  from  receiving  satisfactory 
instruction  is  caused  by  their  leaving  school  a  month  before  it  ends,  for 
the  jasheries.  They  also  lose  a  month  or  two  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  for  the  same  reason. 

The  books  used  in  the  district  have  been  approved  and  there  is 
uniformity  in  books  in  all  the  schools  of  each  municipality. 

The  teachers  are  composed  of  4  nuns,  11  female  teachers  with  diplo- 
mas and  19  without  diplomas.  The  small  number  of  teachers  without 
diplomas  has  not  increased  in  the  last  few  years.  This  is  due  to  the 
impossibility  of  procuring  teachers  who  are  strangers  to  1  he  north  coast 
of  the  Gulf  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  The  teachers  have  to  be  recruited  in 
the  place,  and  this  recruiting,  for  various  causes,  has  not  been  very 
rapid  for  a  certain  number  of  years. 

The  district  had  the  good  fortune  of  procuring  the  services  of  the 
Sisters  of  Charity  and  under  the  direction  of  these  distinguished  educa- 
tors, the  convent  of  Saint-Joseph-de-la-Pointe-aux-Esquimaux  ^^^ll 
become  a  nursery  of  future  teachers  for  this  region. 

The  salaries  of  female  teachers  with  diplomas  have  reached 
$200.00  this  year  and  they  tend  to  increase  every  year. 

At  the  present  time  Ihe  municipalities  are  too  poor  to  pay  ^hese 
large  salaries  and  at  the  same  time  to  purchase  suitable  furniture  for 
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the  schools.    The  furniture  in  some    places  is,    for    that    reason,    not- 
sufficient. 

The  need  of  erecting  new  schools  is  making  itself  felt  at  Pointe- 
aux- Anglais,  at  Riviere-au-Tonnerre  and  at  Aguanis  East. 

The  teachers  who  are  entitled  to  a  bonus  for  success  in  teaching 
are  :  the  Misses  Elmire  Bernier,  Leontine  Vignault  and  Felixine 
Scherrer.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 


The  Montreal  Schools  were  grouped  into  4  districts  when  the  school 
year  opened  in  September.  The  work  required  tact,  zeal  and  energy. 
The  entire  western  district,  all  the  schools  in  the  north  district  save  five, 
and  thirteen  in  the  centre  district,  are  under  my  control.  The  district 
commissioners  were  very  fortunate  in  the  selection  of  director-secre- 
taries. Mr.  J.  P.  Labarre,  was  a  noted  teacher  and  principal  in  the 
northern  district  ;  Mr.  A.  C.  Miller,  had  acquired  a  long  experience 
in  the  centre  district,  as  a  teacher,  principal  and  school  commissioner  ; 
Mr.  Andre  Robitaille  had  acquired  experience  in  the  western  district 
as  a  teacher  of  youth,  both  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  and  as 
private  secretary  of  the  old  director-general,  Mr.  J.-M.  Perreault,  who 
benefited  during  ten  years  by  his  zeal  and  learning. 

They  have  made  of  the  school  boards  of  the  various  districts  of 
Montreal  a  good  working  machine  that  will  work  well  and  harmon'ously, 
and  this  is  much  to  their  credit. 

The  system  of  public  examination  for  promotion  and  for  the 
obtaining  of  a  certificate  of  studies  so  long  in  use  in  lay  schools,  has  been 
extended  to  schools  under  the  control  of  Brothers  and  Nuns. 

The  putting  of  it  into  operation  needed  tact  and  determination.  I 
hope  its  opponents  will  soon  become  its  friends.  Results  vrill  be  made 
known  after  a  trial  has  been  made.  A  special  class  has  been  opened  in 
St.  Leon  and  does  honour  to  the  commissioners  of  Westmount.

It  would  be  desirable  that  the  model  school  for  girls  at  St-Jean- 
Port-Joli  be  given  the  title  of  academy,  and  that  school  No.  1  of 
Notre-Dame  de  Mont  Carmel,  be  given  that  of  model  school. 

In  some  schools,  the  course  of  study  in  the  lower  classes  is  over- 
loaded. Instead  of  giving  oral  lessons  to  the  pupils  of  the  2nd  year, 
the  teacher  obliges  them  to  study  grammar,  history  or  geography  in  the 
text  books.  Ihey  give  as  an  excuse  that  the  pupils  would  otherwise 
lose  their  time.  It  is  astonishing  that  the  teachers  of  these  schools  should 
find  the  course  overloaded. 

Dictation  and  arithmetic  are  much  neglected  in  these  schools.  The 
want  of  method  in  teaching  these  branches  is  a  reason  why  some  of  the 
pupils  are  only  in  the  2nd  year  when  they  should  be  in  the  3rd  or  in  the 
4th  years.

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GENERAL     REMARKS 

The  reading  of  this  summary  will  enable  you  to  see  that  the 
average  religious  teacher's  salary  is  in  inverse  ratio  to  the  standing  of 
the  School.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  elementary  schools  contain 
two  or  three  classes,  and  the  communities  ask  for  higher  salaries 
for  these  schools  because  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  teachers  is  higher. 

Only  one  municipaUty  has  an  academy  partly  under  control  ;  it 
pays  an  average  salary  of  $125.  ;  notwithstanding  this  small  salary, 
the  community  has  to  furnish  the  building,  the  furniture  and  the 
heating.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  day  the  ser\dces  of  elementary 
teachers  will  be  more  appreciated. 

The  census  of  children  of  school  age  is  often  negligently  done 
and  the  figures  given  for  item  No.  5  in  the  summary  are  certainly  not 
perfectly  exact. 

The  question  of  the  uniformity  of  school  books  has  made  good 
progress  ;  willingly  or  unwilUngly  the  recalcitrant  municipaUties  have 
selected  a  uniform  series  of  authorized  books.  There  are  still  two  that 
beheve  they  have  the  right  to  exempt  themselves  and  that  refuse  to 
submit  to  the  regulations  of  the  CathoUc  Committee.  They  will  soon 
recognize  their  error. 

The  choice  of  a  series  of  authorized  books  has  been  the  means  of 
removing  from  the  1st  degree  elementary  course,  the  books  that  are 
only  used  in  the  intermediate  and  superior  courses  and  the  chronolo- 
gical tables  of  the  history  of  Canada  ;  under  the  pretext  that  the 
child  in  the  former  course  is  too  young  to  learn  the  history  of  his 
country,  inexperienced  teachers  have  contented  themselves  with  merely 
teaching  them  dates.  Because  a  child  does  not  know  how  to  eat 
perfectly,  must  it  not,  for  that  reason,  be  given  substantial  food,  and 
must  it  be  told  that  the  cooking  of  bread  and  meat  was  only  begun 
in  the  twentieth  century  before  Christ.  ? 

On  the  other  hand,  the  ability  of  an  increasing  number  of  teachers 
is  only  equalled  by  the  success  they  obtain  in  their  classes,  and  the 
inspector  is  perplexed    to    know  to  whom  awards  should  be  made.

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GENERAL     REMARKS 

The  most  neglected  articles  are  Nos  14,  42,  44,  52,  58  and  59  of 
the  regulations  and  No.  2768  of  the  Education  Act. 

The  pedagogical  lectures,  given  last  fall,  were  well  attended  and 
considerable  progress  was  made  in  almost  everything,  particularly  in 
respect  to  the  observance  of  the  course  of  study  and  the  use  of  autho- 
rized books. 

The  meeting  of  the  teachers  at  Pont  Rouge,  where  24  municipa- 
lities of  my  district  were  represented  by  90  delegates,  produced  imme- 
diate results.  Quite  a  number  of  commissioners  came  to  get  acquaint- 
ed with  their  inspector  and  some  of  them  accompanied  him  on  his 
visits  to  the  schools  of  their  respective  municipalities. 

The  salaries  of  the  teachers  are  increasing  very  slowly.  There 
are  some  municipalities  that  are  not  ashamed  to  offer  SI 25.  to  their 
school  teachers.  *

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GENEEAL   REMARKS. 

I  am  pleaded  to  note  that  the  teachers'  salaries  have  increased 
this  year  in  a  very  marked  degree.  There  are  only  two  municipahties 
in  my  inspection  district  where  some  teachers  receive  less  than  S200.00. 

The  teaching  of  drawing  has  improved  considerably  during  the 
last  few  years.  In  certain  schools  where  the  pupils  only  knew  how 
to  draw  a  few  straight  lines  with  the  rule  and  pencil,  I  now  find  boys 
and  girls  who  are  capable  of  drawing  many  things  in  a  short  time  and 
in  a  very  creditable  manner. 

Some  municipalities  are  beginning  to  bind  V Enseignement  Pri- 
maire,  after  being  repeatedly  asked  to  do  so  ;  but  too  many  school 
commissions  still  neglect  to  do  so.  I  hope,  nevertheless,  that  before 
many  years  all  the  municipalities  will  have  this  book  bound  which 
is  indispensable  for  teachers. 

The  following  municipalities  are  entitled  to  a  bonus  :  St.  Michel 
Archange,  $60.00  ;  Lacolle,  $50.00  ;  St.  Remi,  $40.00  ;  St.  Cyprien, 
$35.00  ;    Ste.  Marguerite  de  Blairfindie,  $30.00. 

I  regret  that  the  number  of  bonuses  for  teachers  is  not  larger. 
I  am  again  obliged  this  year  to  deprive  about  ten  teachers  of  a  reward 
to  which  they  are  entitled.

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GENERAL   REMARKS 

The  school  year  of  1917-18  has  been  really  successful  from  an 
educational  point  of  view  in  the  inspection  district  of  Rimouski- 
Matane.  All  the  school  commissions,  with  few  exceptions,  worked 
ardently  and  zealously  to  encourage  school  attendance,  to  improve 
school  houses  and  make  the  surroundings  of  the  pupils  more  pleasant. 
Many  of  the  schools  were  newly  furnished  and  the  old  furniture, 
much  richer  in  souvenirs  but  less  commodious,  had  to  give  way  to  the 
new.  Six  new  schools  were  built  according  to  plans  approved  by 
your  Department  ;  three  were  repaired  or  enlarged  ;  among  these,  the 
Commercial  academy  of  Mont-Joli  deserves  very  special  mention. 
This  academy  is  called  upon  to  play  an  important  part  in  this  region 
and  no  doubt  that  the  Reverends  Freres  du  Sacre-Cceur,  who  are 
conducting  it,  will  do  at  Mont-Joli  the  good  work  they  have  done 
elsewhere. 

Agricultural  is  being  taught  in  all  the  schools  and  I  have  noted 
with  pleasure  that  school  gardens  have  been  the  means  of  retaining 
children  at  school  who  would  otherwise  have  left  before  the  end  of 
the  school  year. 

The  teaching  of  drawing  is  being  given  in  a  more  practical 
manner  and  is  therefor  rapidly  attaining  the  end  to  which  it  is  des- 
tined. 

After  I  gave  my  lectures  on  pedagogy,  I  drew  the  attention  of 
the  teachers  of  my  district  to  the  importance  of  preparing  their 
classes  and  to  the  no  less  importance  of  home  work. My  remarks  were 
generally  well  received  and  had  good  results. 

The  average  general  attendance  which  was  76.96%  last  year 
rose  to  86.70%  this  year.  No  doubt,  this  fine  result  is,  to  some 
extent,  due  to  the  reiterated  appeals  I  made  to  the  school  commis- 
sioners to  induce  them  to  visit  their  schools  and  then  to  encourage 
parents  and  pupils  ;  but  the  greatest  credit  is  due  to  parish  priests 
whose  generous  devotedness  always  ends  by  overcoming  all  obstacles. 

I  regret  to  have  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  many  of 
the  school  commissions  neglect  having  their  Enseignement  Primaire 
bound  ;  yet  it  is  the  only  way  of  keeping  this  useful  review  in  good 
order.

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GENERAL   REMARKS 

Two  new  municipalities  were  created  during  the  year  just  ended: 
St.  Cyprien,  county  of  Dorchester  and  St-Juste,  county  of  Montmagny. 

My  district  comprises  27  school  municipalities:  4  in  the  county  of 
L'Islet,  4  in  the  county  of  Montmagny  ;  5  in  the  county  of  Belle- 
chasse  ;  12  in  the  county  of  Dorchester  and  two  in  the  county  of 
Beauce. 

During  the  course  of  my  two  visits  I  accepted  10  school  houses,  built 
according  to  plans  and  specifications  of  your  department  and  provided 
with  up-to-date  furniture. 

The  cost  of  the  buildings  was  $29,850.00.  Other  buildings  and 
repairs  are  to  be  done  this  summer  in  certain  municipalities  of  my 
district. 

The  school  commissions  have  generally  shown  themselves  well 
disposed  and  made  generous  efforts  for  the  improvement  of  school 
houses  and  school  furniture  as  well  as  in  raising  the  salaries  of  those 
who  are  charged  with  the  education  of  their  children.

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GENERAL   REMARKS. 

The  meeting  of  school  inspectors  is  an  event  that  should  be  noted 
in  a  special  way.  We  met  under  your  chairmanship  for  four  days 
in  order  to  study  together  all  the  articles  respecting  the  inspection  of 
schools  and  the  various  questions  concerning  pedagogical  matters  of 
t'  e  highest  importance.  The  attendance  was  large.  The  meeting 
had  very  practical  results. 

It  would  be  hard  to  overstate  the  benefits  obtained  by  such  a 
meeting  ;  it  warms  the  soul,  excites  zeal  and  devotedness  and  gives 
us  new  strength   to   acomphsh  our  numerous   and  important   duties. 

The  school  commissions  showed  themselves  for  the  most  part  very 
we  1  disposed  in  regard  to  improving  their  schools  and  the  furnishing 
of  them  anew,  as  well  as  the  raising  of  the  salaries  of  teachers. 

The  schools  which  I  accepted  during  the  year  were  built  according 
to  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  the  Department  at  a  cost  of 
$125,252.00.  Others  are  in  course  of  erection  and  will  open  their  doors 
in  September  next. 

The  lecture  on  agriculture  was  followed  by  a  large  number  of 
commissioners,  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  higher  classes.  There  were 
63  school  gardens  under  cultivation  by  1108  pupils;  the  surface  cul- 
tivated by  the  garden  pupils  was  45,524  feet.  The  crop  harvested 
was   quite   satisfactory. 

Much  remains  to  be  done  in  my  district  from  a  horticultural  stand- 
point ;  there  were  only  63  gardens  this  year  whereas  there  were  83 
last  vear.

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GENERAL    REMARKS. 

The  school  year  that  has  just  closed  has  been  remarkable  especially 
for  the  meeting  of  school  inspector^  held  at  Quebec  the  4th,  5th,  6th  and 
7th  of  last  September.  This  meeting  greatly  helped  to  stimulate  our 
zeal,  improve  our  school  system  and  secure  a  more  uniform  method 
of  working  on  our  part. 

You  will  notice,  in  the  table  classifying  municipalities  in  order  of 
merit,  that  the  commissioners  of  my  district  are  making  praiseworthy 
efforts  to  secure  competent  teachers  and  to  comply  with  the  instructions 
of  your  department  in  regard  to  school  houses,  furniture  and  other  school 
furnishings. 

The  teachers  of  my  district,  \s-ith  very  few  exceptions,  are  entitled 
to  an  honourable  mention  for  their  devotedness  in  giving  to  the  pupils 
confided  to  them  a  careful  and  enUghtened  education. 

There  are  42  school  gardens  in  my  district  and  991  garden  pupils. 
There  wb«  a  school  exhibition  held  at  Montmagny  on  the  11th  of  last 
September,  and  all  the  pupils,  accompanied  by  their  teachers,  exhibited 
their  garden  produce.  It  ehcited  the  admiration  of  both  judges  and 
visitors.

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A  part  from  two  schools  which  were  closed  at  the  time  of  my 
visit,  all  the  others  were  visited  twice. 

The  course  of  study  is  generally  well  followed,  but  a  good  number 
of  female  lay  teachers,  either  through  want  of  experience  or  ability, 
are  not  successful  in  the  teaching  profession.  Some  regard  more  the 
form  than  the  substance  of  teaching. 

The  teaching  of  agriculture  has  made  great  strides. 

This  year  I  registered  36  school  gardens  in  which  599  pupils  worked. 
This  means  that  the  lectures  on  agriculture  gave  the  most  satisfactory 
results,  especially  when  it  is  considered  that  there  were  barely  10  or  12 
before  1917. 

The  municipalities  deserving  a  bonus  are  :  St.  Bernard,  $60.00  ;  St. 
Jean  Chrysostome,  S50.00  ;  Chaudiere  Station,  S40.00  ;  Breakeyville, 
$35.00  ;  St.  Maxime  de  Scott,  $30.00. 

Commissioners  generally  neglect  the  regulation  visits.  I  have  in 
consequence  spoken  to  them  on  the  matter. 

The  secretary-treasurers  discharge  their  duties  very  well. 

On  the  whole,  I  am  well  satisfied  with  the  working  of  the  Education 
Act  in  my  district.

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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

As  a  general  rule,  the  school  commissioners  make  reasonable  efforts 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Education  Act,  but  there  are  some 
exceptions  ;  in  one  municipality  the  commissioners  were  not  sworn, 
and  the  secretary-treasurer  informed  me  that  they  refused  to  be  sworn; 
in  others  the  swearing  did  not  take  place  till  my  first  visit.  Some  commis- 
sions are  very  slow  when  there  is  a  question  of  building  schools  or  pro- 
viding material  to  build.  They  appear  to  think  that  the  war  is  a  suffi- 
cient reason  for  not  providing  the  most  urgent  improvements. 

]\Iost  secretary-treasurers  keep  their  books  in  good  order  and  furnish 
all  needed  information.  Some  show  incomprehensible  utter  neglect. 
Although  they  have  been  notified  of  my  visit  eight  days  previously, 
they  are  not  ready  when  the  time  comes  to  furnish  the  required  informs^ 
tion,  and  it  is  often  necessary  to  write  to  them  two  or  three  times  to  get 
information  that  should  have  been  given  during  the  course  of  the  visit. 

The  report  of  the  secretary-treasurers  of  one  municipaUty  through 
which  I  passed  last  3'ear,  is  not  yet  completed,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  I  have  asked  for  it  several  times;  another  sent  me  his  report 
on  the  12th  of  this  month.  In  some  places  the  census  of  school  children 
from  16  to  18  years  was  not  made. 

Nearly  all  the  teachers  of  my  district  are  generally  very  well 
quahfied  and  the  results  obtained  by  them  are  good,  very  good,  even 
excellent.  Where  progress  is  not  so  noticeable,  it  is  due  to  the  non- 
attendance,  whether  justified  or  not,  of  many  children.  In  a  few 
instances,  it  must  be  admitted  that  want  of  success  must  be  attributed 
to  the  incompetency  of  the  teachers.  The  school  gardens  are  satisfac- 
tory both  in  regard  to  quantity  and  quaUty.  The  same  might  be  said 
in  regard  to  school  museums. 

The  following  municipalities  have  made  considerable  sacrifices  for 
the  building  of  schools  and  I  have  much  pleasure  in  recommending  that 
bonuses  be  given  to  the  following:  Chambly  townships,  S60.00;  Saint- 
Gerard-d'Yamaska,  SoO.OO;  Saint- Louis-de-Bonsecours,  S40.00 ;  Green- 
field-Park, S35.00;  Longueil  parish,  S30.00.

P-  P- — In  this  statistical  summary  are  not  comprised  the  pupils  of  the  sixteen  EngUsh  Protestant  schools,  the 
two  classical  colleges  of  Rigaud  and  f't.  Laurent  nor  those  of  the  Macdonald  Normal  School,  say  about  1000  pupils. 


GENERAL    REMARKS 

There  was  one  more  municipality  and  317  pupils  in  my  district 
than  last  year.     A  higher  note  for  successful  teaching  was  also  obtained^ 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  congratulate  the  school  commissioners  of 
47  school  municipahties  who  increased  the  salaries  of  their  teachers. 
Such  an  increase  is  gratifying  at  a  time  when  the  cost  of  living  is  so 
high.  There  are  still  19  municipalities  that  have  not  granted  any 
increase  and  5  that  have  lowered  the  salaries.  I  do  not  wish  to 
name  these  municipalities.  They  will  find  their  names  by  consulting 
the  register.  The  census  of  children  of  school  age  is  not  complete 
this  year,  because  several  of  the  secretaries  omitted  to  inscribe  chil- 
dren from  16  to  18  years,  and  also  because  the  census  was  not 
made  from  house  to  house,  but  simply  copied  from  the  school's 
daily  register. 

I  regret  to  state  that  about  half  the  school  commissions  neglect  to 
bind  U Enseignement  Primaire  and  others  do  not  wish  to  bind  this 
pedagogical  review,  a  work  that  is  very  necessary 

Many  schools  have  not  yet  procured  their  little  library,  Hst  of 
approved  books,  globes,  dictionary,  etc.  School  gardens  were  more 
numerous  than  last  year,  but  there  is  still  much  to  do  in  this  respect. 
I  would  like  to  have  a  law  enacted  to  enable  the  secretary  treasurer 
of  each  school  municipality  to  swear  in  the  new  commissioners  elected 
each  year,  the  auditors,  etc. 

I  was  pleased  to  meet  at  the  Savaria  academy,  Lachine,  Dr 
Beaudoin,  who  was  making  an  inspection  relative  to  the  health  of  the 
pupils  in  the  numerous  classes  of  this  important  educational  estabhsh- 
ment.     It  should  be  noted  that  there  were  no  contagious  diseases  in 
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this  locality.  It  would  be  desirable  to  have  such  an  inspection 
made  several  times  a  year  in  all  the  schools  of  the  Province. 

I  have  only  praise  for  the  Brothers  and  Sisters  who  are  teaching 
in  many  of  the  schoools  of  my  district. 

The  teachers  are  displajdng  much  zeal  in  tiying  to  keep  the 
pupils  at  school  as  long  as  possible,  so  that  they  may  complete  their 
courses  and  they  make  their  teaching  attractive  by  uniting  what  is 
agreable  with  what  is  useful,  by  moving  pictures,  singing,  music,  phy- 
sical culture,  bands,  gymnasiums,  etc.  As  a  result  success  crown- 
ing their  efforts,  for  every  year  several  pupils  leave  their  Alma  Mater, 
taking  a  diploma  with  them  either  for  stenography,  typewriting  or 
telegraphy,  which  are  the  complement  of  a  good  commercial  course  or 
else  a  teacher's  elementary,  model  or  academy  diploma. 

Here  are  the  names  of  the  educational  houses  whose  pupils 
obtained  either  an  elementary,  model  or  academy  diploma. 

In  the  Savaria  Academy,  Lachine,  two  pupils  presented  themsel- 
ves for  a  model  school  diploma  this  year;  the  result  is  not  yet  known, 
another  obtained  a  model  diploma  last  year. 

Two  pupils  received  diplomas  last  year  from  Les  Soeurs  de  la 
Congregation  Notre-Dame,  at  Pointe  Claire  ;  one  received  an  acade- 
my, the  other  a  model  diploma  ;  there  were  two  candidates  this  year 
for  the  same  honours. 

There  were  5  pupils  who  obtained  diplomas  at  the  St.  Laurent, 
school  taught  by  Les  Sceurs  de  Ste-Croix,  of  whom  4  received  academy 
diplomas  and  one  a  model. 

Miss  Marie-Anne  Frenette  obtained  a  model  diploma  last  year 
with  great  distinction  from  the  Notre-Dame-du-Sacre-Coeur  convent, 
taught  by  Les  Filles  de  la  Sagesse  ;  there  is  a  candidate  this  year 
for  the  academy  diploma. 

Three  pupils,  last  year,  received  one  an  academy,  the  other  two 
a  model  diploma  from  Les  Soeurs  de  la  Congregation  Notre-Dame,  at 
Ste-Anne-de-Bellevue  ;  there  are  three  candidates  for  academy  diplo- 
mas. 

Two  of  the  boarders  obtained  a  model  diploma  last  year  from 
Les  Sceurs  de  Ste-Anne,  at  Rigaud  ;  two  others  are  candidates,  this 
year,  for  an  elenientary  diploma. 

Two  pupils  obtained  their  diplomas  last  year  from  Les  Soeurs  de 
la  Congregation  de  Notre-Dame,  aux  Cedres,  one  a  model  and  the 
other  an  elementary  diploma  ;  this  year  there  are  four  candidates  for 
model  school  diplomas. 
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At  the  boarding  school  of  Les  Soeurs  de  Ste-Anne,  at  St-Poly- 
carpe,  two  pupils  obtained  their  diplomas  last  year,  one  a  model,  the 
other  an  elementary  diploma;  this  year,  there  were  two  candidates, 
one  for  an  academy  diploma,  the  other  for  a  model  diploma. 

At  Coteau  du  Lac,  last  year,  where  Les  Soeurs  de  la  Providence 
teach,  two  pupils  obtained  their  diplomas,  one  a  model,  the  other  an 
elementary  diploma  ;  there  are  three  candidates  this  year  for  an 
elementary  diploma. 

At  Vaudreuil,  Soeurs  de  Ste-Anne,  2  diplomas  were  granted  last 
year  and  one  this  year. 

I  recommend  this  year  for  the  title  of  academy,  the  boys'  model 
school  of  the  municipality  of  Ste-Anne  de  Bellevue  and  also  the  boys' 
model  school  at  Cartierville,  Jacques-Cartier  county. 

I  also  recommend  for  this  title,  the  independent  boarding  school 
conducted  by  Les  Soeurs  de  la  Sagesse,  of  Dorval,  Jacques-Cartier 
county. 

For  the  title  of  model  school,  the  Boys'  Model  school,  at  the  town  of 
St-Laurent,  under  control  of  the  Commissioners;  the  mixed  school,  under 
control,  of  La  Presentation,  (Dorval)  ;  the  girls'  school  and  also  boys' 
school,  both  under  control,  in  the  municipality  of  Tres  St-Sacrement ; 
the  boys'  school  under  control,  of  the  town  of  Pointe-Claire  ;  the  girls' 
school,  under  control,  of  Cartierville  ;  all  these  schools  are  in  Jacques- 
Cartier  county.  I  again  recommend  for  the  title  of  model  school,  the 
mixed  school  No.  1,  municipality  of  Haut  St-Martin,  Laval  county  ; 
the  mixed  school  No.  1,  municipality  of  Pont-Chateau,  Soulanges  county;" 
the  mixed  school  No.  4,  municipality  of  Vaudreuil,  Vaudreuil  county. 
These  last  three  schools  are  also  under  the  control  of  the  school  com- 
missioners. 

I  would  ask  you  to  send  to  the  teachers  of  these  schools  the 
blank  or  formula  to  be  filled  in  order  to  obtain  the  grant. 

The  reports  written  in  the  71  inspection  bulletins  will  give  you  a 
general  notion  of  the  progress  of  education  in  my  inspection  district. 

I  would  request  you  to  give  to  the  following  municipalities,  the 
education  bonuses  established  by  order  in  Council,  dated  2nd  Decem- 
ber, 1905. 

These  bonuses  have  been  merited  for  the  establishment  of  school 
gardens  and  repairing  of  school  house,  for  the  embeUishment  and 
enlargement  of  school  grounds.

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REMARKS 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  I  am  fully  informed  this  year  regarding 
all  that  passes  in  my  district,  for  I  have,  during  the  past  18  months, 
been  studying  the  character  of  each  of  the  municipalities  of  my  district. 

Twenty  municipalities  are  making  good  progress  and  are  making 
generous  sacrifices  to  that  end.  The  others  seem  rather  to  be  satisfied 
with  doing  what  they  are  obliged  to  do  and  sometimes  do  not  even  that. 

I  regi'et  to  say  that  the  following  municipalities  are  not  complying 
with  the  regulations  :  Campbell  township,  Robertson  Pope,  Notre 
Dame  de  Pontmain,  Notre  Dame  du  Laus,  I'Ange  Gardien,  Saint  Sixte 
and  ^Siint  Casimir  de  Ripon. 

They  have  each  a  different  rate  of  assessment  and  divide  the  grants 
which  they  receive  according  to  the  number  of  divisions  and  children. 
I  have  told  them  that  this  manner  of  collecting  and  dividing  taxes  was 
not  legal  and  that  they  should  comply  \yiih  the  law  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  teachers  have  given  me  entire  satisfaction  with  the  exception  of 
about  tw^enty,  who  do  not  devote  enough  time  to  the  preparation  of  their 
class  work. 

]\Iany  religious  communities  are  teaching  in  my  district  and  all  are 
doing  so  successfully  and  are  deser\ing  of  the  highest  praise.  All  follow 
scrupulously  the  course  of  study,  organize  their  classes  very  well  and 
classify  their  pupils  according  to  regulations. 

The  teachers  who  deserve  a  bonus  a  e  numerous.  It  is  regrettable 
that  the  number  of  bonuses  is  too  small. 

It  is  very  hard  to  make  a  judicious  choice  when  the  number  to 
choose  from  is  more  than  double  the  number  of  rewards  which  I  can  dis- 
tribute.

All  the  schools  of  my  district  have  been  confided  this  year  to  teachers 
with   diplomas.     I   congratulate   commissioners   on   this   account   and 
thank  them  for  following  the  advice  I  gave  them,  namely  :  to  choose  their 
teachers  in  the  first  days  of  the  vacation. 

The  teachers  have  discharged  their  important  duties  with  zeal  and 
devotedness  and  success  generally  crowned  their  efforts,  notwithstanding 
the  vacancies  caused  in  the  higher  classes  especially,  by  the  leaving  of 
children  for  helping  their  parents  on  the  farm,  where  help  is  much  needed 
at  this  time. 

For  the  reason  above  stated,  the  average  attendance  has  been  much 
lowered  in  my  district  which  is  essentially  an  agricultural  one.

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GENERAL  REMARKS 


I  am  happy  that,  generally  speaking,  the  progress  of  the  schools 
in  my  district  has  been  very  satisfactory.  The  explanations  given  by 
me  last  fall  during  the  course  of  my  lectures,  respecting  the  course  of 
study,  have  borne  fruit. 

I  would  underline  the  following  matters  which  might  be  improved 
upon  in  my  district  : 

1.  The  insufficiency  of  salaries  paid  to  teachers  ;  15  out  of  22 
municipalities  only  pay  a  salary  of  $150.00.  These  municipaUties  do 
not  seem  to  realize  that  a  meagre  pittance  does  not  suffice  and  is 
the  cause  why  so  great  a  number  of  teachers  give  up  teaching. 

2.  Several  of  the  schools  are  in  a  very  bad  condition  of  repair 
and  are  lacking  in  suitable  furniture.  But  I  notice  that  the  commis- 
sions are  getting  new  life  and  I  hope  that  these  defects  will  soon  be 
remedied. 

3.  During  the  year  there  were  16  teachers  who  had  no  diplo- 
mas. 10  of  them  presented  themselves,  this  summer,  before  the 
Central  Bureau,  in  order  to  qualify  themselves  to  teach.  I  hope  that 
after  the  warning  received  from  you  and  which  I  have  reiterated, 
all  the  teachers  will  become  qualified.

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GENERAL     REMARKS 

The  number  of  niiiiiicipalities  as  well  as  that  of  schools  is  the 
same  as  last  3'ear. 

All  the  schools  were  open  for  the  ten  months  of  the  school  year. 

I  made  the  two  \isits  required  by  the  regulation.  The  lecture 
was  given  in  the  autumn  in  each  parish. 

There  is  one  more  academy  than  last  year,  that  of  ville  de 
Beauharnois.  On  the  other  hand,  one  of  my  model  schools  for  boys 
has  become  a  mixed  school  and  is  under  the  direction  ot  a  lay  female 
teacher.  The  effect  of  this  change  made  itself  felt  even  this  year. 
The  boys  from  13  to  16  years  who  attended  this  school,  withdrew 
quite  a  number  of  them  will  perhaps  never  return  to  school  ;  others 
we;re  sent  to  colleges.  It  was  thus  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  com- 
missioners of  St.  Isidore  de  Laprajrie.  The  teachers,  in  general, 
make  praiseworthy  efforts  to  render  education  progressive  and  effi- 
cient, and  the  results  obtained,  especially  with  some  teachers,  are 
remarkable.     The  schools  where  the  results  are  nil,  are  very  few. 

All  the  teachers  have  diplomas.  There  has  been  a  change  of 
teachers  in  65  schools.  Out  of  the  teachers  teaching  in  these  65 
schools  for  the  first  time,  25  were  in  their  first  year  of  teaching,  the 
others  had  taught  in  other  places.  There  has  been  a  slight  increase 
again  thi^  year  in  the  salaries  paid  to  teachers.  There  are  only  three 
teachers  w^ho  receive  less  than  S200.00. 

The  difference  between  the  number  of  children  of  school  age  and 
the  enrolment  in  the  schools  consists  of  children  between  the  age  from 
5  to  7  years  and  those  of  14  to  18  years.  This  difference  is  only  14 
for  children  from  7  to  14  years. 

The  average  general  attendance  last  year  was  79  per  cent  ;  there 
was  an  increase  of  7  per  cent. 

Two  school  houses  only  were  built,  some  classes  were  improved. 

The  teaching  of  agriculture  is  making  satisfactory  progress.  The 
number  of  school  gardens  has  not  increased  ;  but  on  the  other  hand, 
many  gardens  cultivated  by  the  pupils  on  their  parents'  farms,  were 
very  successful. 

Drawing  continues  to   be  taught  in  all   the  schools.     Progress  has 
been  satisfactory. 
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There  is  a  uniformity  of  school  books  in  nearly  all  the  munici- 
palities of  my  district.

GENERAL   REMARKS. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  some  considerations  of  a  general  order 
regarding  more  particulary  the  organization  of  our  school  syst-em  of 
which  my  district  forms  a  part. 

I  hasten  to  praise  the  precious  qualities  of  our  teachers  and  the 
devotedness  of  those  who  sometimes  have  to  lead  a  life  of  solitude 
and  lojiesomeness  in  sparsely  settled  districts.  We  are  by  our  office  as 
pedagogical  physicans  obliged  to  ascertain  what  drawbocks  may  exist 
in  our  districts. 

School  houses. — I  was  glad  to  note  during  my  xasit'S  that  a  large 
number  of  schools  had  been  built,  according  to  plans  and  specifications 
approved  by  the  Department,  in  municipalities  that  are  often  very 
poor.  This  ;s  an  evident  proof  of  the  work  done  by  my  predecessors 
under   the   wise   direction   of   your   department. 

Esthetic  taste- — Some  of  the  teachers  of  my  district  show  an  esthetic 
taste  which  denotes  the  solid  education  which  they  have  received.  Its 
beneficent  effects  are  felt  by  the  children  under  their  care  and  are  shown 
by  the  habits  of  order  which  enable  them  better  to  understand  the 
importance  and  benefit  of  education.  It  is  unfortunate  that  these 
teachers  are  not  more  numerous.  The  beauty  of  the  class  room  is 
one  of  the  influences  which  contribute  largely  part  to  the  training  of 
an  individual. 

Hygiene. — We  cannot  emphasize  too  much  the  importance  of 
hygiene  in  schools.  Cleanliness  and  neatness  are  a  recommendation 
to  those  who  practice  them.  The  sense  of  honour  depends  much  on 
them  and  upon  them  depend  much  of  the  success  that  our  children  will 
attain  in  after  years.  Whoever  does  not  cultivate  a  sense  of  honour, 
loses  one  of  the  most  powerful  levers  for  rising  in  the  social  scale.  It 
is  then  of  capital  importance  to  spread  the  elementary  notions  of  this 
science  more  and  more. 

School  furniture. — There  are  few  schools  that  are  not  provided 
with  very  good  furniture.  There  are  many  places,  however,  where 
the  blackboards  are  too  narrow. 
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Recreation. — ^Physical  development  is  so  closely  bound  up  with 
intellectual  development  that  one  cannot  be  neglected  without  the 
progress  of  the  other  being  hampered.  Children  pass  long  hours  on 
school  benches  at  school  without  stirring,  at  an  age  when  physical 
growth  requires  an  almost  continual  exercise  of  the  muscles.  Intellectual 
culture  suffers  much  from  a  disciplinary  system  that  does  not  provide 
for   recreation. 

Children  who  amuse  themselves  in  recreation  give  free  course  to 
the  instinct  of  play  and  are  better  on  that  account.  Work  is  better 
done  afterwards.  It  is  important  then  that  teachers  and  commissioners 
should  organize  means  of  recreating  the  children  under  certain  regul- 
ations. 

Pedagogical  and  scientific  library. — He  who  engages  in  the  work 
of  teaching  should  not  forget  that  the  future  of  a  country  depends  on 
the  training  of  each  individual,  and  their  training  is  done  in  great  part 
and  sometimes  altogether,  in  the  primary  school.  Many  teachers 
are  as  conceited  as  savants,  without,  however,  imitating  the  latter  in 
acquiring  learning.  It  is  true  that  they  have  not  always  the  means 
of  studying.  They  have  no  books  and  sp-end  their  spare  time  in 
sewing  and  embroidery.  As  it  is  necessary  that  teachers  should  have 
almost  a  universal  knowledge,  it  would  be  of  great  help  to  them  to  establish 
a  pedagogical  and  scientific  library  in  each  school.  They  would  then 
be  able  to  learn  things  and  overcome  lonesomness. 

The  method  of  teaching  "  by  heart  "  prevails  too  much  in  many 
of  the  rural  schools.     Memory  gets  the  best  of  reason. 

The  fact  that  many  young  men  and  women  in  country  places  have 
almost  forgotten  their  notions  of  history  and  geography  is  a  manifest 
proof  of  this.  What  has  been  said  of  geography  and  history  might 
be  said  of  almost  all  the  subjects  on  the  course  of  study. 

Drawing. — Contrary  to  the  instructions  given  by  the  director 
general  of  drawing,  many  teachers  allow  their  pupils  to  copy  engravings. 

I  cannot  conclude  my  general  remarks  without  drawing  your 
attention  to  the  success  achieved  by  Les  Soeurs  de  Ste-Croix  de  Lachute

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GENERAL     REMARKS 

There  were  98  schools  in  operation  last  year,  17  for  a  while  only,  and 
3  were  closed  the  whole  year.  In  most  cases  the  teacher  had  left  the 
school  without  sufficient  reasons.  This  happens  too  often  and  the  Act 
should  protect  school  commissions  against  those  teachers  who  are 
unfaithful  to  their  duty  and  dishonour  their  signature.  If  their  diplomas 
were  suspended  for  a  year  or  two  they  would  think  twice  before  leaving 
their  school  during  the  year. 

The  same  rule  should  apply  to  those  who  engage  themselves  during 
the  vacation  and  do  not  show  up  in  September,  on  account  of  engaging 
their  services  in  another  parish.  Very  often  the  school  remains  closed 
for  a  month  or  more  before  a  teacher  can  be  found. 

Certain  school  commissions  have  the  bad  habit  of  dismissing  their 
teachers  wihout  distinction,  on  the  1st  of  May,  regardless  of  the  ser- 
\dces  they  have  rendered  and  whether  they  are  competent  or  not  ;  then 
what  happens  ?  They  engage  elsewhere,  and  some  municipalities  thus 
change  their  teachers  every  year.  Under  the  prete  that  they  must 
not  hurt  the  feelings  of  an  incompetent  teacher,  they  often  hurt  the 
feelings  of  competent  and  faithful  teachers.  Instead  of  following  j^our 
instructions  and  trying  to  retain  the  services  of  good  teachers,  they  do 
just  the  contrary. 

Six  schools  were  built  this  year  :  at  East  Alfred,  Xorthfield  No  2, 
Grand  Remous,  Egan  township  No  1,  Ste.  Philomene  d'Egan  Xo  4  and 
St.  Edouard  de  Wakefield  No  2.     All  were  accepted.

II. GENERAL     REMARKS 


The  working  of  the  new  school  system  in  Montreal. 


The  schools  comprised  within  the  territory  covered  by  the  city  of 
Montreal  have  been  for  a  year  governed  by  a  new  system  of  admmistra- 
tion  which  has  given  the  best  results.  Thanks  to  this  system,  many 
important  reforms  have  been  accomplished,  among  others  :  a  more 
efficacious  control  of  teachers,  a  better  preparation  of  class  matters  m  aU 
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the  schools,  the  courses  given  in  view  of  improving  and  perfecting  the 
teachers,  the  uniformity  of  text-books  and  the  adjustment  of  teachers' 
■salaries. 

From  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that 
the  money  of  the  new  commission  will  be  spent  in  the  most  economical 
way  possible.  Buildings  in  the  future  will  perhaps  be  more  modest  and 
less  costly,  but  we  may  rest  assured  that  they  will  offer  every  conve- 
nience necessary  for  the  health  and  intellectual  development  of  the 
pupils.  On  the  whole,  it  can  be  affirmed  that  the  present  system  is  an 
excellent  solution  of  the  problem  of  primary  education  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  school  tax  in  our  Canadian  metropolis. 

Ins'pection 

I  visited  twice  again  this  year  all  the  schools  of  my  district,  and 
can  assure  you  that  the  official  course  of  study  is  being  faithfully 
followed.  In  my  private  reports  to  various  school  commissions,  I  made 
some  remarks  on  the  working  of  the  programme  that  I  deemed  oppor- 
tune. 

It  is  useless  for  me  to  repeat  them  here,  and  at  any  rate,  the  space 
allotted  to  me  would  not  allow  me  to  do  so.  I  will  only  say  that  the 
pedagogical  awakening  which  I  noted  last  year  is  continuing  to  make 
marked  progress  and  bids  fair  to  so  continue  in  the  future. 

School  gardens 

1  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  some  school  gardens  were  tilled  in 
my  district,  principally  at  :  Boucher  de  la  Bruere,  Sacre-Coeur  and 
Sainte-]Madeleine.  Over  175  boys  and  girls  formed  themselves  into 
"Soldiers  of  the  soil"  in  their  respective  locaUties. 

The  imperative  need  of  increasing  agricultural  production  in 
our  country  and  the  prospect  of  a  dearth  of  food  this  winter  have  no 
doubt  been  the  determining  causes  for  the  introduction  of  practical 
horticulture  in  these  institutions.  Nevertheless  this  initiative  is  bound 
to  have  happy  after  results.  I  hope  that  this  kind  of  teaching  will  be 
given  at  all  the  places  where  the  grounds  permit.  The  pupils  will  learn 
many  object  lessons  that  will  always  be  of  benefit  to  them. 


\ 
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Belgian  children 

The  Catholic  Committee  having  authorized  the  children  of  our 
schools  to  extend  a  helping  hand  in  favour  of  the  Belgian  children, 
which  authorization  was  sought  by  the  Society  for  the  relief  of  the 
Belgian  War  Victims,  I  made  it  a  duty  to  have  a  collection  taken  up  in 
the  schools  of  my  district  last  fall.  To  plead  the  cause  of  the  Belgian 
children  "who  are  dying  by  hundreds  every  day  for  want  of  food"  was  an 
easy  thing  to  do,  and  I  wish  to  thank  the  school  commissions  and  teachers 
for  having  given  me  their  strong  support. 

There  was  an  excellent  lesson  of  Christian  charity  in  this 
collection  and  it  was  well  understood,  seeing  that  the  sum  collected  in 
the  schools  under  control  alone  amounted  to  $501.23. 

Bonuses   to    teachers 

The  sum  allowed  for  this  purpose,  being  computed  on  the  basis  of 
the  number  of  schools  in  a  district,  does  not  permit  me  to  reward  all 
the  teachers  who  have  obtained  great  success  in  teaching. 

I  am  thus  forced  to  wait  for  another  year  to  reward  several  meri- 
torious teachers.

There  is  a  marked  progress  in  the  development  of  youthful  intelli- 
gences. Reasoned  argument  is  taking  the  place  of  learning  the  lessons 
by  rote. 

The  teachers  of  my  district  are  composed  of  10  Brothers,  9  nuns  ; 
1  lay  male  teacher  with  academy  diploma  ;  4  lay  male  teachers  with 
model  diplomas  ;  1  lay  female  teacher  with  academy  diploma  ;  30  with 
model  diplomas  ;  62  with  elementary  and  13  who  have  no  diplomas. 

New  buildings  are  continuing  to  replace  old  worn  out  and  unhealthy 
ones.  The  teachers'  salaries  were  raised  in  many  localities  and  I 
think  that  others  will  follow  the  good  example. 

For  the  last  two  years  some  of  the  residents  of  La  Malbaie  met  and 
formed  a  committee  and,  with  my  help,  examined  the  pupils  with  a  view 
to  granting  the  certificate  of  studies.  I  wish  to  thank  them  for  the  inter- 
est they  take  in  our  j^outhful  pupils.  These  examinations  awaken  a 
point  of  honour  among  the  pupils,  oblige  the  teachers  to  follow  the 
course  of  study  and  are  an  inducement  to  parents  not  to  withdraw  their 
children  from  school  too  soon. 

Our  independent  schools  are  doing  excellent  work.  The  school  of 
household  science  at  La  Malbaie  is  giving  us  some  excellent  cooks  and  real 
dressmakers.  I  think  that  soon  the  town  of  Bale  St.  Paul  will  enjoy  a 
similar  privilege.

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GENERAL     REMARKS 


A.  The  Education  Act  is  observed  faithfully  in  most  of  the  muni- 
cipalities. Some  of  the  parishes  are  not  in  order  in  regard  to  uniformity 
of  books  and  to  books  authorized  by  the  Department,  but  I  hope,  in  a 
short  time,  to  see  a  strict  compliance  with  these  important  regulations. 

B.  The  average  salary  this  year  is  $215,  an  increase  of  S14  over  the 
year  1916-17. 

C.  I  noticed  during  my  second  visit  a  considerable  improvement 
in  the  teaching  of  English;  many  teachers,  who  did  not  possess  sufficient 
Knowledge  to  teach  this  subject,  followed  a  special  course  during  the 
vacation  of  1916-17. 

D.  I  wish  to  pay  well  merited  congi-atulations  to  the  municipalities 
of  St.  Hyacinthe  (city),  St.  Denis  (parish),  Ste.  Madeleine  (village),  and 
St.  Pie  (parish),  which  have  built  or  repaired  school  houses  in  a  modern 
and  convenient  style.

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GENERAL     REMARKS 

The  large^  majority  of  the  27  municipalities  in  this  district 
endeavour  to  follow  the  Act  and  school  regulations  faithfully.  Our 
schools  improve  from  year  to  year.  The  old  school  houses  are  giving 
place  to  new  ones  which  meet  the  requirements  of  the  school  regula- 
tions.    The  teachers  are  quite  efficient. 

COMPETITION    BETWEEN    SCHOOLS. 

For  three  years  I  have  been  busy  organizing  a  school  competi- 
tion at  the  end  of  the  school  year,  between  the  3rd  or  4th  year 
pupils  of  all  the  schools  of  the  municipalities.  This  competition 
takes  place  at  the  central  school  in  presence  of  the  commissioners, 
the  parish  priest  and  the  teachers.  Rewards  are  given  to  the  tea- 
chers and  pupils.  Thanks  to  the  devotedness  of  our  parish  priests, 
these  competitions  produce  the  happiest  results.  They  create  a 
rivalry  between  the  various  schools  of  the  same  municipality,  encou- 
rage the  teachers  and  pupils  in  their  work,  increase  the  average 
attendance  of  pupils  at  these  courses,  stimulate  the  parents  who, 
desiring  to  see  their  children  come  first,  are  more  inchned  to  allow 
them  to  continue  at  school. 

These  competitions  have  proved  to  me  that  the  suggestions  I 
made  in  regard  to  the  certificate  of  studies  in  my  special  report  to  the 
inspector  general,  at  the  time  of  the  Martineau  inquiry,  and  which  I 
emphasized  in  the  last  meeting  of  the  school  inspectors,  are  good  and 
practical.  ' 

OBSERVANCE     OF    THE    COURSE    OF    STUDY 

The  course  was  well  followed.  All  the  matters  of  the  said  course 
were  taught  with  good  results:  There  are  some  weak  points 
in  the  system.  This  is  ine\'itable  on  account  of  the  riguor  of  our 
climate,  the  long  distances  that  have  to  be  covered  by  the  pupils  to 
reach  the  school,  especially  in  the  northern  regions.  This  accounte 
for  the  lack  of  regular  attendance,  the  deficiency  in  pedagogical  train- 
ing of  some  of  the  teachers  ;  the  frequent  change  of  teachers  ;  the 
absence  of  moral  support  of  the  teachers  on  the  part  of  parents. 
These  few  points  indicate  the  complexity  of  the  problem  of  making  school 
efficient.     There  is  much  to  do  to  make  a  good  school  in  the  out- 
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lying  districts.  There  are  so  many  obstacles  to  be  overcome  that  it 
is  surprising  as  well  as  encouraging  to  find  how  much  is  done  in  these 
elementary  schools,  notwithstanding  these  obstacles. 

The  children  who  leave  school  in  the  4th  year  have  acquired  an 
education  which,  though  rudimentary,  is  sufficient  nevertheless  if 
retained,  for  the  work  the  greater  number  have  to  do.  Why  is  it 
that  we  find  these  children  so  ignorant  6  or  7  years  after  they  have 
left  school  ?  Is  it  due  to  the  frivoHty  of  our  character  or  to  the 
little  taste  we  have  for  intellectual  things  ?  Does  the  child,  on  leav- 
ing school,  iive  up  all  further  reading  or  mental  work  ?  The  evil 
exists,  whatever  the  cause  may  be. 

Would  you  allow  me  to  make  a  suggestion  ?  Our  legislators 
enacted  that  it  is  necessary  to  read  and  write  in  order  to  become 
a  school  commissioner.  This  was  a  good  thing.  Would  it  not  to 
well  to  require  a  similar  qualification  in  order  to  become  an  elector  ? 
Would  not  the  parents  require  their  children  to  continue  their 
studies  to  some  extent  if  it  were  known  that  they  would  not  be 
allowed  to  vote  otherwise  when  they  had  attained  the  age  of  21 
years  ?  The  school  would  become  at  once  an  important  factor  in 
attaining  this  end.  It  would  be  made  more  efficient  and  practica 
This  legislation,  with  the  certificate  of  studies,  would  complete,  I  think, 
our  school  system  which  is  perfect  in  its  outlines. 

ST.     VIATEUR     ACADEMY 

Before  concluding  this  report,  I  would  mention  the  desastrou^  fire 
which  destroyed  our  beautiful  academy  at  Joliette  last  winter.  The 
loss  was  $100,000  and  there  were  400  pupils  who  were  interrupted  in 
their  course  of  study.  Owing  to  the  devoteclness  of  the  Brothers  of 
St.  Viateur  and  the  school  commissioners,  they  were  able  to  resume 
their  studies  in  about  15  days.  This  misfortune  was  counterbalanced 
by  the  hard  work  of  the  pupils  and  72%  of  them  had  earned  their 
promotion  by  the  end  of  the  year.

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GENERAL     REMARKS 


The  general  progress  for  the  year  was  very  good.  The  average 
general  attendance  was  76%  against  78 "^^'c  last  year.  If  one  takes 
into  consideration  the  scarcity  of  farm  help  caused  by  conscription,  it 
is  astonishing  that  the  difference  is  not  greater. 

The  number  of  teachers  \\ithout  diplomas,  which  was  87  in  1915, 
64  in  1916  and  51  in  1917,  is  now  only  38.  I  hope  to  see  the  number 
reduced  to  zero  in  two  or  three  years. 

The  teachers  are  deserving  of  praise  for  the  zeal  and  devotedness 
they  display  in-  the  fulfilment  of  their  duties.  The  teachers  have 
complied  with  your  wish  and  have  given  more  attention  to  the  teach- 
ing of  arithmetic.  Apart  from  a  few  isolated  cases,  the  success 
attained  in  this  branch  of  learning  has  been  very  good. 

I  accepted,  during  the  year,  three  school  houses,  built  according 
to  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  your  department  :  one  at  St. 
Fulgence,at  a  cost  of  §8,000.;  another  at  Labarre,  at  a  cost  of  SI, 000, 
and  another  at  St.  Cyriac,  at  a  cost  of  S900. 

Another  school  house  was  built  at  St.  Dominique  de  Jonquiere 
but  I  could  not  accept  it  on  account  of  its  being  devoid  of  all  means 
of  ventilation. 

In  nearly  all  the  municipalities  the  school  commissioners  make  it 
a  duty  to  accompany  the  inspector  on  his  \4sits.  I  thank  them  for 
the  good  spirit  that  animates  them.  These  visits  are  a  good  mean^ 
for  them  to  know  in  what  conditions  are  their  schools  and  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  instruction  given  therein. 

Notwithstanding  the  wise  directions  given  by  you  to  secretary- 
treasurers,  many  of  them  seem  to  be  ignorant  of  how  the  census  is 
taken.  Some  go  to  the  teachers,  who  naturally  only  give  the  number 
enrolled  ;  others,  less  scrupulous,  furnish  us  with  figures  that  are 
computed  in  the  secretary's  office.  In  the  former  case,  the  figures  given 
are  those  that  are  found  on  the  roll  call  ;  in  the  latter  case,  the  number 
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of  pupils  given  is  often  two  or  three  times  as  great  as  that  given  by 
the  roll  call.  The  second  way  of  getting  figures  has  a  tendency  to  bring 
discredit  on  those  municipaUties  who  employ  it  ;  for  this  lead  to  the 
thought  that  only  one-half  or  one-third  of  the  children  of  school  age 
attend  school,  which  is  not  the  case.  It  is  important  then  that  the 
census  be  well  made  and  give  exactly  the  number  of  school  children 
from  5  to  18  years  of  age  taken. 

I  would  also  draw  you  attention  to  another  neglect  on  the  part 
of  some  secretaries.  When  the  inspector  notifies  them  that  he  will 
visit  the  schools,  they  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  advise  the  tea- 
chers and  even  sometimes  take  the  notice  as  an  in\itation  to  leave 
home  for  a  week. 

I  know  that  the  secretary  is  paid  a  small  salarj'^  and  is  not 
expected  to  remain  in  his  office  long,  but,  if  he  cannot  be  present, 
could  he  not  leave  his  books  at  our  disposal  and  prepare  the  docu- 
ments that  are  necessary  for  us  to  fill  out  our  inspection  bulletins  ? 
At  the  time  of  writing  two  have  not  yet  transmitted  their  census.  I 
have  been  obhged  to  give  you  that  of  last  year.

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GENERAL     REMARKS 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  on  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  district  of  ShefTord,  Brome  and  Alissisquoi  for  the  year 
1917-18.  I  was  appointed  on  the  5th  of  September  inspector  of  schools 
for  the  district.  My  predecessor,  Mr.  IVIanning,  was  named  one  of 
the  directors-secretaries  of  the  Montreal  vSchool  Commission.  I  aih 
pleased  to  congratulate  him  for  the  zeal  and  activity  which  he  displa- 
yed in  the  cause  of  education  in  this  district.  Everywhere,  commissio- 
ners and  teachers  remember  gratefuUy  the  services  he  has  rendered. 

My  district  comprises  thirty-nine  municipahties,  of  which  fourteen 
are  in  the  county  of  Shefford,  thirteen  in  the  caunty  of  !Missisquoi,  eleven 
in  the  county  of  Brome  and  the  municipality  of  L'Ange  Gardien  in  the 
county  of  Rouville. 

My  district  contains  163  schools  under  control  and  6  independent 
schools. 


The  schools  under  control  were  attended  by  6,565  pupils  with  an 
average  attendance  of  4,892  or  75%.  The  independent  schools  were 
attended  by  663  pupils  with  an  average  attendance  of  602  or  90%.

Four  teachers  have  no  diplomas,  but  are  authorized  by  the  Superin- 
tendent ;  two  have  no  authorization, 

I  am  very  well  satisfied  \\ith  the  general  results.  Work  was  regular  and 
assiduous.  The  reverend  Brothers  and  Sisters  are  entitled  to  a  special 
mention  for  faithfully  following  the  regulations  of  the  C.  C.  and  the  pro- 
gramme of  studies.  In  the  schools  taught  by  them,  the  teaching  of  agri- 
culture is  both  theorical  and  practical. 

Suggestion  :  More  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  distribution  of 
"Mon  Premier  livre".  Knowing  that  this  book  is  gratuitously,  neither 
teachers  nor  pupils  take  any  care  of  it.  It  is  dirty,  torn  and  shabby 
after  a  month's  usage. 

The  pupil  will  learn  economy  and  develop  a  taste  for  cleanliness  by 
being  taught  to  care  for  his  books.  I  would  ask  you  to  take  the  matter 
up  with  the  secretaries. 

National  history  is  one  of  the  most  neglected  subjects,  owing  to  the 
want  of  preparation  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  The  garden  school 
plays  quite  a  part  in  my  district  without  any  harm  done  to  teaching. 

Savings  :  The  result  of  the  school  saA-ings  system  in  some  of  my 
schools  are  as  follows  : 

Granby  College,  $409.77  ;  Waterloo  College,  $172.00  ;  Dunham 
Convent,  $107.85  ;  Bedford  Convent,  $104.93  ;  Schools  Nos  2,  3,  Dun- 
ham, $23.35  ;  School  No  1  Beranger,  $6.91. 

In  the  Dunham  and  Beranger  schools,  the  pupils  opened  sa\'ings 
accounts  with  the  cents  that  they  collected  at  school.     I  congratulate 
them  and  their  parents  for  this  act  of  wise  foresight.     This  example 
should  be  followed  by  all,  I  hope  the  movement  continues  to  grow. 
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Another  thing  to  note  is  that  the  children  are  often  not  looked  after 
during  recreation,  especially  during  the  noon  recreation.  Bad  habits  are 
thus  contracted  to  the  detriment  of  the  children.  The  teacher  should 
watch  over  them  more  carefully,  observe  and  correct  their  speech,  their 
actions  and  their  behavior. 

The  average  salary  is  S227  in  the  elementary  schools  and  $368  in 
model  schools. 

Two  school  houses  were  built  for  the  sums  of  §1555  and  S1485  res- 
pectively.

My  inspection  district,  the  district  of  Saguenay,  is  situated  in  that 
part  of  the  province  which  lies  west  of  the  river  Betsiamites. 

There  have  not  been  and  there  cannot  be  any  notable  changes 
in  that  distant  region,  but  I  can  assure  you  with  pleasure  that  the  people 
do  all  in  their  power  for  the  cause  of  primary  education.  The  school 
commissioners  have  sensibly  increased  the  salaries  of  lay  male  and  female 
teachers.  Some  teachers  now  receive  as  high  a  salary  as  $350.  and  others 
$550.  There  is  a  new  style  of  furnishing  in  the  majority  of  school'houses 
and  the  larger  number  of  young  girls  who  presented  themselves  for 
diplomas  passed  very  successfully.  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
would  be  unjust  and  unreasonable  to  demand  greater  efforts  on  the  part 
of  these  people.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 

There  are  21  school  municipalities  in  the  district  which  has  been 
in  my  charge  since  November,  1887. 

There  are  179  schools  under  control  which  have  been  in  opera- 
tion during  the  present  year  except  too,  closed  temporarily,  containing 
in  all  210  classes,  and  10  independent  schools,  two  of  which  are  not 
subsidized. 

These  schools  under  control  are  under  the  direction  of  17  nuns, 
7  brothers  and  186  lay  female  teachers  of  whom  7  have  no  diploma.

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You  will  note  a  small  decrease  in  the  daily  attendance  of  pupils 
due  to  the  excessive  cold  of  last  winter  and  also  to  the  scarlet  fever 
which  almost  became  an  epidemic  in  some  municipalities  and  of  which 
one  young  teacher  was  a  victim  at  St.  Joseph. 

The  ventilation  system  leaves  much  to  be  desired  in  many 
schools.     I  note  some  improvement,  nevertheless,  in  this  respect. 

The  salaries  are  increasing  a  little;  still  there  is  room  for  improve- 
ment. It  is  generally  the  poorest  municipaUties  that  pay  their 
teachers  best. 

There  were  112  schools  that  changed  their  teachers  at  the  beginn- 
ing of  the  year.  It  is  not  astonishing  to  note  that  the  progress  made 
in  these  schools  was  not  very  marked.  I  note  much  good  will  among 
the  teachei:s.  As  a  rule,  though,  they  do  not  continue  to  teach  long 
enough  to  acquire  experience. 

The  results  for  the  year  were,  on  the  whole,  quite  satisfactory. 

Four  school  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  namely  :

Before  concluding,  allow  me  to  remark  that  I  have  been  in  the 
service  of  the  schools  for  41  years.  Has  not  the  time  come  to  improve 
the  conditions  of  old  servants  ?  There  are  some  inspectors  having  only 
150  schools  who  get  the  same  salary  as  those  who  have  from  175  to 
195.  The  Department  might  indemnify  those  who  have  more  work. 
The  expenses  allowed  us  only  meet  half  of  those  actually  incured. 
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I  hope  that  you  will  present  our  case  to  the  authorities  and  obtain 
relief  for  us.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 


The  average  attendance  is  slightly  less  than  that  of  last  year.  No 
doubt  the  severe  winter  was  the  cause  of  this  decrease.  The  average 
salary  paid  to  teachers  is  about  the  same  as  last  year.  All  the  subjects 
of  the  course  of  study  were  generally  taught  in  the  schools.  Some  were 
successfully  taught,  especially  grammar,  dictation  and  drawmg. 
Unhappily  I  cannot  say  as  much  about  arithmetic,  which  is  a  weak 
and,  in  many  school,  a  very  weak  subject.  Some  teachers  do  not 
seem  to  realize  all  the  importance  of  this  subject  both  from  a  practical 
and  intellectual  point  of  view.  They  are  satisfied  to  teach  it  mechanical- 
ly without  any  practical  end.  Some  even  did  not  devote  the  required 
time  to  the  teaching  of  this  subject,  notwithstanding  the  recommenda- 
tions I  made  last  fall  with  regard  to  it. 

I  can  say,  however,  that,  with  rare  exceptions,  the  teachers  have 
shown  much  good  will  and  have  given  general  satisfaction. 

In  several  municipalities,  the  commissions  have  not  had  VEnseigne- 
ment  Primaire  bound,  notwithstanding  my  ha\dng  strongly  recommended 
them  to  do  so.  Could  not  the  Department  oblige  municipalities  to  bind 
this  book,  and  impose  a  penalty  on  those  that  do  not  do  so. 

During  last  summer,  a  fine  new  class,  with  modern  furniture  was 
added  to  school  No.  1  at  Havre-aux-Maisons.  At  Havre-Aubert,  the 
interior  of  the  two  new  schools  of  the  municipality  was  finished.  The 
school  commissioners  seem  to  comply  better  with  the  act  and  to  display 
more  zeal  than  in  the  past  in  the  accomplishment  of  their  duties. 

I  would  ask  you  to  make  a  special  grant  to  the  poor  municipality 
of  He  Coffin  (Catholic  School).  It  would  also  receive  a  bonus  on  account 
of  the  salaries  paid  to  its  teachers. 

I  finally  recommend  the  municipality  of  Havre-aux-Maisons,  for  a 
bonus.-

1.  The  city  of  Quebec  does  not  take  any  census  ; 

2  Several  secretaries  told  me  that  they  had  been  requested  too  late 
to  include  children  from  16  to  18  years  in  the  statistics  for  the  current 
year. 

Only  the  municipalities  of  St.  Jean,  of  Notre  Dame  de  Levis  parish, 
of  East  Lauzon,  of  St.  Joseph  de  Levis,  of  the  village  of  Lauzon,  of  Ste 
Petronille  and  of  the  city  of  Levis,  gave  complete  statistics. 

I  am  satisfied  with  the  teachers  of  my  district  :  all  of  them.  Bro- 
thers and  Nuns,  lay  male  and  female  teachers  fullfilled  their  duties 
zealously,  conscientiously  and  not  through  motives  of  lucre  ;  for  it  is 
useless  to  say  the  salaries  are  not  proportioned  to  their  services. 

I  will  not  emphasize  this  point  nor  certain  others  to  which  I  drew 
your  attention  in  my  bulletins,  so  as  to  comply  with  your  instructions  of 
June  6th  last.

The  teachers'  salaries  remain  about  the  same  as  last  year  ;  but  I 
have  reason  to  hope  that  they  will  be  increased  this  year. 

Ten  school  houses  will  be  remodelled  during  the  vacation  to 
compl}^  with  the  plans  furnished  by  your  department  and  will  be 
ready  for  the  month  of  September  next.

All  the  secretaries,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two,  discharge 
their  duties  faithfully. 

Drawing  is  taught  in  all  the  schools  and  the  good  results  obtained 
are  really  surprising.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  summary  of  statistics  of  my  district 
of  inspection  on  the  protestant  schools  of  the  Magdalen  Islands  for  the 
yeai'  ending  on  the  30th  of  June. 

There  were  only  three  schools  in  operation  during  the  past  year, 
Grosse  Isle,  Grindstone  and  Entry  Island.  Old  Harry  failed  to  secure 
a  teacher  at  the  last  moment  before  navigation  closed  in  1917,  and  Grand 
Entry  seemingly  did  not  intend  to  have  school  in  operation. 

A  good  deal  of  attention  has  been  given  to  physical  exercises  and  fire 
drill  but  no  attention  has  been  given  to  the  study  of  Agriculture,  the 
several  boards  seeming  to  be  satisfied  with  the  fishing  industry  in  which 
they  are  principally  engaged,  and  beyond  raising  a  few  potatoes  for  their 
own  use  and  sufficient  hay  for  their  cattle,  take  no  further  interest  in  the 
subject. 

The  boards  of  Grindstone,  Grosse  Isle,  Old  Harry  and  Entry  Island 
are  at  work  endeavoring  to  secure  a  teacher  for  the  coining  year,  and  if 
they  succeed,  schools  in  these  municipalities  will  likely  be  in  operation 
for  the  full  term.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  schools  in  operation 
according  to  merit  and  the  teacher  employed  : 

Grosse  Isle,  Thomas  H.  Chapman,  permit,  marks,  84. 
Grindstone,  IMary  E.  Munro,  permit,  marks,  78.  , 
Entry  Island,  Irene  M.  Proctor,  permit,  marks,  77.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  summary  statistics  of  my  district  of 
inspection  for  1917-18. 

Territory. — ^This  district  of  inspection  includes  the  following  coun- 
ties, viz  :  Huntingdon,  Beauharnois,  Chateauguay,  Soulanges,  Vaudreuil, 
Napier\-ille,  Laprairie,  Richelieu,  Chambly,  RouAille  and  part  of  St. 
Johns  and  ^Missisquoi.  The  Indian  schools  of  the  Indian  Reserve  of 
St.  Regis  are  also  attached  to  this  inspectorate.  In  all  ten  full  counties 
and  parts  of  St.  Johns  and  !Missisquoi,  extending  from  ^Montreal  to  Fort 
Co^'ington  N.  Y.  and  along  the  Ottawa  river  to  Hudson  Heights. 

Buildings. — I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  school  buildings  and 
out-houses  are  now  in  a  good  state  of  repair  and  the  schools  are  well 
equipped  with  modern  furniture.  The  school  grounds  are  yet  neglected 
to  some  extent.  Not  much  is  being  done  to  beautify  the  surroundings,  few 
trees  or  shrubs  are  being  planted  ;  some  of  the  school  boards  have  set 
flag  poles  and  erected  fences,  some  school  gardens  are  being  attempted 
by  the  teachers  and  pupils.  The  great  obstacle  to  this  work  is  the 
frequent  change  of  teachers,  the  insecurity  of  the  position  of  the  teachers, 
and  the  long  summer  vacation.  Rural  school  gardening  can  not  be 
successfully  carried  on  under  present  conditions. 

Physical  culture  and  school  drill  are  practised  by  all  the  rural 
schools  and  very  good  progi-ess  i^  being  made  in  this  important  branch 
of  Education.  Nature  study  and  elementary  agriculture  are  recei\dng 
careful  attention  by  the  teachers  and  pupils. 

English  grammar,  letter  writing,  forms  of  accounts,  notes  and  bills, 
historical  composition,  are  being  carefully  considered.  Some  time  each 
week  is  devoted  to  plant  mounting,  the  classification  of  plants,  leaves  and 
seeds,  to  keeping  weather  charts,  to  the  study  of  the  different  soils,  fer- 
tilizers, drainage,  rotation  of  crops,  pests,  etc.  Owing  to  a  crowded 
curriculum  not  more  than  one  lesson  per  week  is  devoted  to  subjects  of 
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secondary  consideration.  The  three  R's  form  the  important  part  of 
rural  elementary  education.  The  power  to  read  and  write,  to  read 
freely  and.  to  wTite  legibly  is  essential  to  every  citizen. 

I  am  convinced  more  and  more  as  I  notice  the  ever  growing  compe- 
tition, not  only  in  business,  but  in  all  the  phases  of  life,  not  less  in  school 
life,  that  there  never  was  a  time  when  the  strife  for  supremacy  was 
greater  than  it  is  at  the  present  time. 

To  obtain  such  results  as  we  are  entitled  to  expect  from  our  elemen- 
tary schools,  we  must  secure  thoroughly  qualified,  trained  and  expe- 
rienced teachers  and  we  must  pay  better  salaries. 

Discipline  is  excellent,  since  our  teachers  are  nearly  all  trained  at 
the  school  of  pedagogy,  we  have  no  disorderly  schools.  This  condition 
is  due  largely  to  better  qualification  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  physical 
culture,  physical  and  school  drill,  oral  exercises  and  keener  competition 
between  schools  of  the  same  municipality  and  with  those  of  adjoining 
municipalities  ;  all  these  have  contributed  to  the  building  up  of  a  better 
class  of  schools  and  a  higher  type  of  manhood  and  womanhood. 

Corporal  punishment  is  rare  and  unnecessary,  in  fact  punishment 
of  any  kind  is  seldom  resorted  to. 

The  salaries. — No  very  marked  change  has  taken  place  during  the 
year  in  the  salaries  paid  to  teachers;  as  last  year,  they  range  from  $30  to 
per  month. 


French  in  schools. — Special  attention  is  being  given  to  the  teaching 
of  French,  all  of  the  teachers  are  employing  the  natural  method  and 
much  better  progress  is  manifest. — Recent  graduates  find  no  difficulty 
in  teaching  by  this  method,  but  such  teachers  as  have  not  had  the 
opportunity  of  Normal  training  find  it  difficult. 

Classification. — I  have  followed  closely  the  regulations,  in  making 
the  following  classification.

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(roorf.— Hemmingford,  St.  Louis  de  Gonzague,  St.  George,  St. 
Thomas,  St.  Hubert,  St.  Regis,  Como,  St.  Auicet,  St.  Jean  Chrysostome. 

Medium. — St.  Justine  de  Newton,  Richelieu,  Laprairie,  St.  Mar- 
garet de  Blairfindie,  St.  Telesphore,  Pinehurst,  Coteau  Junction. 

Unsatisfactory. — St.  Constant. 

Conferences. — The  regular  annual  conferences  were  held  during  the 
month  of  September,  and  they  were  attended  by  98  per  cent  of  the 
teachers  of  the  inspectorate.  The  inspector  was  assisted  at  Huntingdon 
and  Ormstown  by  Principals  Crutchfield  and  Laing. 

Course  of  study.  The  course  of  study  is  closely  followed  in  all  the 
schools  of  my  districts.  Drawing  is  fairly  well  taught  but  one  lesson  a 
week  is  all  we  find  time  to  devote  to  the  subject.  During  the  second 
half  year,  two  lessons  per  week  are  allowed.  Some  model  work  and  a 
little  sand  moulding  and  relief  work  are  attempted. 

Music  is  neglected  in  nearly  all  the  elementary  rural  schools. 
Singing  hymns  and  national  songs  form  part  of  our  opening  exercises, 
but  the  theory  of  elementary  music  is  not  generally  taught.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  summary  of  statistics  of  my 
district  of  inspection  on  the  Protestant  Elementary  schools  of  the 
counties  of  Labelle,  Ottawa  and  Pontiac. 

attendance 

The  attendance  this  year  was  somewhat  smaller  than  it  was  last 
year.  This  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  when  the  great  scarcity  of 
labour  in  the  county  is  considered.  There  are  very  few  big  boys  and 
girls  in  school.  In  this  respect  a  great  change  has  come  over  our 
elementary  schools  during  the  last  thirty  or  forty  years.  The  ten- 
dency of  the  present  day  is  to  get  through  with  school  as  quickly  as 
possible  and  get  to  work.  This  tendency  has  been  greatly  accelerat- 
ed by  economic  conditions  during  the  past  few  years. 

At  the  time  of  my  second  visit  to  the  schools  the  attendance  was 
as  follows  :• 

Number  of  Protestant  boys 1214 

of  R.  CathoHc  boys 129 

of  Protestant  girls, 1 192 

R.  Cathohc  girls 136 

Total  number  enrolled  2671 

The  average  daily  attendance  was  1715,  or  a  little  over  64  per 
cent.  There  was  a  difference  in  attendance  between  boys  and  girls  of 
only  fifteen. The  average  daily  attendance  for  the  girls  was  about  two 
per  cent  better  than  for  the  boys. 
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There  were  183  French  pupils  studying  EngUsh  and  519  English 
pupils  studying  French. 

Five  schools  either  from  lack  of  teachers  or  lack  of  pupils  were 
not  open  this  year.  The  school  at  Montebello  is  not  likely  to  reopen 
as  there  are  practically  no  pupils  to  attend.  Last  year  the  atten- 
dance got  down  to  one  for  much  of  the  time.  The  schools  at  Meach 
Lake  and  No.  2  Waltham  will  open  again  next  year.  The  dissentient 
school  municipality  of  Macaza  has  been  re-organized  and  school  will 
open  again  in  September.  That  makes  three  schools  belonging  to 
this  inspectorate  along  the  Laurentian  line  of  the  C.R.P.,  namely  : 
Macaza,  Annunciation  and  Lac  des  Isles,  twelve  miles  from  Mount 
Laurier. 

STAFF. 

Conditions  remain  about  as  they  were  last  year.  There  is  still 
the  great  scarcity  of  quaUfied  teachers  and  there  is  still  a  steady 
stream  of  girls  from  the  country  to  Ottawa  to  accept  more  lucrative 
positions  than  our  best  teachers  can  command.  The  demand  for 
office  help  in  the  capital  has  greatly  increased,  so  there  is  no  prospect 
of  girls  from  our  country  districts  preparing  themselves  for  teachers. 
The  fact  is  becoming  clearer  and  clearer  that  teachers  are  not  paid 
in  proportion  to  the  time  and  money  required  to  prepare  for  the 
teaching  profession.  In  this  connection  we  must  make  the  same  sug- 
gestion as  was  made  last  year.  Largely  increased  salaries  must  be 
paid  and  the  smaller  schools  must  be  consolidated.

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SALARIES 

The  tendency  in  most  municipalities  has  been  upward  but  there 
has  been  no  great  increase.  Some  of  the  poorer  municipalities  have 
made  excellent  progress  in  this  connection.  For  the  most  part  the 
salaries  are  paid  monthly  according  to  law.  The  price  of  board  and 
other  li\dng  expenses  have  so  increased  that  the  teachers  must  receive 
larger  salaries.  I  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  our  elemen- 
tary teachers  will  receive  at  least  double  the  ordinary  salary  at  pre- 
sent.    If  they  are  good  teachers,  they  are  well  worth  it.

In  compliance  with  the  Revised  Municipal  Code  that  came  into 
force  last  year,  the  valuation  in  most  niunicipahties  was  raised.  In 
many  of  them  it  was  doubled.     A  corresponding  decrease  in  the  rate 
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of  taxation  followed.  So  that  the  amount  contributed  by  rate- 
payers for  the  support  of  the  schools  remains  about  the  same  as  it 
was  last  year.

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The  nature  of  the  work  in  physical  exercises  is  improving  from 
year  to  year,  but,  with  so  many  teachers  unqualified,  the  work  as  a 
whole  is  not  what  it  should  be. 

Under  present  conditions  we  cannot  look  for  many  new  buildings, 
but  there  are  always  municipahties  in  which  improvements  of  some 
kind  are  being  made.  Each  year  in  each  inspectorate  the  Depart- 
ment offers  five  special  prizes  for  improvements  above  the  ordinary. 
This  year  the  prizes  -will  go  to  Bristol,  Leslie,  South  Branch  Low, 
Lochaber  &  Gore,  Bowman  and  Denholm. 

In  a  former  report  I  drew  the  attention  of  members  of  school 
boards  to  Art.  9m  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Protestant  Committee. 
According  to  that  Regulation,  school  municipahties  are  to  be  classi- 
fied under  the  following  heads  :  1  Excellent  ;  2  Good  ;  3  Middling  ; 
4  Bad  ;  5  Very  bad  ;  arranging  the  members  of  each  class  in  order  of 
merit.  The  bases  for  classification  are  given.  The  full  term  is  ten 
months.  Sections  2  and  3  refer  to  the  condition  of  buildings  and 
grounds,  and  to  the  supply  of  apparatus.  It  is  clearly  the  duty  of 
members  of  school  boards  to  \asit  the  school  and  examine  into  these 
matters.  I  regret  to  report  that  many  school  boards  persistently 
neglect  their  duties  in  this  respect.  It  is  absurd  to  think  that  com- 
missioners and  trustees  can  do  their  duty  without  making  even  one 
visit  to  their  schools  during  the  year. 

The  Regulations  state  plainly  that  the  Course  of  Study  must  be 
followed  and  the  Authorized  Text-books  must  be  u^ed.  Not  only  the 
teachers  but  the  school  boards  should  see  that  these  Regulations  are 
followed. 

The  books  of  most  of  the  secretary-treasurers  are  well  kept,  but 
there  are  some  who  are  not  careful  enough.  I  would  ad\ise  members 
of  boards,  secretaries  and  others  interested  to  consider  well  Arts 
2768,  2826  and  2827  of  the  School  Law.  The  first  article  refers  to 
the  taking  of  the  census  of  school  children.  This  census  must  be 
taken  in  September  each  year.  'Secretaries  claim  in  many  cases,  that 
their  salaries  are  not  sufficient  to  warrant  them  in  making  a  thorough 
canvass  of  the  municipality.     Yet  the  law  stands.

Teachers'  Conferences  were  held  in  the  autumn  at  Kazubazua, 
North  Wakefield,  Thurso,  Hull,  Shaw\ilie  and  Ladysmith.  These 
were  fairly  well  attended,  but  it  seems  impossible  to  get  all  the  tea- 
chers of  this  district  to  a  conference.  The  long  distances  and  con- 
sequent heavy  expenses  are  practically  prohibitive. 

The  teachers  as  a  body  have  been  faithful  in  doing  their  work 
and  deserve  credit  for  the  same.  We  read  considerable  about  the 
Noon  Hour.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  something  is  being  done  in 
this  inspectorate  to  make  the  noon  lunch  period  more  attractive.  In 
this  connection  I  must  commend  the  work  of  Mis;  Margaret  Hark- 
ness  and  of  Miss  Mabel-V.  Ramsay,  both  of  Clarendon  township 
great  credit  is  due  them  for  the  improvement  they  have  brought 
about  in  their  respective  schools.  I  trust  that  many  more  teachers 
w^ill  undertake  some  such  work. 

All  the  schools  have  been  visited.  The  reports  and  bulletins 
have  been  made  out  and  forwarded  to  the  Department. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  for  the  very  pleasant  and  profitable  Inspectors' 
Conference  that  was  held  in  Quebec  last  September.  We  enjoyed  it 
all  and  I  am  sure  that  good  has  resulted  from  our  work  there.

A  report  of  my  visits  to  these  schools  has  already  been  forwarded 
to  the  Department  with  recommendations. 

I  wish  to  express  here  my  regard  for  the  efficient  and  faithful  services 
rendered  by  the  teachers  in  these  schools,  and  the  happy  atmosphere  that 
seemed  to  pervade  every  school.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  summary  of  statistics  of  my  district 
of  inspection  for  the  scholastic  year  1917-18. 

During  the  year  all  the  schools  were  visited  twice  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  few  that  were  not  in  operation  before  Christmas,  as  they  could 
not  secure  teachers. 

Reports  of  inspection  concerning  the  autumn  work,  and  bulletins 
of  inspection  for  the  twenty  seven  municipalities  in  my  inspectorate, 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  Department.  Reports  of  my  inspection 
were  also  sent  to  all  the  school  boards  and  to  the  teachers. 

The  average  percentage  for  all  the  schools  on  the  spring  visit  was 
89.4  for  teachers  with  diplomas,  and  86.4  for  those  teaching  with  per- 
mission. This  is  the  highest  per  cent  on  record  in  my  inspectorate 
and  shows  that  good  work  was  done  this  year;  of  the  43  teachers 
employed  3  held  model  diplomas,  1  B.  A.,  23  elementary,  5  permits 
and  11  were  teaching  with  your  permission. 

The  number  of  qualified  teachers  is  steadily  increasing  and  espe- 
cially since  the  short  courses  have  started  at  Macdonald.  I  had  five 
in  my  district  this  year  who  graduated  at  Christmas. 

In  October  I  held  one  general  conference  at  Gaspe  Village  for  aU 
Ihe  teachers  in  my  inspectorate,  which  was  well  attended.  This  was 
made  possible  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Gordon,  General  Manager 
of  A.  Q.  &  W.  R.  R.  At  this  conference  I  was  ably  assisted  by  the 
Inspector  General,  Mr.  J.  C.  Sutherland,  B.  A.,  of  the  Department 
of  Public   Instruction. 

The  Inspector-General  also  held  a  meeting  of  the  school  boards 
of  the  county  at  Gaspe  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  branch  of  the 
Provincial  Association  of  School  Boards. 

This  meeting  was  well  attended  and  much  interest  manifested 
in  the  different  subjects  discussed.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1917-18. 

The  limits  of  my  district  remain  the  same  as  last  year  ;  the  territory 
to  be  covered  extends  over  ten  counties  and  the  schools  are  very 
scattered.- 

The  number  of  summer  schools  is  decreasing.  It  is  evident  that 
the  cljildren  can  study  better  during  the  shut  in  days  of  winter.  The 
change  from  the  home  to  the  school  and  the  school  to  the  home  tends  to 
reUeve  the  monotony  of  the  winter  days.  In  summer  the  children 
should  be  at  liberty  to  run  about  in  the  fields,  fresh  air  and  sunshine. 

There  are  in  my  district  of  inspection  41  municipalities — 36  rural 
and  5  city. 

Sixty  nine  rural  elementary  schools  were  in  operation. 

The  usual  teachers'  conferences,  which  were  attended  by  over  90% 
of  the  teachers,  were  held  at  Inverness,  Kinnear's  Mills,  Bury,  Gould  and 
Valcartier. 

A  special  meeting  with  a  \aew  to  consohdation  conducted  by  Ins- 
pector General,  Mr.  J.  C.  Sutherland,  was  held  at  Gould  in  the  munici- 
paUty  of  Lingwick  on  March  22nd.  The  meeting  was  well  attended. 
The  advantages  to  be  gained  by  consohdation  were  very  forcibly  and 
exphcitly  stated  by  Mr  Sutherland.  Several  gentlemen  in  the  audience 
also  expressed  their  views  on  the  proposed  changes.  Two  or  three  of  the 
district  schools  are  hkely  to  be  united  with  the  jVIodel  school  in  the 
autumn  and  possibly  more  later. 
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Reviewing  the  past  ten  years,  I  find  that  in  general  the  condition 
of  the  elementary  schools  has  very  much  improved.  The  prizes  and 
bonuses  given  by  the  Government  to  encourage  local  action  in  the 
bettering  of  conditions  have  borne  much  fruit  in  the  way  of  more  attrac- 
tive school  houses,  better  equipment,  prolonged  school  sessions,  and 
better  paid  teachers. 

Although  we  have  not  yet  attained  the  ideal  in  these  respects,  yet 
on  the  whole,  there  has  been  improvement. 

For  progress  and  improvements  made  this  year,  the  following  muni- 
cipalities are  recommended  for  the  prizes  : 

1 .  Hampden,  1st  prize S60 .  00 

2 .  Nelson,  2nd  prize 50 .  00 

3 .  Lingwick,  3rd  prize 40 .  00 

4 .  Inverness,  4th  prize 35 .  00 

5 .  St.  Raymond,  5th  prize 30 .  00 

I  have  called  upon  all  the  secretaries  of  the  school  boards  and  exa- 
mined their  accounts.  Twenty-eight  of  them  had  their  books  in  good 
condition,  audited,  and  up-to-date.  The  necessity  of  sending  the  annual 
reports  to  the  Department,  promptly  during  the  month  of  July  was 
urged  and  the  question  as  to  whether  it  had  been  done  is  usually  asked 
at  the  time  of  my  autumn  visit.  I  regret  that  on  one  or  two  occasions, 
grants  have  been  forfeited,  owing  to  the  neglect  of  the  school  boards  to 
see  that  the  Secretary's  report  had  been  duly  forwarded. 

In  regard  to  the  taking  of  the  census  of  the  children  of  school  age, 
I  find  that  it  is  generally  done  in  a  very  loose  manner.  Occasionally 
there  is  such  discrepancy  between  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
schools  and  that  given  in  the  secretary's  census  as  betrays  gross  careless- 
ness in  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  secured.  An  effort  should  be 
made  to  have  the  census  accurate  so  that  the  number  of  children  who 
do  not  attend  school  may  be  correctly  ascertained. 

There  were  895  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  rural  schools, — an  ave- 
rage of  13  pupils  per  school.

Where  the  rate  of  taxation  was  only  15c.  and  12c.  per  hundred 
dollars,  the  valuation  of  the  properties  were  very  high  owing  to  their 
proximity  to  the  city  of  Quebec. 

In  3  municipahties  the  school  fees  were  abolished.  We  hope  that 
more  municipalities  will  do  likewise  and  obtain  the  revenue  for  the 
support  of  the  schools  from  the  tax  on  real  estate. 

The  school  boards  were  requested  to  pro\dde  the  teacher's  desk  in 
each  school  with  copies  of  the  text  books  used.  Many  have  compUed 
and  furnished  complete  sets.  As  such  equipment  is  very  essential,  it 
is  very  desirable  that  every  school  should  be  supplied  without  further 
delay. 

Fifty  four  schools  now  possess  a  good  school  flag,  and  the  pupils 
are  rightly  proud  to  see  it  float  over  their  school  house. 

Arbor  Day  was  observed  in  only  10  schools.  The  number 
of  trees  planted  was  eleven.  Many  more  schools  should  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  which  the  day  affords  to  beautify  the 
premises  by  planting  ornamental  shrubs  and  trees. 


In  57  schools  there  were  from  two  to  three  lessons  per  week  in 
Nature  Study  and  Agriculture.  Occasionally  the  lessons  are  confined 
too  much  to  the  text  book.  jNIore  pains  should  be  taken  to  make  the 
lessons  as  lively  and  interesting  as  possible. 
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More  attention  is  given  to  the  lessons  on  temperance  and  health, 
and  to  physical  drill.  I  found  that  the  former  subject  w^,&  taught  in 
66  schools,  and  that  the  pupils  had  physical  drill  at  regular  intervals 
in  50  schools. 

Individual  cups  and  covered  containers  for  the  water  supply  are 
becoming  more  general.  Twenty  seven  schools  are  now  provided 
with  such.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  summary  statistics  of  my 
district  of  inspection  for  the  year  1917-1918. 

In  accordance  with  j'our  suggestion  I  shall  be  as  concise  as  possible 
in  view  of  the  space  required  for  the  statistics  at  the  close  of  the  report. 
All  the  territory  assigned  me  ha^  been  covered  and  all  the  duties  have 
been  performed  according  to  instructions.  The  conferences  have  been 
held,  schools  have  been  visited  and  reports  have  been  made  to  teach- 
ers, boards  and  the  Department. 

One  new  school  has  been  built,  another  is  being  planned  for,  two 
have  consolidated,  three  have  gone  into  the  citj^  list,  two  failed  to  open 
at  aU  and  several  had  a  shortened  year  for  want  of  a  teacher,  but  on  the 
whole  I  consider  the  work  has  been  well  done  and  good  progress  has  been 
made. 

A  good  entrance  examination  has  been  held  for  admission  to  Lachute 
academy,  there  being  somewhat  over  20  pupils  seeking  admission.  I 
give  this  as  an  indication  of  the  conditions,  in  Argenteuil  county, 
wherein  are  situated  fully  50  %  of  the  rural  schools  in  this  inspectorate.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  summary  of  statistics  of  my  dis- 
trict of  inspection  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  June  30th,  1918. 

Territory. --AiteT  two  years  absence  I  resumed  the  work  of  inspec- 
tion again  on  the  first  of  September  1917.  I  found  the  territory  unchan- 
ged ;  but  the  number  of  municipahties  decreased  by  2,  and  the  number 
of  schools  in  operation  by  10.  Two  of  theses  schools  were  closed  on 
account  of  consolidation,  and  the  other  eight  through  lack  of  children 
of  school  age.  My  inspectorate  includes  the  counties  of  Drummond, 
Richmond,  Sherbrooke,  Bagot,  ShefTord,  except  the  townships  of  Shef- 
ford  and  Granby,  and  the  township  of  Tingwick  in  the  county  of  Artha- 
baska. 

Inspection.— The  schools  of  all  municipalities  in  which  schools  are 
in  operation  were  visited  twice  during  the  year,  and  a  report  of  each 
\isit  to  each  school  was  sent  to  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  munici- 
pahty  to  which  the  school  belonged.  The  required  reports  and  bulletins 
were  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Co r?/ere?zces.— Teachers'  conferences  were  held,  during  the  months 
of  September  and  October,  at  Danville,  Richmond,  Waterloo  and 
Sherbrooke.    These  conferences  were  attended  by  76%  of  the  teachers. 

EanUng  of  municipalities.— In  the  following  classification,  the  names 
of  municipalities  are  arranged  in  order  of  merit,  and,  according  to 
regulation  9  (m)  the  ranking  is  based  on  the  following  points  :  (1)  Length 
and  arrangement  of  the  school  year  ;  (2)  Condition  of  school  houses, 
closets,  and  grounds  ;  (3)  The  condition  of  apparatus  and  other  school 
furniture  ;  (4)  Use  made  of  the  course  of  study— quahty  of  work  done 
by  the  teacher  ;  (5)  Salaries  of  teachers  and  method  of  payment ; 
(6)  The  use  of  authorized  text-books.  10  marks  were  allowed  for  each 
point,  making  a  maximum  of  60  marks. 
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In  estimating  the  merits  of  a  municipality  the  one  test  applied  in 
every  case  wag  :  To  what  extent  are  the  children  of  the  municipality 
receiving  the  training  necessary  to  equip  them  for  efficient  citizenship  ? 
In  judging  to  what  degree  a  school  board  was  progressive  or  otherwise 
the  one  question  asked  was  :  To  what  extent  is  this  board  seeking  arid 
succeeding  in  improving  the  efficiency  of  its  schools  ?  In  regard  to  every 
act  of  a  school  corporation  the  one  point  considered  was  :  Just  how 
is  this  action  going  to  imprdve,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  quality  of  training 
to  he  given  the  growing  men  and  women  of  the  country  ?  Instruction 
and  training  is  central  ;  nothing  else  counts.

Co«r..  of  Study.-The  past  year  has  been  my  first  opportunity 
of  seeing  in  operation  the  new  course  of  study  and  text-books  which 
clmento  force  in  September,  1915.

pral^icd   "I     Only  1  city  school  and  18  -a.  sch^  have  pupi 
further  advanced  than  Grade  6,  and  yet  in  general  pupils  aie  turtner 
advanced  for  their  age  than  formerly. 

While  however,  the  new  course  of  study  is  a  decided  improvement 

improvements  that  may  yet  be  made. 

\Yhile  many  of  the  teachers  enter  fully  into  the  spirit  of  the  course 
of  stS  anTare  alive  to  its  aim  and  purpose,  there  are  others,  bound 
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by  tradition,  slavishly  following  the  text-book,  with  apparently  no  other 
conscious  end  in  view  than  getting  the  pupils  to  "know  their  lessons." 
There  is  still  need  to  impress  upon  teachers  the  fact  that  text-books  and 
course  of  study  are  not  in  the  schools  for  the  sole  purpose  of  being  taught, 
but  as  instruments  to  be  used  in  educating  boys  and  girls. 

School  /z6rar/es.— Practically  all  the  schools  are  now  equipped  with 
school  libraries.  This  is  due  largely  to  the  policy  of  the  Department  in 
sending  out,  from  time  to  time,  sets  of  books  to  be  distributed  among 
the  several  schools.  During  the  past  year  two  large  cases  of  books  were 
received  for  this  purpose. 

The  best  teachers  are  making  excellent  use  of  their  supplementary 
reading  opportunities.  The  majority  of  teachers  are  making  moderate 
use  of  them.  Some  are  not  profiting  by  the  school  library  to  any  appre- 
ciable degree.  The  omission  of  this  feature  of  school  activity  can  be 
explained  perhaps,  but  not  justified. 

CITY    SCHOOLS 

City  of  Sherbrooke. —The  City  of  Sherbrooke  contains  four  elemen- 
tary schools,  with  a  staff  of  17  teachers,  an  enrolment  of  555  pupils 
and  an  average  daily  attendance  of  416.  During  the  past  two  years 
the  number  of  pupils  in  these  schools  has  increased  10%.  The  average 
daily  attendance  during  1917-18  was  approximately  75%  of  the  enrol- 
ment. 12  teachers  hold  model  school  diplomas,  4  hold  elementary 
diplomas,  and  1  was  teaching  on  a  permit.  All  the  teachers  are  com- 
petent. The  average  salary  is  S652.94.  The  highest  salary  is  SI  150,  and 
the  lowest  is  S450.  O^dng  to  the  increased  cost  of  U\ing,  the  vSchool 
Board,  during  the  year,  supplemented  the  salaries  by  a  bonus  to  each 
teacher  equal  to  10%  of  her  salary. 

During  the  past  two  years,  extensive  additions  have  been  made 
to  two  of  the  school  buildings.  The  equipment  of  the  schools  is  excellent, 
and  the  buildings,  on  the  whole,  are  good.  The  Board  is  to  be  commended 
for  its  progressive  and  successful  efforts  to  secure  adequate  educational 
facilities  for  the  Protestant  children  of  the  City. 
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Further  developments  and  improvements,  however,  are  yet  possible, 
and  with  a  board  such  as  the  present  in  charge  may  even  be  expected. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  the  new  buildings  erected  there  is  no  modern 
system  of  ventilation  such  as  has  been  installed  in  the  High  School. 
The  555  pupils  of  the  elementary  schools  have  as  much  claim  on  fresh 
air  as  the  430  pupils  of  the  High  School,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in 
further  building  operations  this  fact  will  not  be  overlooked.  The  pro- 
blem of  better  equipped  plaj^-grounds  and  supervised  play  will  some  day 
have  to  be  faced.  It  is  questionable  whether  the  present  salary 
schedule  is  arranged  on  the  basis  most  conducive  to  educational  results, 
^s  tenure  of  office  sufficiently  guarded  ?  7  teachers  out  of  the  17  were 
new  teachers  in  their  respective  schools.  Again  is  the  salary  scale  so 
arranged  as  to  furnish  a  sufficient  stimulus  for  further  professional 
growth  on  the  part  of  principals  and  teachers  ?  To  do  so  it  must  be 
based  partly  on  length  of  service  and  partly  on  efficiency  of  service. 
Again,  in  the  selection  and  placing  of  teachers  there  is  lacking  the  touch 
of  the  expert  hand. 

The  number  of  pupils  under  one  teacher  varies  from  21  to  51. 
A  more  equitable  distribution  would  be  preferable.  Perhaps  the  most 
efficient  school  of  the  four  is  that  of  the  North  Ward,  and  yet  the  amount 
of  salary  paid  there  amounts  to  S18.15  per  pupil,  while  in  no  other 
school  is  it  less  than  $21.  per  pupil,  reaching  as  high  as  S23.42  per  pupil 
in  the  East  Ward. 

Are  the  school  authorities  efficient  in  getting  a  sufficient  proportion 
of  the  Protestant  children  of  the  City  into  the  schools  ?  The  Board 
has  not  yet  developed  a  system  of  reporting  that  will  enable  them  to 
answer  this  question.     The  school  census  is  never  taken. 

There  is  also  a  noticeable  disparity  of  attainments  among  the 
grades  of  the  different  schools  which  careful  and  continuous  supervision 
would  ehminate.  The  weak  points  in  the  work  need  to  be  located  and 
strengthened  by  one  who  is  conversant  with  conditions  in  all  the  schools. 

It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  work  which  these  problems  suggest 
will  be  done  by  the  school  board.  The  members  of  the  Board  have 
neither  the  time  nor  the  training  that  would  enable  them  to  do  so. 
Besides,  it  is  not  the  business  of  the  Board  to  do  things,  so  much  as  to 
get  things  done.     Broadly  capable  men  of  the  type  that  the  city  needs 
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and  has  chosen  to  act  as  a  Board  will  not  attempt  it.  They  know 
business  methods  too  well  to  want  to  mix  into  details.  Competent 
school  boards  know  that  the  best  way  to  get  results,  whether  in  the 
matter  of  erecting  buildings,  organizing  and  managing  schools,  or  super- 
vising the  work  of  instruction,  is  to  put  the  proper  expert  on  the  job, 
and  then  ^ee  that  he  does  the  work  and  gets  the  results.  The  next 
step  towards  still  greater  efficiency  in  the  schools  of  Sherbrooke  is  the 
appointment  of  a  superintendent  of  schools. 

RURAL   SCHOOLS 

School  Term. — The  average  length  of  the  term  in  rural  schools  is 
8  months.  7  schools  were  in  operation  for  10  months  and  14  other 
schools  for  9  months.  5  schools  were  in  operation  for  7  months  only 
and  5  for  4  months  only.  10  schools  remained  closed  throughout  the 
year.  The  rest  of  the  schools  were  in  operation  for  8  months.  10 
schools  were  in  operation  during  the  summer,  and  in  general  the  results 
secured  in  these  schools  were  very  poor.  They  were  found  in  the  follow- 
ing municipalities:  St-Pierre  de  Durham,  1;  St-EUe  d'Orford,  1;  Ste- 
Pudentienne  (Canton),  2;  Shipton,  2;  and  Ascot,  4. 

Attendarice. — The  average  daily  attendance  in  rural  schools  was 
69.1%  of  the  enrolment.  In  winter  schools  it  was  70.3%,  and  in 
summer  schools,  58.3%.  One  half  of  the  schools  in  operation  had  an 
average  attendance  of  less  than  10  pupils.  Any  measures  that  may  be 
taken  to  improve  school  attendance  are  most  urgent. 

Qualifications  of  Teachers. — 5.7%  of  the  rural  teachers  had  no  legal 
(qualification,  and  only  25%  of  these  unqualified  teachers  were  found 
to  be  at  all  competent.  23.3%  were  teaching  on  permits,  and  only 
43.8%  of  these  were  found  to  be  competent.  55%  held  elementary 
diplomas  and  16%  held  model  diplomas.  Of  teachers  with  diplomas 
83.7%  were  found  to  be  competent. 

While  many  school  boards  are  assiduous  in  their  endeavors  to 
secure  the  best  type  of  teacher,  others  need  to  exercise  more  care  in 
the  selection  of  their  staff.  When  there  is  doubt  as  to  the  competency 
of  a  teacher,  expert  advice  should  always  be  sought.     The  placing  of  an 
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iiiKlualified  or  iiiconipeteiit  teacher  in  a  school  merely  to  please  the 
rate-payers  of  the  district  cannot  be  condoned.  The  school  board 
assumes  the  guardianship  of  the  educational  rights  of  the  children  in  the 
municipality  and  must  pro\-e  worthy  of  its  trust. 

Salaries. — The  average  monthly  salary  in  the  rural  school  for 
1917-18  was  S3 1.90  ;  and  the  average  annual  salary  was  S270.10.  The 
highest  salary  paid  was  $60.  per  month  and  the  lowest  was  S28.00  per 
month.  In  all  municipalities  the  teachers  were  paid  their  salaries 
monthly  according  to  law,  with  the  exception  of  South  Ely  where  some 
irregularity  in  this  matter  existed. 

Physical  Culture.- — There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  this 
feature  of  the  work  during  the  last  few  years.  Many  teachers  seem 
to  be  making  the  best  use  possible,  in  the  rural  school,  of  the  formal 
gymnastics  outlined  in  the  Strathcona  Syllabus  of  Physical  Exercises. 
It  has  become  evident,  however,  that  ''the  best  possible"  is  not  adequate 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing  boys  and  girls. 

A  few  teachers,  dming  the  year,  have  experimented  with  carefully 
selected  games,  and  utilized  the  play  periods  for  this  acti\ity.  The 
results  attained  were  sufficient  to  indicate  that  these  teachers  were 
working  along  the  right  Lines  in  the  matter  of  physical  training,  and  to 
warrant  the  recommendation  that  this  form  of  activity  be  used  to,  at 
least,  supplement  the  more  formal  drill. 

The  following  schools  are  recommended  for  the  four  prizes  awarded 
annually  for  proficiency  in  this  subject  :  Kingsey  Falls,  No  2,  teacher, 
]\Iiss  yisLTj  Horan;  South  Durham  Xo.  6,  teacher  Miss  Doris  G.  Hughes; 
South  Stukely,  No.  2,  teacher,  Miss  Lilah-B.  Stowe;  Ascot,  No.  3, 
teacher,  Miss  Fanny  Frost. 

Bonuses  for  successful  teaching. — The  following  teachers  have  been 
recommended  as  deserving  bonuses  for  successful  teaching:  Misses 
Fanny  Frost,  S.-M.  :\Iitchell,  C.-J.  Healy,  M.-A.  Bachelder,  D.  :M. 
Fullerton,  F.-L.  :McLaughlin,  G.-E.  :\Iontgomery,  M.  A.  Horan,  Feme 
Towne,  C.-W.  Meyer,  D.-G.  Hughes,  A.  Y.  Rose,  E.  E.  Wilson,  G.-:M. 
Hyde,  ]Mrs.  N.  Racicot. 

The  following  teachers  secured  bonus  standing,  but  were  debarred 
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by   the   regulations   from  receiving   bonuses   this  year  :  Misses  J.-M. 
Armstrong,  Grace  Barton,  E.-A.  Hyde,  C.-E.  Nelson,  L.-B.  Stowe. 

Bonuses  to  progressive  municipalities. —  In  recognition  of  progressive 
measure  undertaken  by  the  school  boards,  the  following  municipalities 
are  recommended  for  the  five  bonuses  awarded  each  year  to  the  most 
progressive  municipalities:  Melbourne  &  Brompton  Gore,  Cleveland, 
Drummondville,    Melbourne    Village,    Asbestos. 

Agriculture. — Never  until  this  year  have  I  found  anything  of  value 
being  accomphshed  by  the  schools  in  the  matter  of  Agriculture.  The 
pupils  who  are  studying  Hatch  &  Hasel woods'  "Elementary  Agriculture" 
are  showing  more  interest  and  more  progress  in  this  subject  than, 
perhaps  in  any  other  subject  in  the  curriculum.  Teachers  as  well  as 
pupils  seem  to  enjoy  the  work  in  Agriculture.  There  are  a  few  teachers, 
however,  who  have  not  yet  sufficiently  grasped  the  idea  of  the  course 
to  enable  them  to  properly  correlate  Agriculture  with  other  subjects  of 
the  school  and  thereby  direct  the  training  of  the  school  in  general  towards 
the  needs  of  rural  life. 

The  Macdonald  College  Demonstrators  are  rendering  valuable 
assistance  in  this  connection,  and  deserve  all  the  encouragement  and 
support  that  school  authorities  can  give  them. 

Following  are  improvements  that  may  be  reasonably  expected 
in  rural  schools  in  the  near  future  :  (1)  Entire  ehmination  of  unqual- 
ified teachers  ;  (2)  Entire  ehniination  of  summer  schools  ;  (3)  Increase 
in  the  number  of  trained  teachers  ;  (4)  At  least  a  nine-month  term 
for  every  child,  and  a  ten-months  term  for  many  ;  (5)  Agriculture,  the 
basal  subject  in  all  schools  ;  (6)  More  extensive  adoption  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  consoHdation  ;  (7)  Physical  education  through  supervised  play. 

MODEL  SCHOOLS 

In  addition  to  my  regular  work  I  \isited  and  inspected  three  ]\Iode^ 
Schools  within  the  bounds  of  my  inspectorate,  viz.  Kingsbury,  Kingsey 
and  Ulverton.  These  were  all  two  room  schools,  situated  in  rural  com- 
munities. Two  of  these  schools  were  teaching  the  course  of  study  as  far 
Grade  9  inclusive  and  one  as  far  as  Grade  8  inclusive,  only.  Reports  on 
conditions  in  these  schools  were  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  as  well  as  to  the  Secretary  Treasurers.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Summary  of  Statistics  for  the  year 
endjng  June  30,  1918. 

In  the  month  of  October  1917,  I  visited  all  the  schools  in  my  district. 
The  total  number  was  33,  one  more  than  at  the  same  time  last  year. 
All  the  schools  were  suppHed  \N-ith  teachers  and  seemed  in  condition  for  a 
successful  years  work.  I  ^^sited  again  in  April  and  found  all  the  schools 
at  work  and  apparently  successful. 

In  the  beginning  of  November  I  called  the  teachers  together  for 
conferences  in  New  Carlisle  Academy.  By  the  kindness  of  Mr.  J.  S. 
Gordon,  General  IManager  of  our  Bay  Chaleurs,  railroad  who  gave  us 
favourable  terms  I  was  able  to  bring  all  the  teachers  together  in  one 
centre.  There  was  a  full  attendance.  J.  C.  Sutherland,  Inspector 
General,  was  ^\ith  us  and  added  greatl}^  to  the  success  of  our  meetings. 

This  year  25  of  our  teachers  had  diplomas  and  14  were  engaged  by 
permission.

I  have  the  honour  herewith  to  present  the  summary  statistics  of  my 
district  of  inspection  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1918. 

The  autumn  reports  as  well  as  the  Bulletins  of  the  second  visits, 
also  a  summary  of  Statistics  have  been  sent  to  your  Department. 

The  Teachers'  Conferences  have  been  held  as  usual  in  the  early 
part  of  the  j^ear  and  were  well  attended. 

Throughout  my  entire  district  more  interest  is  being  taken  in  the 
subject  of  Education  as  is  evinced  by  the  improvements  in  school 
equipment  and  the  agitation  for  compulsorj^  school  attendance. 

I  have  ^isited  the  pensioners  in  my  inspectorate  and  have  to  report 
the  death  of  two  during  the  year,  Mrs  ]\IcKenny,  of  St.  Armand,  and  Mr. 
S.  P.  Rowell,  of  Abbotsford. 

The  latter  had  been  an  active  and  a  very  successful  teacher  for  more 
than  half  a  century  and  had  been  on  the  Pension  Fund  but  a  very  short 
time.  On  retirement  from  teaching  he  settled  himself  on  his  beautifully 
situated  fruit  farm  in  Abbotsford,  not  far  from  his  birth  place  in  Granby 
township. 

Here  he  seemed  very  happy.  But  suddenly  death  claimed  him. 
He  Uves  in  the  Uves  of  many  thousand  who  have  passed  under  his  care 
and  have  been  benefited  by  his  faithful  teaching  and  ennobhng  example. 

The  principle  of  consolidation  of  schools  is  more  widely  accepted  as 
leading  to  better  results  and  better  arrangements  are  being  made  for  the 
comfort  and  success  of  the  pupils.

In  general,  the  census  js  taken  carefullj^by  the  secretary  treasurers. 
But  some  merely  copy  the  numbers  from  the  teacher's  journals. 

This  is  very  unsatisfactory  as  it  gives  no  idea  as  to  the  number  of 
children  of  school  age  who  are  not  attending  school. 

Now  that  compulsory  school  attendance  is  being  urged,  it  becomes 
more  necessary  that  greater  care  be  exercised  in  census  taking. 

The  recommendation  of  deser\'ing  municipalities  for  a  special  bonus 
was  sent  to  the  Department  January  19th  1918  and  was  as  follows  : 

Abbotsford,  Dunham,  Sutton,  West  Bolton  and  Potton. 

The  general  classification  remains  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  three  travelling  libraries  sent  to  me  several  years  ago  by  the 
Provincial  Association  of  Protestant  Teachers  I  have  continued  to  move 
at  each  ^dsit  and  the}'  have  been  much  enjoyed  by  teachers  and  pupils. 

I  haVe  inspected  four  model  schools  in  addition  to  the  elementary 
schools  and  sent  special  report  to  the  Department  not  included  in  this 
report.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  protestant 
Superior  schools  for  the  scholastic  j'ear  of  1917-18. 

Schools.— T>iiTmg  the  year  there  were  in  operation  98  schools — • 
38  Academies  and  60  model  schools. 

Attendance. — ^In  these  schools  there  were  enrolled  12525  pupils. 
On  the  days  of  inspection  10317  pupils  were  present. 

Reports — A  detailed  report  on  each  school  wa  sforwarded  to  your 
office  shortly  after  my  visit  of  inspection.  Those  reports  show  (a)  the 
number  of  pupils  in  each  department,  (6)  the  number  of  pupils  present 
on  the  day  of  inspection,  ( c)  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  (d)  the  number 
of  teachers,  their  quahfications,  salaries  paid,  etc.,  (e)  the  condition 
of  the  buildings,  grounds,  furniture,  apparatus. 

Ei'aminations. — Oral  examinations  were  hold  on  the  day  of  inspec- 
tion.   ]Model  lessons  in  different  subjects  were  given  by  your  inspector. 

The  annual  written  examinations  began  on  June  12th,  and  lasted 
five  days  Printed  examination  papers  in  all  subjects  for  grades  V,  VI^ 
VII,  YIII,  IX,  X,  XII,  were  sent  to  all  the  Superior  Schools.  The 
written  answers  from  grades  V,  VI,  VII,  were  read  and  valued  by  the 
teachers  of  their  respective  schools. 

The  written  answers  from  the  pupils  in  gi-ades  YIII,  IX,  X,  were 
read  and  valued  b}'  a  staff  of  examiners  under  the  supervision  of  your 
inspector.  The  anwers  of  the  pupils  in  grade  XI  were  read  and  valued 
by  the  University  School  Leaving  Booard  of  Examiners. 

Results. — In  grades  VIII,  IX,  X,  XI,  1213  pupils  were  presented; 
977  passed  the  examinations  successfully  and  236  failed. 

The  results  are  satisfactory.  The  highest  percentage  in  this  exami- 
nation was  made  by  the  Arundel  ^Model  School,  \iz:  83%.  Lachine 
Academy  made   809c- 

Only  three  academies  and  seven  model  schools  failed  to  obtain  less 
than  60%.  Seventeen  academies  and  twenty  two  model  schools  made 
70%  or  over.

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A  glance  at  this  table  shows  the  largest  percentage  of  failures  in 
latin,  history  and  geography-. 

Latin  is  poorly  taught  in  the  model  schools.  The  time  devoted  to 
the  study  of  latin  should  be  given  to  the  stud}'  of  history  and  geography. 

Nature  study  and  agriculture  are  well  taught  in  all  our  schools. 
Instruction  in  physical  culture  and  lessons  in  singing  form  part  of  the 
exercises  in  all  schools. 

Teachers  follow  the  system  laid  down  in  the  Strathcona  text  hook 
on   physical  culture. 

In  seventeen  academies  speciahsts  in  French  are  employed.  In 
these  schools  pupils  learn  to  speak  french  fairlj^  weU.  In  many  model 
schools  little  or  no  attempt  is  made  to  teach  the  pupils  to  speak  french. 
The  work  is  confined  entirely  to  reading  and  translation. 

Teachers. — In  these  schools  there  are  employed  426  teachers,  74  of 
whom  hold  academy  diplomas,  and  210,  model  diplomas,  129,  elemen- 
tary diplomas,  and  13  teaching  on  permission  of  the  superintendent  of 
public  instruction. 

Salaries. — The  highest  salarj'  paid  the  principal  of  an  academy 
is  $2600.  and  the  lowest  is  $800. 

In  model  schools  the  highest  salary  is  $1700.,  and  the  lowest,  $400. 

Libraries. — During  the  year,  980  new  books  have  been  added  to  the 
school  libraries. 

Course  of  study. ^—There  is  an  authorized  Course  of  Study  in  each 
school.    This  course  is  strictly  followed  in  all  schools. 

There  are  no  unauthorized  textbooks  in  use. 

In  one  Academy  and  six  model  schools  there  is  no  flag.  All  the 
other  schools  are  provided  with  flags. 

Specimens. — In  accordance  with  the  regulation,  specimens  of  school 
work  were  examined  and  valued  according  to  merit.  These  specimens 
are   very  creditable.

LAVAL  NORMAL  SCHOOL 

(Tra)islation) 

Quebec,    2nd    July,     1918. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Laval  Normal 
School  for  the  school  year  1917-18. 

We  give  instruction  to  293  pupils  divided  as  follows  : 

73  male  teachers-in -training  and  85  small  boys;  75  female  teachers- 
in-training  and  60  small  girls. 

(53  male  teachers-in- training  obtained  a  diploma;  16  for  elementary 
schools,  32  for  model  and  17  for  academy. 

75  female  teachers-in-training  obtained  a  diploma :  22,  for  elemen- 
tary schools,  36  for  model  schools  and  16  for  academy. 

The  depression  produced  bj-  the  expectation  of  conscription, 
.""Iways  imminent,  paralyzed  to  a  great  extent  the  work  of  the  most 
berious  students.     Their  progress  was  greatly  hindered  in  consequence. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  for  having  shortened  the  ordeal  by 
authorizing  us  to  follow  the  example  of  seminaries  and  colleges,  to 
close  the  schools  before  ordinary  closing  time,  and  to  grant  diplomas 
according  to  the  results  obtained  in  the  two  incompleted  courses. 
The  atmosphere  created  by  the  fear  of  what  might  happen  was  more 
depressing  than  conscription  itself  and  was  the  antithesis  of  that 
serene  solitude  dreamt  of  by  poets  for  youthful  students.  We  are 
grateful  to  you  for  delivering  us  from  it. 

:\lany  parents  did  not  await  the  signal  for  departure.  They 
came  in  the  beginning  of  April  to  get  their  children.  The  continual 
leaving  of  some  of  the  children  caused  a  permanent  state  of  excite- 
ment among  those  who  remained.  Nevertheless,  those  who  remained 
worked  energetically  and  the  results  obtained  show  that  their  good  will 
was  equal  to  the  circumstances.     . 

We  follow  our  conscript  students  in  heart  and  mind.  Some  of 
them  have  gone  to  the  front  and  have  displayed  a  courage  that  has 
forced  the  admiration  of  their  enemies.  They  are  entitled  to  all  our 
sympathy.  It  is  a  most  pleasing  duty  for  me  to  salute  them  from  afar. 
I  pray  that  God  may  sustain  them  and  crown  their  efforts. 

I  trust  that  God  will  listen  to  the  numerous  prayers  that  mount 
to  His  throne  of  mercy  and  give  us  peace  for  the  year  1918-19.

Sir  : 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  on  our  Normal  School  for 
the  year  1917-18. 

We  gave  instruction  to  408  pupils  in  the  two  departments  for  boys 
and  girls,  divided  as  follows  : 

Male   teachers-in-training  :   Academy   course,    19     of     whom     17 
obtained  diplomas. 

]\lale  teachers-in-training  :  Intermediate  course,  28  of  whom  12 
obtained  diplomas. 

IMale  teachers-in-training  :  Elementary  course,  33  of  whom  22 
obtained  diplomas. 

IMale  teachers-in-training  :  Preparatory  course,  25. 
Total  :  105  of  whom  51  obtained  diplomas. 

Pupils  of  the  annexed  model  school  (8  classes) :  130. 

Female  teachers-in-training  :  Academy  course,  12  of  whom  12 
obtained  diplomas. 

Female  teachers-in-training:  Intermediate  course,  51  of  whom. 
38  obtained  diplomas. 

Female  teachers-in-training  :  Elementary  course,  43  of  whom 
29  obtained  diplomas. 

Total  :    106  of  whom  79  obtained  diplomas. 

Pupils  in  the  practice  school  (4  classes) :  67 . 

The  school  year  gave  fair  hopes  of  being  a  successful  one  on 
account  of  the  number  of  pupils  and  the  advanced  age  of  many  of  them, 
when  the  ^Military  Conscription  Act  came  to  disorganize  the  classes 
and  disperse  the  pupils.  About  20  of  our  young  men  fell  under  the 
provisions  of  the  new  legislation.  Even  our  other  pupils  felt  its  effects 
indirectly.  Proceedings  with  respect  to  conscription  lasted  many  months. 
After  the  discussion  of  reasons  for  exemption  before  the  local 
tribunals,  came  the  proceedings  before  the  civil  judges,  then  the  appeal 
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before  the  military  authorities,  and  finally  a  small  number  left  for  the 
barracks.  Nevertheless,  many  of  our  conscripts  succeeded  in  waiting 
till  the  final  examinations.  As  for  the  students  who  had  to  leave  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  you  authorized  us  to  grant  diplomas  to  them 
based  on  the  notes  of  the  yearly  examinations. 

At  the  final  reckoning,  out  of  105  pupils  inscribed  during  the  year, 
only  60  remained  for  the  final  examination.  The  5th  of  June  was  fixed 
with  your  approval,  for  the  leaving  of  the  teachers-in-training,  so  as  to 
allow  their  families  to  have  their  aid  for  the  season's  work  on  the 
farm.  It  is  only  right  to  add  that  our  pupils,  having  been  warned  in 
time,  redoubled  their  work  and  their  efforts,  and  are  entitled  to  our 
congratulations  for  the  results  obtained,  notwithstanding  untoward 
circumstances. 

The  Normal  School  has  lost  two  of  its  professors:  Doctor  Salluste 
Duval  and  Mr.  R.-O.  Pelletier,  professor  of  solfeggio.  They  have  been 
replaced,  by  Messrs  Rodolphe  Marcil  and  Arthur  Laurendeau  res- 
pectively. Mr.  Pelletier  resigned  last  September,  after  forty-two  years 
of  teaching.  His  long  years  of  service  entitle  him  to  the  gratitude 
of  the  school  and  the  pupils  who  followed  his  lessons.  We  tender  him 
our  sincerest  thanks. 

As  to  Mr.  Duval,  I  shall  merely  reproduce  from  our  annual  the 
praise  which  our  new  professor  of  Mathematics  and  Sciences  Mr.  Tou- 
rillon,  gave  him  : 

"  Diabetes  slowly  undermined  him.  He  died  on  the  27th  of  July, 
1917,  aged  66  years.  He  was  born  at  Saint-Jean-Port-Joli,  and  he 
received  his  education  at  the  college  of  Sainte-Therese.  When  he 
completed  his  studies,  he  was  uncertain  whether  he  would  become  a 
priest  or  enter  civil  life.  The  medical  profession  appealed  1o  him,  but 
he  never  practised  it  :  he  was  a  born  professor. 

His  maternal  uncle,  Abbe  H.  Verreau,  called  him  to  the  Normal 
School  and  confided  to  him  the  professorship  of  Mathematics  and 
Physical  sciences.  Solitude  had  been  recommended  to  him  as  favourable 
to  study.  He  left  the  company  of  men  for  that  of  books,  and  after 
mastering  everything  and  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  philosophy,  theo- 
logy, languages,  mathematics,  natural  sciences,  medecine,  music,  his 
roo  m  became  a  workshop  of  practical  mechanics,  horology,  telephony, 
telegraphy  and  especially  of  electricity.  He  overlooked  the  necessi- 
ties of  life,  and  when  old  age  came,  he  perceived  that  there  was  no  one 
to  bring  calm  and  sunshine  to  his  last  days.  He  died  among  strangers. 
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His  modesty  hid  from  us  his  discoveries,  his  inventions,  his  perfected 
methods.  This  was  also  one  of  the  th'ngs  he  regretted  too  late  in  life. 
The  Province  of  Quebec  loses  in  him  one  of  its  glories  ;  for,  in  other 
surroundings,  this  lofty  intelligence,  freed  from  material  cares,  would 
easily  have  attained  celebrity  by  research  work  in  the  study  or  the 
laboratory. 

At  the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal  School,  he  was  a  renowned  professor, 
punctual,  serious,  tenacious,  practical,  a  man  of  few  words,  clear  and 
precise  in  his  explanations,  and  he  laid  down  as  a  first  pedagogical 
principle,  that  a  young  man  should  work  by  himself. 

To-day  his  colleagues  and  the  numerous  pupils  to  whom  he  had 
expounded  the  laws  of  mathematical  and  physical  sciences  since  1888, 
will  all  hold  him  in  kind  remembrance  ".

Dear  sir, 

I  have  the  honoui-  to  subimt  my  report  on  the  Rimouski  Normal 
School  for  the  school  year  1917-18. 

During  your  first  official  visit  of  November  16th,  you  were  able  to 
ascertain  for  yourself  the  progress  of  our  institution.  All  the  space 
gained  by  the  recent  enlai-gement  of  the  building  wao  at  once  filled. 
Ninety  six  pupils  were  enrolled  after  eleven  had  been  sent  away  on 
account  of  being  insufficiently  prepared.  Six  were  placed  in  the  academy 
course,  20  in  the  intermediate  course  and  70  were  di\ided  among  the 
three  divisions  of  the  elementary  course.  Out  of  this  number  10  discon- 
tinued their  work  for  various  reasons  and  we  had  the  sorrow  of  losing 
one  by  death. 

We  granted  46  diplomas:  6  in  the  academy  school,  16  in  the  inter- 
mediate school.  24  in  the  elementary  school.  There  were  9  English 
diplomas  also  granted. 

There  were  25  pupils  enrolled  in  the  practice  school.  The  distance 
from  the  Normal  School  and  the  faciUtj^  with  which  children  can  find 
schools  closer  at  hand  are  the  reasons  why  our  practice  school  has  not 
the  number  of  pupils  that  we  would  like  to  have,  in  order,  especiallv 
to  prepare  them  for  the  intermediate  course.  Nevertheless,  we  were 
able  to  form  a  division  in  this  school  wath  three  pupils. 

The  year  was  very  good  with  respect  to  the  professional  training 
of  the  pupils  and  I  have  only  to  congratulate  the  teachers  and  pupils. 
Every  one  seeks  to  maintain  this  record.  A  stimulating  rivah-y  was  kept 
up  last  year  among  the  various  groups  of  pupils.  The  monthly  compe- 
titions, in  -vigour  now  for  some  years,  contribute  much  to  maintain 
these  dispositions  and  produce  an  excellent  effect  on  intellectual  culture 
in  general. 

Kindly  permit  me  to  renew  in  this  report  the  expression  of  the 
pleasure  we  felt  at  your  \'isit  with  IMadame  Delage. 

It  was  the  occasion  of  a  happy  and  salutarj'  reunion  and  was  appre- 
ciated by  the  intellectual  people  of  Rimouski.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  normal  school 
year  1917-18. 

We  granted  60  diplomas  :  8  academy,  14  model  and  38  elemen- 
tary. We  never  had  attained  such  a  high  figure  before,  especially  in 
the  academy  course.     It  was  therefore  a  good  working  year. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  hard  conditions  created  by  the  war 
have  not  prevented  students  from  flowing  in,  and  everything  points  to 
a  good  attendance  next  year.  The  fact  that  students  only  make  one 
year's  course  of  study  is  always  the  great  drawback. 

The  government  might  perhaps  remedy  this  by  increasing 
the  value  of  scholarships.  It  would  seem  to  me  reasonable  that 
the  amount  which  at  first  seemed  to  be  a  third  of  the  cost  of  board, 
should  increase  with  the  inevitable  rise  in  the  cost  of  board. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  was  your  visit  to  our 
normal  school.  Your  encouraging  words  as  well  as  the  kind  interest 
taken  in  our  work  by  Madame  Delage,  were  appreciated  by  our 
young  girls  and  were  an  incentive  to  them  to  greater  efforts. 

While  the  Government  professors  were  here  giving  agricultural 
courses,  I  invited  them  to  give  a  lecture  with  lantern  views,  and 
they  kindly  accepted  to  do  so.  This  spring,  we  put  their  knowledge 
in  gardening  to  good  use. 

I  generally  have  good  news  from  our  teachers  who  are  giving 
great  satisfaction  to  our  people  and  are  thus  raising  our  school  in  their 
esteem.  Nearly  all  began  teaching  on  leaving  school.  Many  are 
still  persevering  in  their  vocation. 

I  have  only  praise  to  offer  to  our  teaching  stafif.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  Xicolet  Normal 
School  for  the  academy  year  1917-18. 

We  inscribed  102  teachers-in-training,  of  whom  11  are  in  the  acade- 
my course,  35  in  the  model  and  56  in  the  Elementary.  Eight  discon- 
tinued their  studies  during  the  year  :  3  in  the  model  course  and  5  in 
the  elementary.  , 

Seventy  seven  diplomas  were  granted,  divided  as  follows  :  8  for 
academy  schools,  29  for  model  and  40  for  elementary.  Three  stu- 
dents of  the  academy  course,  who  had  not  the  required  age, 
underwent  the  final  examination  in  compliance  with  article  157  of  the 
regulations  ;  all  three  succeeded  in  their  examinations. 

The  practice  school  was  attended  by  92  small  girls,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  73. 

The  year  was  a  good  one  and  there  is  nothing  worthy  of  special 
remark  in  this  report.  Zeal  and  devotedness  characterized  the  work 
of  our  teachers  and  our  students  showed  much  good  will. 

We  shall  take  possession  of  our  new  building  on  Palace  Hill,  next 
September.  It  is  a  large  house,  of  fine  architectural  design  and  has 
all  modern  conveniences. 

The  reverend  Soeurs  de  I'Assomption  spared  no  effort  to  put  this 
house  in  good  order.

Sir, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Valleyfield  Normal 
School,  for  the  school  year  1917-18. 

8  pupils  discontinued  their  studies  during  the  year  ;  1  in  the  model 
course  ;  4  in  the  elementary  course  ;  3  in  the  preparatory  class. 

82  female  teachers  in  training  were  inscribed  :  11  in  the  academy 
course  ;  25  in  the  model  course  ;  30  in  the  elementary  course,  and  16 
in  the  preparatory  course. 

50  diplomas  were  awarded  :  11  in  the  academy  course  ;  18  in  the 
model  course ;  21  in  the  elementary  course.  We  also  granted  6  certifi- 
cates of  study  :  3  in  the  model  course  ;  3  in  the  elementary  course. 

The  practice  school  annexed  to  the  Normal  School  was  attended  by 
112  pupils  :  53  in  the  preparatory  course  ;  17  in  the  first  year  ;  16  in  the 
second  year  ;  18  in  the  third  year  ;  8  in  the  fourth  year.  Inspector 
Longtin,  in  his  two  visits  of  the  15th  of  November  and  20th  of  March, 
declared  himself  ''entirely  satisfied". 

21  of  those  who  received  diplomas  in  June  last  will  devote  them- 
selves to  teaching  :  out  of  this  number  9  hold  model  and  7  elementary 
diplomas. 

Of  the  82  pupils  enrolled  last  September,  28  came  back  to  con- 
tinue their  studies.  Out  of  this  number,  7  obtained  a  model  school 
diploma  ;  6  an  elementary  diploma  ;  and  11a  certificate  of  studies. 

During  the  year,  with  a  view  to  promote  the  cultivation  of  a  pure 
language  among  those  who  will  later  on  impart  it  to  our  people,  Abbe 
Etienne  Blanchard,  S.  S.,  was  invited  to  give  a  lecture  in  order  to 
imbue  teachers-in-training  with  a  sense  of  accuracy  in  the  use  of 
words  and  guard  them  against  anglicisms.  At  the  annual  reunion  of 
the  old  pupils.  Abbe  J.  N.  Dupuis,  visitor  of  Alontreal  schools,  gave  a 
study  on  "the  art  of  teaching  history"  that  greatly  interested  pupils 
and  teachers. 
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The  lecturer  dwelt  on  the  principal  ([ualities  of  a  good  lesson  in 
history  and  its  many  advantages  for  ])upils  from  an  intellectual,  moral 
and  social  point  of  view. 

The  inspector  general,  during  his  official  visit,  kindly  consented  to 
close  the  reception  held  in  his  honour,  by  speaking  on  a  subject 
that  is  always  interesting  :  "Professional  probity."  He  said  his  long 
experience  had  taught  him  that  too  much  stress  could  not  be  laid  on  the 
necessity  of  prolonging  the  attendance  at  the  normal  school,  so  as  to 
acquire  not  only  a  more  profound  pedagogical  knowledge,  but  also  that 
entirety  of  professional  qualities  and  that  formation  of  character  which 
are  indispensable  to  insure  the  entire  efficiency  of  a  teacher. 

This  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  difficult  reforms  and  which  takes 
the  longest  time  to  obtain  ;  for  it  must  be  admitted  that  in  this  matter, 
personal  interests  weigh  much  more  than  do  the  public  interests  ;  that 
the  number  of  superior  diplomas  does  not  materially  increase  and  the 
number  of  those  who  begin  teaching  without  an  academy  diploma  is  still 
too  small.  I  am  among  those  who  believe  that  this  state  of  things  will 
continue  until  we  come  to  understand  the  incontestable  excellence  of 
an  academy  diploma  from  the  Normal  Schools. 

I  must  congratulate  the  Nuns  of  the  Holy  Name  for  their  valuable 
contribution  in  the  teaching  of  drawing,  especially  Sister  Aline,  of  the 
Valleyfield  Normal  School.  Her  ''Manuel  de  Dessin"  is  destined  to  aid 
primary  teaching  appreciably.  On  account  of  its  educational  advantages 
and  of  the  practical  and  technical  character  which  popular  education 
must  assume  after  the  war,  it  is  certain  that  such  a  work,  the  object  of 
which  is  to  impart  practical  and  technical  knowledge  useful  to  all,  and 
indispensable  to  industry,  trade  and  manual  labour,  must  become  of 
more  and  more  importance. 

Agricultural  teaching  has  made  marked  progress  this  year.  We  were 
enabled  to  start  a  school  garden  this  year,  thanks  to  your  initiative  and 
to  the  generosity  of  the  ^Minister  of  Agriculture.  Mr  Petraz,  a  very 
expert  gardener,  directed  this  new  work  ;  and  our  pupils  were  able  to 
learn  how  a  vegetable  garden  is  started  and  maintained  and  what  an 
intelligent  cultivation  can  obtain. 

The  abundance  and  quality  of  the  products  serve  as  a  practical 
demonstration  that  a  lecture  could  not  replace.  This  first  trial  sur- 
passed   our    expectations.

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Our  Normal  School  has  somewhat  felt  the  effects  of  the  war.  The 
number  of  those  who  returned  to  follow  the  Superior  course  is  less  than 
usual.  Parents,  seeing  their  sons  leaving  for  war,  keep  their  daughters 
at  home  or  shorten  their  stay  at  the  Normal  School.  This  was  an 
additional  reason  for  increasing  the  number  of  hours  devoted  to  the 
teaching  of  pedagogy. 

Physical  culture  which  is  generally  too  much  neglected  has  made 
remarkable  progress. 

As  our  school  has  both  English  and  French  courses,  the  pupils  are 
enabled  to  learn  English  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  some  English 
speaking  pupils  and  especially  some  English  nuns  who  have  charge  of 
the  academy,  model  and  elementary  English  courses. 

This  double  course  requires  more  teachers  and  a  more  complex 
organization  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  before  long,  this  laudable 
enterprise  will  be  encouraged  by  the  government  for  the  benefit  of 
Public  Instruction  in  the  Province.  In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the 
Nuns  of  the  Holy  Names  and  Professor  J.  H.  Courteau  for  their  inlelli- 
gent  zeal.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  normal  school  report  for  the  school 
year  1917-18. 

I  would  like,  first,  to  draw  your  attention  to  a  happy  event  of 
which  we  were  informed  bj'  a  message  from  Rome  in  the  month  of  May 
last.  On  the  loth  of  this  month  our  Holj^  Father,  the  Pope,  created 
Commander  of  the  Pontifical  Order  of  Saint  Gregory  the  Great,  ]\I. 
C.  J.  Magnan,  inspector-general  of  primary  education  and  president 
of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Societies.  ''It  is  with  great  pleasure  that 
we  offer  our  congratulations  and  respectful  homage  to  our  esteemed 
inspector-general,  on  the  high  honour  conferred  on  him  by  the  Apostolic 
See. 

Our  normal  school  was  attended  this  year  by  198  students:  150  of 
them  were  divided  among  the  six  year  courses  of  the  practice  school, 
established  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  the  official  course  of 
study  of  the  schools  of  the  Province  of  Quebec.  There  were  48  female 
teachers-in-training  who  followed  the  elementary,  model  and  academy 
courses. 

There  were  31  normal  school  pupils  who  obtained  diplomas  :  4  in 
the  academy  course  ;  11  in  the  model  course,  and  16  in  the  elementary 
course. 

There  were  15  normal  school  pupils  who  obtained  certificates  of 
study  which  permit  some  of  them  to  enter  the  academy  course  and 
others  to  enter  the  intermediate  course. 

The  Pedagogical  Club  is  still  flourishing.  It  affords  us  many 
instructive  evening  meetings  where  we  acquire  useful  pedagogical 
knowledge  and  a  taste  for  beautiful  fiterature.  One  of  the  most  memor- 
able evenings  for  the  members,  was  when  the  inspector-general  presided. 
Mr.  C.  J.  Magnan  always  has  something  useful  and  encouraging  to  say. 
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In  their  anxiety  to  speak  English  well— (in  Western  Quebec 
bilingualism  is  a  necessity) — our  teachers-in-training  devote  their  hours 
of  recreation  to  English  conversation. 

Domestic  economy  is  one  of  the  branches  of  knowledge  that  is 
most  appreciated  by  our  pupils.  They  are  diligent  with  the  needle, 
the  crochet  and  scissors. 

I  continue  to  follow  the  zealous  work  of  our  teachers,  the  Reverend 
Grey  Sisters  and  Mr.  Albert  Bouvrette,  with  admiration  and  gratitude.

I  have  the  honour  to  ransmit  my  report  on  the  Three  Rivers 
normal  school  for  the  year  1917-1918. 

We  enrolled  102  teachers-in-training  : 

13  in  the  academy  course,  35  in  the  intermediate,  -41  in  the 
elementary  and  13  in  the  preparatory  courvses.  Two  out  of  this  num- 
ber were  3rd  year  students  and  27  returned  for  the  2nd  year  course, 
4  of  them  having  already  received  diplomas  from  our  normal  school. 
Twelve  students  left  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

There  were  80  teachers-in-train  ng  who  remained  to  take  their  final 
examination.  Of  these,  66  were  of  the  required  age  to  obtain  a 
diploma.  Fifty  seven  passed  their  examinations  successfully;  13  in 
the  academy  course,  23  in  the  intermediate  and  21  in  the  elementary 
course.  They  received  their  diplomas  on  the  18th  of  June  last  at  the 
closing  exercises  over  which  the  Superintendent  kindly  consented 
to  preside.  Seventeen  of  the  students,  besides  receiving  a  French 
diploma,  were  also  awarded  an  English,  4  model  and  13  elementary 
diplomas. 

In  the  practice  school  there  are  235  students  enrolled,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  170  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Inspector  Beau- 
mier  visited  the  school  the  first  time  and  inspector  Goulet  made  the 
second  visit.  Both  wTote  an  excellent  report  in  the  school  register. 
I  note  this  fact  with  pleasure  because  our  teachers-in-training  have 
been  teaching  in  the  practice  school  two  hours  a  day  (one  hour  on 
Friday)  ;  it  is  the  first  year  that  so  much  time  has  been  devoted  to 
practical  pedagogy  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  work  of  our 
teachers-in -training  in  the  practice  •  school  did  not  delay  that  of  our 
normal  professors  nor  the  progress  of  the  pupils. 

Our  school  obtained  good  results,  as  usual,  from  the  visit  of  the 
inspector-general  of  .Catholic  schools  and  from  the  director  of  drawing.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  send  you  my  report  for  the  school  year, 
1917-18. 

We  had  42  pupils,  classed  as  follows  :  4  in  the  academy  course  ; 
12  in  the  model  course  and  26  in  the  elementary  course. 

The  number  of  our  pupils  which  had  been  increasing  regularly 
since  the  opening  of  the  normal  school,  decreased  this  year.  This 
decrease  is  due  in  a  certain  measure,  though  only  in  an  indirect 
way,  to  conscription.  ]\Iany  parents  did  not  wish  to  send  their 
daughters  to  the  normal  school,  because,  said  they,  if  our  sons  go  to 
war,  we  shall  lack  help  and  our  daughters  will  be  needed  to  do  the 
farm  work. 

We  granted  26  French  diplomas  :  4  academy,  6  model,  16  ele- 
mentary and  9  English  diplomas  ;  1  academy,  3  model  and  5  ele- 
mentary. 

Amongst  those  who  did  not  receive  diplomas,  four  passed  their 
examinations,  but  they  had  not  the  required  age  to  receive  their 
diplomas.  They  were  promoted  to  superior  courses  and  will  come 
back  to  complete  their  pedagogical  studies. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  say  that  our  pupils  are  very  diUgent  in 
their  work,  docile  to  direction  and  desirous  of  preparing  themselves 
as  well  as  possible  for  the  work  of  education. 

If  all  did  not  obtain  the  hoped  for  success,  all  nevertheless  made 
real  progress  in  their  studies.  The  failure  of  some  was  due  not  to 
want  of  work  or  talent,  but  to  the  fact  that  they  were  not  suffi- 
ciently prepared  to  follow  the  regular   courses  of  the  normal  school. 

It  is  true  that  their  examination  for  admission  was  satisfactory, 
but  after  some  weeks  of  study  at  the  normal  school,   we   ascertained. 
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and  they  themselves  were  conscious  of  the  fact,  that  their  previous 
studies  were  not  sufficiently  thorough  to  permit  them  to  acquire,*  in 
one  year  only,  sufficient  knowledge  to  obtain  an  elementary,  and,  still 
less,  a  model  diploma. 

We  are  accused  in  certain  quarters  of  being  too  severe  but  we 
do  not  think  that  such  is  the  case.  Only,  we  subject  our  students 
to  searching  examinations,  so  as  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  knowledge 
they  have  acquired,  the  development  of  their  faculties  and  their  profi- 
ciency as  teachers  ;  three  things  that  are  indispensable  for  the  forma- 
tion of  competent  teachers. 

We  do  not  want  teachers  with  merely  a  superficial  training 
nor  examinations  that  are  merely  formal.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  last  academy 
session  of  the  St.  Hyacinthe  Normal  School. 

We  received  135  teachers-in-training  of  whom  121  followed  the 
French  course  and  14  the  Enghsh  course.  Three  left  us  during  the  year  : 
one  on  account  of  failure  to  succeed,  the  others  on  account  of  ill  health 
Three  were  removed  from  us  by  death  :  iMise  ]Maria  CourviUe,  of  Notre 
Dame  des  Anges,  Miss  Yvonne  Choiniere,  of  Saint  Alphonse  de  Granby 
and  iVIiss  Claire  Lapalice,  of  St.  Aime. 

The  first  died  on  the  1st  of  January,  the  second  on  the  2oth  of 
February  'and  the  last  on  the  3rd  of  April.  ]\lodels  of  piety  and  of 
ardour  at  work,  these  three  young  girls  left  a  most  enviable  memory  and 
their  death  was  our  hardest  trial  during  the  year. 

The  academy  course  was  attended  by  25  pupils  of  whom  16  were 
French  and  9  English  ;  there  were  50  in  the  intermediate  course  and  60 
in  the  French  course,  of  whom  55  were  French  and  5  English. 

Out  of  this  number  89  were  awarded  a  diploma  :  23,  an  academy 
diploma,  32,  a  model  diploma  and  34,  an  elementary  diploma. 

There  were,  besides,  4  pupils  in  the  intermediate  course  and  12 
in  the  elementary  course^  who  not  having  the  required  age,  obtained 
only  a  certificate  of  studies. 

We  awarded  24  English  diplomas  to  pupils  whose  mother  tongue 
was  the  French  language.  A  small  number,  no  doubt,  and  even  less 
than  last  year.  I  did  not  fail,  however,  to  often  remind  the  pupils 
■of  the  importance  for  a  teacher  to  speak  both  languages  fluently  and 
of  the  advantages  of  a  bilingual  diploma.  I  must  say  that  the  pupils 
study  Enghsh  earnestly  ;  but  most  of  them  had  only  a  rudimentarj' 
knowledge  of  this  language  on  their  arrival  at  school.  Some  knew 
nothing  of  it 

In  the  French  course  some  pupils  failed  only  in  one  subject  :  lite- 
rary composition.  It  is  generally  the  one  subject  in  which  they  are 
weakest.  Every  year  we  receive  some  pupils  who  are  novices  in  the  art 
of  A^Titing.  Style  is  something  almost  unknown  to  them  :  they  have  never 
been  trained  to  do  original  work  and  still  less  to  coordinate  and  express- 
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their  ideas  clearly,  purely  and  elegantly.  They  know  the  rules  of  gram- 
mar and  how  to  apply  them  but  lack  accuracy  in  their  choice  of 
expressions.  For  this  reason,  they  are  condemned  to  a  hard  and  thank- 
less labour  when  they  undertake  to  write  a  letter,  a  composition  or  a 
description.  It  is  always  a  painful  task  for  them  to  begin  a  composi- 
tion, notwithstanding  the  help  the  professor  is  always  willing  to  afford 
them.  No  doubt  thej^  end  by  learning  to  write  more  fluently,  but  how 
much  patience  and  perseverance  are  required  to  give  a  literary  polish 
to  talents  that  have  too  long  remained  without  cultiu'e  ! 

The  inspector-general  made  his  official  visit  during  the  month  of 
November.  Mr.  Magnan  never  visits  a  normal  school  without  doing 
good  ;  he  always  gives  good  pedagogical  advice  and  is  a  disseminator  of 
Christian  ideas.  He  becomes  in  turn  professor  and  pupil  :  professor  in 
the  normal  school  and  pupil  in  the  practice  school.  The  normal  school 
teachers-in-training  appreciate  the  honour  he  does  them  by  assisting  at 
thier  first  efforts  as  teachers  ;  his  kindness  encourages  and  helps  them  to 
overcome  their  only  too  natural  bashfuhiess  as  beginners.  His  visits 
streng  then  the  position  of  our  normal  schools  also.  If  calumny  raises 
its  voice  against  them,  it  will  have  no  echo  ;  he  will  know  how  to  defend 
them  because  he  is  an  authorized  witness  of  the  efforts  that  are  made 
to  comply  faithfully  with  the  course  of  study  and  to  vigourously  apply 
the  best  pedagogical  methods. 

It  would  be  superfluous  to  repeat  here  the  praise  which  I  have 
already  given  to  the  Nuns  of  the  Presentation.  Their  ideal, — ^one  does 
not  fail  to  perceive  it  after  observing  their  work — their  ideal  is  to  make 
good  Christian  pupils,  hard  working  young  girls,  enemies  of  luxury  and 
oftness,  desirous  of  spending  themselves  in  the  education  of  children 
and  seeking  their  only  happiness  in  the  practice  of  virtue. 

The  St.  Hyacinthe  Normal  School  rendered  homage  to  the  memory 
of  the  immortal  Louis  Veuillot  by  receiving  on  the  4th  of  December  last 
his  distinguished  nephew,  sent  by  Catholic  France  to  Canada.  Mr 
Francois  Veuillot  both  interested  and  instructed  us  by  telling  us  of  the 
part  played  by  French  women  in  the  present  war.  I  thought  it  well  for 
future  history  to  note  his  visit  in  our  last  year-book.

Miss  Cecile  L'Abbe,  of  Bale  St.  Paul,  a  pupil  of  the  academy  course 
won,  with  very  great  distinction,  the  medals  donated  by  the  Prince  of 
Wales  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.  We  offer  to  the 
latter  our  very  sincere  thanks. 
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You  would  like,  no  doubt,  to  hear  of  the  events  which  affected  our 
school  during  the  year  that  has  just  ended. 

The  high  cost  of  coal  and  food  theatens  to  disturb  our  finances. 
If  things  remained  as  they  are  now  we  could  arrange  matters  by  putting 
off  till  better  times  the  annual  payment  on  our  debt.  But  what  is  to  be 
done  if  everything  continues  to  increase  excep^  the  amount  charged  for 
board  ? 

All  other  happenings  are  of  a  more  pleasing  nature.  I  might  men- 
tion the  extraordinary  visit  of  His  Grace,  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal, 
who  stopped  over  a  day  with  us  on  his  way  to  the  ^Maritime  Provinces 
where  he  was  going  to  recuperate  from  his  unceasing  and  trying 
labours.  His  visit  gave  pleasure  and  encouragement  both  to  teachers 
and  pupils. 

Mgr.  I.  Eug.  Roy,  Archbishop  of  Seleucia,  was  another  important 
personage  who  honoured  us  with  a  visit  last  October.  His  Lordship 
was,  as  usual,  charming  in  his  talk  to  the  pupils.  They  sang  a  romance 
in  his  honour  entitled  ^'La  broderie  de  la  vie".  Alluding  to  the  recent 
resignation  of  the  Principal  as  parish  priest,  grey-haired  men  rich  in 
wisdom  and  blessings ;  His  Lordship  said  that  it  was  necessary  that 
he  should  be  replaced  by  one  able  to  continue  the  work  so  ably  begun  ; 
''We  have  chosen  him,  he  said,  among  thousands  on  account  of  their 
wisdom ;  we  have  chosen  him  especially,  in  order  that  the  bond  uniting 
the  school  and  parish  may  not  be  broken. 

Mgr  Lebailleur,  one  of  the  members  of  the  Montreal  School  Com- 
mission came  to  look  into  our  organization  and  discuss  with  our  teaching 
staff  the  arrangement  of  our  double  course  of  study  and  the  possibility 
of  its  operation. 

The'  workmen  have  completed  our  building  and  the  pupils  can  now 
study  without  being  disturbed. 

During  tke  school  year  14  nuns  studied  here  for  some  time.  This 
is  better  than  the  former  vacation  courses. 

The  Inspector  general,  C.  J.  Magnan,  Abbe  Ohvier  Martin,  inspec- 
tor of  Household  Science  Schools  and  Abbe  Lemay,  inspector  of  con- 
vents, made  their  regular  visits  and  gave  excellent  advice  to  the  pupils. 
Mr.  Magnan  emphasized  the  need  of  good  example  to  be  given  by 
young  girls  in  everything,  especially  modesty  in  dress.  It  is  gratifj-ing 
to  hear  this  subject  treated  by  a  layman  thus  corroborating  the  admo- 
nitions of  the  pastor,  which  are  likely  to  be  deemed  exaggerated. 

On  the  occasion  of  a  reception  given  to  our  parish  priest  in  honour 
of  his  silver  jubilee,  the  Superintendent,    ^Mr.    Cyrille    Delage,    Canon 
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Arsenault  of  the  archdiocese  of  Quebec  and  Abbe  Camille   Roy,  spoke 
interestingly  and  instructively  to  the  pupils. 

"  Bring  home  to  your  familes,  said  the  Superintendent,  together  with 
cheerfulness  of  youth,  a  fund  of  courage  and  self-denial.  If  you  cannot 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  departure  of  loved  ones,  you  can  at 
least  speak  encouraging  words  and  display  unfailing  energy  in  your 
daily  w^ork, 

"  I  visited  your  institution,  in  the  first  years  of  its  foundation,  said 
Canon  Arsenault,  and  I  am  glad  to  note  that  its  reputation  has  gone 
on  increasing  since  that  time.'' 

Abbe  Camille  Roy  said  :  "The  directors  of  Laval  University  and 
the  Seminary  are  pleased  with  the  fine  and  good  work  you  are  doing  here. 
You  learn  here,  whilst  comphing  with  the  requirements  of  the  course  of 
study,  the  art  of  economizing  time,  a  most  precious  lesson,  which  like 
that  of  work  should  not  be  forgotten.  Remember  this  well  :  We  must 
work,  whatever  be  our  aptitudes.  Success,  which  is  not  the  result  of 
effort,  does  not  last.  How  many  young  people  do  we  not  see  who 
commit  intellectual  suicide  for  want  of  work  and  effort.  You  must  continue 
your  education,  your  studies,  even  after  you  have  gone  back  to  your 
families  for  good.  You  will,  by  doing  this,  contribute  to  the  happiness 
of  your  own  families  and  the  glory  of  your  country." 

Thanks,  to  all  these  good  friends  of  education  for  their  excellent 
advice  and  encouragement.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the  work  of 
the  School  for  Teachers,  ]\Iacdonald  College,  for  the  year  1917-18. 

Throughout  the  year  17G  stdents  were  registered  in  the  following 
classes  : — 

Model  school  class 112 

Kindergarten  Director's  Class 2 

Short  Course  Elementary  Class,  fall  term 41 

Short  Course  Elementary  class,  spring  term 21 

Total 176 

The  number  of  students  this  year  is  larger  than  the  number  the  pre- 
vious year,  due  to  the  fact  that  we  now  have  two  courses  of  four  months 
each  for  an  elementar}-  diploma.  The  number  of  Kindergarten  students 
has  however,  decreased,  but  there  is  very  little  demand  for  specialists 
of  this  nature  in  our  schools. 

At  the  end  of  the  session  169  diplomas  were  awarded  as  follows  : — 

Model  school  diplomas 105 

Elementary  diplomas  with  permission  to  re-enter  the  model 

class  next  Christmas 3 

Elementary  diplomas,  Xmas  1917 38 

Elementary  diplomas,  June  1918 21 

Kindergarten  director's  diplomas 2 

Total 169 

At  the  present  time  and  for  some  years  to  come,  there  will  likely 
be  a  considerable  shortage  of  teachers  for  the  rural  schools.  An  attempt 
has  been  made  to  increase  the  number  of  students  taking  elementary 
diplomas,    but    the   new    regulations  have  not   yet  been   working  suffi- 
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ciently  long  to  enable  us  to  get  the  larger  number  of  students  which  we 
expect  in  future  to  staff  our  rural  schools. 

There  has  also  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  salaries  paid  to 
these  teachers,  although  these  increases  are  hardly  commensurate  with 
the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living.  Salaries  for  rural  schools  have  now 
increased  to  S3o.OO  or  §40.00  a  month,  instead  of  S30.00  as  formerly. 
Indeed,  one  municipahty  offered  $35.00  a  month,  and  could  find  no  appli- 
cants. It  then  had  to  increase  the  salaries  to  S40.00  a  month  before 
a  sufficient  staff  could  be  obtained  to  supply  its  schools. 

These  changes  in  the  regulations  to  enable  students  to  obtain  an 
elementary  diploma  after  a  short  course  in  the  school  for  teachers,  and 
secondh^,  the  increased  salaries  given  to  rural  teachers,  should  ultim- 
ately enable  the  rural  parts  of  the  province  to  be  staffed  with  properly 
trained  teachers. 

There  have  been  three  changes  in  the  staff  this  year  : — 

]Miss  L.  W.  Bailey  was  appointed  instructor  in  Art  to  succeed  Miss 
Doane,  who  resigned  in  order  to  be  married. 

Miss  D,  M.  Hodges,  our  new  physical  instructor,  succeeded  Miss 
Wren,  who  also  resigned  to  be  married. 

Dr.  F.  W.  Steacy  w^as  appointed  lecturer  in  elementary  education, 
to  take  charge  also  of  rehgious  instruction. 

This  j^ear  completes  a  period  of  sixty-one  years  devoted  to  training 
Protestant  teachers  in  this  pro\dnce,  first  in  McGill  Normal  School,  and 
since  1907,  in  Macdonald  College. 

The  number  of  male  teachers  entering  the  profession  has  steadily 
diminished,  and  owing  to  the  operation  of  the  mihtary  Service  Act,  it  is 
extremely  unlikely  that  there  will  be  any  male  students  next  session. 
This  will  have  a  serious  bearing  on  the  educational  situation  in  the  course 
of  a  few  years. 

During  the  present  year,  I  have  been  absent  for  many  months^  owing 
to  illness,  and  during  my  absence  the  work  has  been  carried  on  conscien- 
tiously and  faithfully  by  the  members  of  the  staff,  to  whom  the  students, 
the  college  and  the  Province  are  indebted,  for  carrying  on  the  work  under 
exceptional  difficulties.  While  all  the  members  of  the  staff  have  co- 
operated loyally  to  render  the  work  of  training  our  provincial  teachers  a 
success,  it  is  necessary  here  to  mention  the  fact  that  the  largest  burden 
fell  on  the  shoulders  of  my  friend  and  colleague.  Professor  Kneeland. 
It  was  fortunate  for  the  college  that  it  was  able  to  rely  on  such  a  hard 
working,  experienced,  and  capable  member  of  the  staff  to  organize  and 
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direct  the  work  of  the  school,  in  addition  to  his  usual  courses  of  lectures. 
The  college  is,  and  I  myself  am  also,  indebted  to  Professor  Kneeland  and 
the  other  members  of  the  staff  for  their  hearty  co-operation  and  support 
in  my  absence.  I  feel  it  a  privilege  to  make  this  a  pubhc  acknowledg- 
ment of  their  services,  without  which  the  success  of  the  past  year  would 
have  been  impossible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  GENERAL  OF  CATHOLIC 

SCHOOLS

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1917-18  . 

1. — PRIMARY    Schools 

The  two  visits  to  the  schools  ordered  by  the  regulations  were  paid 
in  nearly  all  the  school  municipalities.  Twenty-six  municipalities  were 
not  visited  owing  to  four  of  the  inspectors  being  ill  at  the  time  of  the 
first  visit,  and  two  inspectors  were  unable  to  complete  their  task  at  the 
time  of  the  second  visit  :  One  of  the  latter,  Inspector  Beaumier,  fell 
seriously  ill  and  he  is  not  yet  quite  well. 

Inspector  Beaumier's  second  visit  was  completed  by  his  two  collea- 
gues, Inspectors  L.  O.  Page  and  L.  P.  Goulet. 

The  school  inspectors  fulfil  their  duties  conscientiously  and  deserve 
credit  for  their  intelligent  zeal  in  the  interest  of  public  instruction. 

School  Commissions 

The  school  commissions  display  a  growing  interest  in  their  impor- 
tant work.  Thus  704  of  them,  in  conformity  with  the  law,  visited  their 
schools  twice  in  1917-18,  whereas  in  1916-17,  only  602  had  performed 
this  important  duty;  in  1916-17  the  commissioners  of  187  municipalities 
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had  paid  no  visits  to  their  schools  ;  in  1917-18,  there  were  only  141.  In 
these  municipalities,  the  commissioners  generally  leave  the  care  of 
visiting  the  schools  to  the  parish  priest,  ^Yho  does  so  several  times  a  year. 

Rate   of  assessment. 

In  accordance  with  the  amendments  in  the  jnunicipal  Code  and 
which  came  into  force  last  year,  the  \'aluation  of  taxa])le  property  was 
considerably  increased  in  most  municipalities.  Nevertheless,  judging 
from  the  inspectors'  bulletins,  685  Catholic  municipalities  maintained 
the  previous  years'  rate  of  assessment.  Though  the  municipal  valuation 
had  doubled  in  many  cases  ;  283  Catholic  municipalities  increased  the 
rate  of  assessment,  in  spite  of  the  increased  valuation  ;  284  diminished  it 
owing  to  the  considerable  increase  in  the  value  of  immoveable  property  ; 
67  municipalities  lowered  the  rate  of  assessment  without  any  apparent 
reason.  '    , 

School  furniture  and  buildings. 

Thanks  to  instructions  from  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion and  to  the  efforts  of  the  inspectors, nearly  all  the  schools  of  the  Catho- 
lic municipalities  are  provided  with  improved  furniture.  The  old  schools 
have  also  been  replaced  by  new  buildings  on  plans  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment. According  to'  the  Superintendent's  reports,  since  1906-07  the 
following  sums  were  annually  spent  by  the  Catholic  school  commissions 
of  the  Province  on  building  school-houses  :

Thus  in  twelve  years  $10,922,586.00  were  spent  on  school-building 
by  the  Catholic  rate-payers  of  the  Province.  This  noteworthy  progress 
was  brought  about  without  any  coercive  measures,  by  persuasion  and  by 
educating  the  ratepayers  and  school  commissioners. 
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CotiiribuHonii  by  parents. 

The  coutribuiioiLs  liom  ratepayers  and  indei)eiideiit  in.stitutioiis 
which  was  $2,200,450.00  in  1891-92,  reached  $10,533,009.00  in  1915-10 
(Superintendent's  Report  and  Educational  Statistics). 

In  1891-92,  the  annual  tax  levied  by  the  school  commissions  brought 
in  §938,033.00  ;  in  1915-10,  it  amounted  to  §5,712,430.00.  (See  Super- 
intendent's Report  and  Educational  Statistics). 

Teagheks 

Female  teachers  wiihoui  diplomas. 

The  same  methods  regarding  professional  qualification  produced  the 
same  results.  In  1911-12  (See  Superintendent's  Report  for  1912-13), 
there  were  still  850  Catholic  teachers  without  diplomas,  teaching  with  a 
permit  from  the  Superintendent  ;  in  1910-17  (See  Educational  Statistics 
for  1916-17),  this  number  fell  to  430.  Be  it  remarked  that  the  commis- 
sioners or  trustees  cannot,  under  the  law,  engage  a  teacher  without  a 
diploma  save  with  the  Superintendent's  authorization;  and  this  authori- 
zation can  be  obtained  only  by  conforming  to  article  26  of  the  Regula- 
tions of  the  Catholic  School  Committee,  which  reads  thus  :  ''  The  permis- 
sion given  to  teach  to  persons  not  legally  qualified  to  do  so,  may  be 
granted  only  on  the  following  conditions  :  1.  That  the  candidates  shall 
produce  certificates,  signed  by  the  Cures  of  their  parishes  ;  2.  That  they 
be  recommended  by  the  Cure  and  School  Inspector  of  the  parish  in  which 
they  desire  to  engage  ;  3.  That  they  give  a  written  promise  to  present 
themselves  for  examination  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Exami- 
ners ", 

Degree  of  diploma. 

Catholic  lay  female  teachers  with  an  intermediary  (model)  or  sup- 
erior (academy)  diploma  are  increasing  considerably  in  numbers.  In 
1906-07,  there  were  1273  Catholic  teachers  with  a  model  and  24  with  an 
academy  diploma  (see  Superintendent's  Report  for  1906-07)  ;  in  1915- 
1916,  the  number  of  teachers  having  a  model  diploma  rose  to  2,153,  and 
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that  of  teachers  with  an  academy  diploma  to  178  (See  Educational 
Statistics  for  1915-16)  ;  and  in  1916-17,  2,203  Catholic  teachers  had 
model  and  228  academy  diplomas.  This  last  number  rose  from  24,  in 
1906-1907,  to  228  in  1916-1917.  Be  it  observed  that,  in  1916-17,  1485  lay 
teachers  had  normal  school  diplomas  (248  male,  1,237  female  teachers). 
In  1906-07,  only  396  teachers  had  been  trained  in  Catholic  normal  schools 
(108  male  and  208  female  teachers  (See  Superintendent's  Report  and 
Educational  Statistics). 

Before  the  Central  Board,  the  same  progress  was  noticed  in  the 
number  of  superior  diplomas  granted.  In  1909,  597  model  (interme- 
diate) and  79  academy  (superior)  diplomas  were  awarded  ;  in  1918, 
852  model  and  268  academy. 

In  1901,  only  18  academy  diplomas  had  been  awarded,  a  difference 
of  255  model  and  189  academy  diplomas,  that  is,  444  superior  diplomas 
more  in  1918  than  in  1909.  Ihe  yearly  examinations  before  the  Central 
Board  are  one  of  the  surest  means  the  authorities  have  for  ascertaining 
progress.  Thus  the  records  of  the  Central  Board  show  that  in  1901,941 
candidates  had  received  diplomas  ;  in  1918,  2070  candidates  passed 
successful  examinations  and  received  diplomas.  Those  who  are  familiar 
with  the  organization  of  the  Central  Board  and  its  working  are  aware  of 
the  high  degree  of  capacity  required  of  candidates  of  both  sexes  before 
they  are  entitled  to  a  diploma. 

Teacher^s  experience. 

In  1915-16  (see  Educational  Statistics  for  1915-1916).  there  were 
455  male  lay  teachers,  1,667  Brothers,  6,528  female  lay  teachers  and 
4,909  nuns  in  the  Catholic  Schools  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  ;  moreover, 
770  priests  taught  in  the  colleges  and  some  other  schools,  that  is  a  g^-and 
total  of  14,329  Catholic  teachers.  Out  of  this  total,  as  a  rule,  7,801 
devote  their  whole  life  to  teaching  namely  :  455  male  lay  teachers, 
1,667  Brothers:  4,909  nuns  and  770  priests— 7,801.     The  female  lay 
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teachers  in  schools   under  control   have  taught   the  following   nunib(,'r 
of  years  (See  Educational  Statistics  for  1915-1916). 

From    1  to    5  years 3,811 

From    5  to  10  years 1,330 

From  10  to  15  years 420 

From  15  to  20  years 255 

Over  20  years 209 

Acco^-ding  to  this  table,  out  of  a  total  of  6,031,  36%  taught  for 
five  years  and  more  •  6.96%  from  10  to  15  years  ;  4.06%  from  15  to 
20  years  ;  3%  for  over  20  years  and  63%  from  1  to  5  years. 

As  regards  lay  female  teachers,  there  is  room  for  progress.  While 
the  number  of  those  teaching  for  5,  10,  15  and  20  years  has  considerably 
increased,  it  is  none  the  less  true  that  about  half  the  female  lay  teachers 
change  school  every  year.  These  frequent  changes  interfere  with  the 
pupils'  progress  and  prevent  the  teachers  from  doing  justice  to  their 
professional  ability. 

A  material  rise  in  salaries,  on  a  proper  scale,  is  the  only  satisfactory 
way  of  overcoming  this  drawback. 

teachers'  efficiency 

The  inspectors,  as  a  rule,  praise  the  zeal  and  efficiency  of  the 
teachers,  both  lay  and  religious.  Still  attention  must  be  drawn  to  the 
fact  that  the  inspectors  found  several  of  the  young  teachers  neghgent 
and  unexperienced,  which  is  a  bar  to  progress  in  too  many  schools. 
The  defects  are  noticeable  especially  in  young  teachers  who  do  not 
take  up  teaching  as  a  career,  but  with  the  idea  of  dropping  it  as  soon  as 
possible.  Fortunately,  these  teachers  are  a  small  minority  judging 
from  the  note  of  efficiency  in  the  inspector's  bulletins  at  their  spring 
visit.  But  it  is  important  +o  denounce  the  aforesaid  undesirable 
teachers  and  put  ^he  school  commissioners  on  their  guard  against  them. 

I  he  school  commissioners  must  dismiss  them  from  their  schools 
and  replace  them  by  conscientious  and  competent  teachers  with 
proper  salaries.

Salaries  from  $100.00  to  $125.00  have  practically  disappeared  and 
only  149  female  teachers  receive  from  $125.00  to  $150.00.  This  number 
is  still  too  great  evidently,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  barely 
six  years  ago  (1912-13)  the  salary  of  1,887  teachers  ran  from  $125.00 
to  $150.00.  Besides,  in  1912-13,  only  547  teachers  received  a  salary 
ranging  from  $200.00  to  $250.00;  in  1917-18,  there  were  1,985;  75  tea- 
chers received  from  $300.00  to  $400.00;  in  1917-18,  350  received  this 
salary.  These  increases  show  that  the  propaganda  undertaken  since 
some  years  under  the  auspice  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction 
and  with  the  school  inspectors  cooperation,  should  be  still  more  vigo- 
rously pushed. 
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The  school  coiiiniissioners  and  reiite])ayers  are  better  grasping  this 
question  of  salaries.  In  several  districts,  the  average  salary  already 
reaches  or  even  exceeds  $200.00  iind  e\"en  runs  up  to  $300.00  and  more 
in  the  model  or  academy  schools,  namely:  the  districts  of  Inspectors 
Roily,  Chartrand,  Algr  Chiasson,  Cuddihy,  C'ui-ot,  Frederic,  Lefebvre, 
Letarte,  l.ongtin,  ]\Ialtais,  jNIarien,  ]\liller,  Primeau,  Roy  et  Simard. 

In  Inspector  Genest-LaBarre's  district,  (i  municijialities  pay  from 
$200.00  to  $300.00;  4  from  $200.00  to  $250.00;  14  from  $200.00  to  $225.00 
and  9  from  $150.00  to  $200.00;  in  Inspector  Frederic's  district,  two 
municipalities  out  of  twenty-five  i)ay  less  than  $200.00;  in  Insi^ector 
J.ongtin's  district,  out  of  1G7  schools,  only  three  pay  a  salary  below 
$200.00. 

These  salaries  are  no  doubt  still  very  moderate  and  all  those  whose 
business  it  is  to  promote  progressive  schools  should  unite  to  induce 
school  municipalities  to  give  without  delay  to  teachers  of  both  sexes 
salaries   corresponding   with   present   needs. 

One  of  the  surest  means  of  hastening  the  n)ovement  for  increased 
salaries  has  been  favoured  by  the  Government  since  a  few  years,  bonuses 
for  minimum  salaries. 

The  latter  are  now  fixed  at  $125.00,  $175.00  and  $200.00,  which 
is  at  present  two  low,  for  salaries  from  $125.00  to  $150.00  have  practi- 
cally disappeared.  The  minimum  should  now  be  raised,  and  considering 
that,  in  the  class  from  $150.00  to  $200.00,  at  least  half  the  teachers 
receive  $175.00,  the  minimum  should  be  raised  with  advantage  to 
$150.00,  $200.00  and  $250.00.  For  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  raise 
the  average  salary  to  $300.00,  other  wise  it  will  be  impossible  to  overcome 
Ihe  evil  already  mentioned,  namely:  a  too  frequent  change  of  teachers 
in  the  same  school  district. 

Educational  progress 
New  model  and  academy  schooh. 

At  its  September,  1918,  session,  the  Catholic  Committee  (see 
minutes),  upon  a  favourable  report,  granted  the  title  of  inodel  school 
to  29  elementary  and  of  academy  to  22  model  schools.  The  constant 
progress  on  this  score  is  thus  shown  for  the  last  five  years  :

In  1905,  there  were  550  model  schools  and  166  academies  under 
control  and  independent,  that  is,  716  Catholic  intermediate  and  superior 
primary  schools. 

In  1916-17,  there  were  688  model  schools  and  330  academies  under 
control  or  independent,  namely,  1,018  Catholic  intermediate  and 
superior   primary   schools. 

Catholic  schools  alone,  under  control,  increased  thus  :  model  schools^ 
from  417  in  1905-06,  to  575  in  191*6-17;  academies,  from  52  in  1905-06, 
to  159  in  1916-17. 

In  1916-17,  the  total  number  of  Catholic  primary  schools  of  all 
classes  was  6,385,  whereas  it  was  only  5,254  in  1905-06. 

Pupils  attending  model  schools  and  academies. 

In  1907,  out  of  a  total  of  307,626  pupils  at  Catholic  primary  schools, 
126,645  attended  model  schools  and  academies,  namely  40.84%. 

In  1916-17,  out  of  a  total  of  404,914  pupils  at  Catholic  primary 
schools,  193,348  attended  model  schools  and  academies,  namely  47.75%. 

All  pupils  attending  primary  intermediate  (model)  and  superior 
primary  schools  (academies)  are  not  necessarily  in  the  model  or  in  the 
academy  course,  but  are  under  the  best  conditions  to  succeed,  owing  to 
the  centralization  of  several  graded  courses  in  the  same  school. 

Pupils^  promotion. 


In  1916-17  (see  Educational  Statistics),  out  of  a  total  of  404,914 
pupils  in  Catholic  schools,  78,614,  were  distributed  throughout  the  last 
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four  years  of  the  course  (4th,  5th,  ()th,  7th  and  8th),  which  means  that 
19.41%  of  the  pupils  reached  or  passed  the  4th  year.  In  1910-11, 
out  of  a  total  of  340,024  pupils,  59,543  were  in  the  last  five  years,  or 
17.50%.  This  progress  of  2%,  however,  is  insufficient.  The  main 
effort  should  be  directed  towards  encouraging  a  more  numerous  promo- 
tion into  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  years  at  least.  The  certificate  of  studies, 
whose  adoption  seems  to  be  highly  favoured  by  the  school  authorities 
will  be  a  great  help  both  to  a  larger  promotion  of  pupils  and  an  increased 
school  attendance.  We  hope  that  as  soon  as  the  revision  of  the  course 
of  study  is  finished,  the  certificate  of  studies  will  be  given  paramount 
importance.  By  giving  it  a  practical  value,  such  as  :  the  right  to  go 
up  a  class,  to  obtain  a  scholarship  or  to  enter  a  technical  school,  etc. — 
the  authorities  will  secure  more  regular  and  more  prolonged  attendance 
at   school. 

School  Attendance

The  average  attendance  out  of  the  total  school  enrollment  is  there- 
fore 90%  and  over  in  two  districts  ;  85%  and  over  in  eighteen  districts  ; 
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80%  and  over  in  fourteen  districts  ;  75%  and  over  in  ten  districts  ; 
70%  and  over  in  seven  districts  and  60%^  and  over  in  three  districts. 
Inspector  Charlrand's  district  includes  Temiscamingue  and  Abitibi  ; 
Inspector  Simard's,  Saguenay  and  Insjjcctor  Tberiault's,  the  ^Magdalen 
Islands. 

According  to  the  annual  census  of  the  secretary-treasurers  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec  school  municipalities  for  1916-17,  (see  Educational 
Statistics  for  1916-17)  there  were  then  544,533  children  from  5  to  16 
and  from  16  and  over:  the  school  enrollment  aggregated  463,  390,  that 
is,  857o  of  children  of  school  age.  This  total  does  not  include  the  stu- 
dent of  special  scnools,  normal  schools,  classical  colleges  and  universities 
with  an  attendance  of  26,343  (See  Educational  statistics  for  1916-17). 
By  adding  the  lattei  figure  to  the  total  enrollment  of  children  at  ele- 
mentary, model  schools  and  academies,  that  is  463,390,  the  percentage  of 
enrollment  of  all  children  of  school  age  would  be  markedly  increased. 

Leaving  out  children  from  7  to  14  (legal  school  age)  gives  the  follow- 
ing result  :  in  1916-17,  (See  Educational  Statistics  for  1916-17)  there 
were  348,323  chikhen  from  7  to  14  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  ;  out  of  this 
number  there  were  330,981  enrolled  in  the  same  year,  that  is,  95%. 

In  1916-17,  the  percentage  of  average  school  attendance  for  pupils 
of  all  ages  was  :  76.61%  in  elementary  ;  81.19%  in  model  schools  and 
85.70  in  academies.     (See  Educational  Statistics  for  1916-17). 

Even  with  the  drawbacks  of  the  war,  the  Province  of  Quebec  still 
had  a  satisfactory  school  attendance  under  a  regime  of  personal  liberty 
which  does  honour  to  the  Province.  Several  provinces  or  countries, 
wherein  such  compulsory  education  exists,  obtained  inferior  results  in 
ege. — this  respect. 

Every  year,  the  reports  of  the  Academy  Inspectors  emphasize  the 
failure  of  compulsory  education  in  France  which  dates  back  to  1882.  In 
the  Bulletin  de  la  Socictc  gencrale  d'Education  ei  d''Enseignement  de  Paris, 
we  extract  remarks  from  certain  primary  Inspectors,  quoted  by  the 
general  Inspectors  :  "  Neither  the  municipalities  nor  the  cantonal  dele- 
gations endeavour  to  seriously  combat  absenteeism  (Inspector  of 
Ariege. — Bulletin  of  June  15,  1914,  page  39). 

"  Nothing  is  changed  in  connection  with  attendance  and  assiduity, 
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which  remain  good  in  urban  bad  or  middling  in  rural  schools,  and  this  is  a 
serious  hindrance  to  possible  progress  and  has  often  been  pointed  out  by 
a  very  large  number  of  teachers.  More  than  thirty  years  after  the 
passing  of  the  law  on  compulsory  education,  hundreds  of  children  do  not 
and  will  never  attend  any  school  !  This  is  an  undeniable  fact, 
however  extraordinary  it  may  be  ".  (Inspector  of  C6tes-du-Nord. 
Bulletin  of  November  and  December  1915,  page  371.) 

"  Here  as  elsewhere,  the  law  on  compulsory  education  has  always 
been  a  dead  letter.  This  year  primary  inspectors  were  ordered  by  the 
Minister  to  freely  grant  leave  of  absence  from  school  to  children  whose 
parents  might  apply  for  it  under  article  15  of  the  law  of  28th  ]\Iarch  1882. 
No  application  reached  the  primary  Inspectors,  the  law  is  completely  for- 
gotten and  no  leave  was  asked  nor  was  there  one  moment's  thought  of 
requiring  leave  to  miss  school  this  year  as  well  as  in  former  years.  (Ins- 
pector of  ^'ienne. — Bulletin  of  January  and  February  191G,  page  77). 

"  At  any  rate,  the  reports  of  the  academy  inspectors  contain  lengthy 
lamentations,  recurring  every  year  and  emphasizing  the  ineffectiveness 
of  compulsary  education  ;  deploring  the  low  percentage  of  attendance 
out  of  the  total  number  of  children  of  school  age.  (Bulletin  of  January 
and  February  1918,  page  79.)  " 

This  list  of  quotations  might  be  extended  almost  indefinitel}'. 

In  1911,  after  forty-one  years  of  a  compulsory  education  system  in 
Ontario,  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  of  the  latter  pro\dnce  said: 
"  The  enforcement  of  the  law  requning  compulsor\'  attendance  leaves 

much  to  be  desired The  enactment  of  more  stringent  legislation  to 

improve  matters,  is,  at  best,  a  doubtful  remedy,  unless  there  is  a  strong 
public  opinion  to  enforce  it."  Report  of  the  Minister  of  Education,  Pror- 
ince  of  Ontario,  for  the  year  191S,  page  XI. 

This  evidence  from  outside  is  calculated  to  encourage  our  authorities 
to  pursue  their  campaign  of  persuasion  and  education  among  ratepayers 
and  school  commissioners  and  favour  the  system  which  consists  in  encou- 
raging education  by  judiciously  awarding  grants  and  bonuses.  Hence 
a  fuller  compliance  with  the  excellent  Quebec  Industrial  Flstablishments' 
Act  in  force  in  our  Province,  would  promote  the  attendance  at  school 
of  children  between  13  and  16,  especially  in  cities  and  towns. 
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Remarks  in  connection  icith  Statistics. 

The  accuracy  of  the  census  taken  every  year  in  accordance  with  the 
law  by  the  secretaries  of  municipalities  has  sometimes  been  questioned. 
Several  times  already  the  Inspectors,  by  order  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction,  drew  the  secretary-treasurers'  attention  to  the  impor- 
tance of  a  proper  census.  And  you  yourself  have  pointed  out  to  several 
school  commissioners  the  anomaly  of  a  school  enrollment  exceeding  the 
number  of  children  of  school  age  in  the  municipality.  This  anomaly  had 
been  noticed  only  in  a  few  cases  and  not  in  the  majority  of  municipalities. 

After  inquiring  from  the  secretary-treasurers  and  teachers,  several 
school  inspectors  gave  the  following  explanation  in  substance.  "  The 
secretary- treasurers  take  the  census  in  September,  while  the  inspectors 
gather  the  school  enrollment  statistics  from  January  15  to  the  end  of 
June.  Between  these  two  dates,  sometimes  from  September  to  May  or 
June,  children  not  counted  by  the  secretary-treasurer  because  they  were 
not  yet  five  years  old,  reach  the  school  age  and  begin  to  attend  school  in 
spring  from  March  or  April  :  As  a  result,  the  school  enrollment  some- 
times exceeds  the  census  taken  by  the  secretary- treasurer,  " 

Some  inspectors  strongly  denounce  the  negligence  of  certain  secre- 
tary-treasurers who  take  an  incomplete  census,  and  propose,  like  Ins- 
pector Boily,  to  "  carry  on  the  work  of  persuasion,  "  in  view  of  obtaining 
a  satisfactory  census  from  all  municipalities.  This  is  indeed  the  real 
way  to  secure  complete  statistics.  But  it  would  only  be  right  to  add 
another  practical  means  :  namely,  the  payment  of  additional  salary  to 
the  secretary-treasurer  for  the  strenuous  work  of  the  yearly  census. 
At  present  the  secretary-treasurers  are  too  pooly  paid  for  their 
important  duties. 

Though  somewhat  defective,  the  census  taken  by  the  secretary- 
treasurers  none  the  less  makes  a  trustworthy  document,  not  to  be  impu- 
gned because  of  a  few  flaws. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  State  of 
New  York,  published  in  Albany,  in  1912,  we  read  the  following  anent 
the  school  census  at  page  324  :  ''  However,  we  are  not  proud  of  the  care 
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and  interest  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  in  taking  school 
censuses.  Reliai)le  Census  infornintion  is  more  often  than  otherwise 
lacking  in  cities  and  viUagcs  and  exen  in  rural  communities  and  hamlets 
where  the  census  may  be  taken  easily  and  with  small  expense.  All  this 
is  true  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  law  specifically  provides  for 
taking  of  the  census  and  the  filing  of  a  copy  of  same  in  school  records 
available  for  the  use  of  teachers,  attendance  officers,  inspectors  and  all 
others  having  a  right  to  send  information  ". 

The  Department  of  Education  of  New  York  State  did  not  set  aside 
their  school  statistics  on  account  of  deficiencies  noticed  in  the  census. 
They  made  use  of  them,  on  the  contrary,  and,  like  our  own  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  and  Bureau  of  Statistics,  endeavoured  to  improve 
them  every  year. 

Census  in  cities  and  towns 

At  your  repeated  request,  the  ^Montreal  and  Quebec  school  muni- 
cipalities will  this  year  take  the  census  of  children  of  school  age  within 
the  limits  of  their  respective  municipalities.  Three  Rivers  and  Sher- 
brooke  will  no  doubt  do  likewise.  From  a  statistical  standpoint,  this 
will  be  a  noteworthy  progress,  as  the  number  of  children  of  school  age  in 
cities  and  towns  was  formerly  calculated  on  the  ratio  of  the  total  popu- 
lation of  the  Province,  a  method  till  used  for  other  statistics. 

Federal  vs  municipal  census. 

The  municipal  census  of  1911  was  also  compared  with  the  federal 
census  taken  in  the  same  year  and  there  were  said  to  be  70,421  fewer 
children  of  school  age  in  the  former  than  in  the  latter.  The  federal 
census  was  taken  in  June,  1911,  and  was  compared  with  the  1910-11 
census  ("see  Superintendent's  Report  for  1910-11,  page  XXIII).  According 
to  the  federal  census,  there  were  in  June,  1911,  521,040  children  between 
5  and  16  years  in  the.  Province  of  Quebec,  and  according  to  the  census 
of  the  secretaries  of  school  municipalities,  450,619  ;  which  explains 
the  difference  of  70,421.  But  the  municipal  census  number  450,619, 
in  the  Superintendent's  report  for  1910-11,  was  not  ascertained  in 
September,  1911,  as  the  census  must  according  to  law,  be  taken,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  Hence  it  is  the  school  census  of  1911- 
1912  which  should  have  been  compared  with  the  federal  census  of  June, 
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1911.  Now,  the  school  census  of  September,  1911,  (see  Superintendent's 
Report  for  1912-13,  page  XXVIII,  giving  statistics  for  1911-12),  gives 
463,023  as  the  number  of  children  of  school  age.  This  is  already 
12,404  more  than  in  1910.  Thus  the  difference  between  the  federal 
census  and  that  of  the  school  commissions  is  really  58,017,  instead 
of  70,421.  This  difference  is  still  too  great  and  it  behooves  the  school 
commissions  to  ascertain  the  exact  truth  about  children  of  school  age  ; 
this  matter  deserves  the  inspector'  earnest  attention. 

Still  it  would  be  premature  to  wholly  set  aside  the  secretary-trea- 
surers' census,  considering  that  those  who  compared  it  with  the  federal 
census  started  from  a  false  premise  by  comparing  1910  with  1911  instead 
of  1911  with  191 1.     Then  is  it  proved  that  the  federal  census  is  faultless  ? 

II.— NORMAL   SCHOOLS. 

My  annual  visit  to  the  boys'  and  girls'  Catholic  normal  schools 
once  more  gave  me  the  opportunity  of  obser\'ing  the  good  working 
of  these  indispensable  institutions  for  training  teachers.  The  drawbacks 
of  the  war  caused  some  confusion  in  our  normal  schools,  especially  in 
the  boys'  school.  The  Military  Ser\'ice  Act,  by  calling  to  the  colours 
young  men  from  19  to  23,  compelled  several  teachers-in-training  to 
leave  the  normal  school  before  the  end  of  the  school  year  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  absence  at  the  front  of  a  son  and  sometimes  two  is 
many  families,  made  it  more  difficult  to  get  students  for  the  girls' 
normal  schools.  In  spite  of  this  drawback  the  normal  school  year  1917- 
18  gave  appreciable  results  : 

STATISTICS 

In  1917-18,  178  teachers-in- training  attended  the  two  boys'  normal 
schools  :  73  the  Laval  and  105  the  Jacques-Cartier.  The  two  schools 
awarded  114  diplomas.  In  1917-18,  965  teachers-in-training  attended 
the  eleven  normal  schools  for  girls  and  644  diplomas  were  awarded. 

In  1917-18,  the  total  number  of  students  who  attended  the  Catholic 
normal  schools,  during  the  whole  school  year,  was  1143,  being  63  less 
than  in    1916-17. 

f 
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111  1917-18,  758  diplomas  were  gi-anted,  making  3()  more  than  in 
191G-17. 

PRACTICAL    RESULTS 

The  following  statistics  relate  to  : 

1.  The  number  of  students  of  the  normal  schools  who  received 
diplomas  in  1917,  and  have  become  teachers  ; 

2.  The  number  of  students  who  received  diplomas  in  June,  1917, 
and  returned  to  the  norm.al  school  to  attend  their  course. 

The  details  of  these  statistics,  are  as  follows  : 

Quebec — Boys,  69  received  diplomas  ;  19  became  teachers  and 
41  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Quebec — Girls,  67  received  diplomas  :  32  became  teachers  and  15 
returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Montreal— ^ Boys,  35  received  diplomas  :  11  became  teachers  and 
21  returned  to  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Montreal — Girls,  78  received  diplomas  :  41  became  teachers  and  34 
returned  to  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Three  Rivers — Girls,  51  received  diplomas  :  34  became  teachers  and 
4  returned  to  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Chicoutimi — Girls,  52  received  diplomas  :  41  became  teachers 
and  3  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Rimouski — ^Girls,  42  received  diplomas  :  24  became  teachers  and 
9  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Nicolet — Girls,  66  received  diplomas  :  46  became  teachers  and 
1  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  her  courses. 

Valleyfield — ^Girls,  50  received  diplomas  :  23  became  teachers  and 
13  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Hull — Girls,  33  received  diplomas  :  15  became  teachers  and  10 
returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Joliette — ^Girls,  35  received  diplomas  :  18  became  teachers  and  9 
returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course. 

St.  Hyacinthe— Girls,  104  received  diplomas  :  44  became  teachers 
and  18  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course.

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'St.  Pascal — Clirls,  40  received  diplomas  :  IS  became  teachers  and 
17  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Out  of  722  students  who  received  diplomas  in  1917,  195  returned 
to  the  normal  school  to  attend  a  higher  course,  bringing  up  to  527  the 
number  of  teachers-in-training  of  both  sexes  who  finally  left  school  in 
June,  1917.  Out  of  this  number,  371  or  70'^x  became  teachers.  In 
1916,  out  of  539  students  who  finally  left  the  normal  school  after  receiving 
diplomas,  386  or  72%  became  teachers.  This  decline  in  1917-18  is 
due  to  several  young  teachers  leaving  for  the  front  and  to  the  urgent 
need  of  well  trained  girls,  who  largely  replaced  young  men  in  offices. 

In  1916-17,  248  Catholic  male  lay  teachers  with  normal  school 
diplomas  taught  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  :  total  number  of  male  lay 
teachers  424  ;  in  1916-17,  1237  Catholic  female  lay  teachers  with  normal 
school  diplomas  taught  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  :  total  number  of 
female  lay  teachers  :  6,234.  To  have  the  exact  number  of  normal 
school  gi-aduates  who  became  teachers,  to  the  1,237  above-mentioned 
should  be  added  those  who  entered  religious  teaching  communities 
after  leaving  the  normal  school  :  far  from  giving  up  teaching,  the  latter 
spend  their  whole  life  in  the  service  of  children. 

PROFESSIONAL    COMPETENCE    OF    NORMAL    SCHOOL    GRADUATES 

To  make  sure  of  this  competence,  I  ascertained  the  note  for  success 
in  teaching  granted  in  17  rural  counties,  namely  :  Rimouski,  Matane, 
Kamouraska,  LTslet,  Chicoutimi,  Lake  St.  John,  St.  Maurice,  Maski- 
nonge,  Joliette,\St.  Hyacinthe,  Bagot,  Nicolet,  Yamaska,  Laprau-ie, 
Beauharnois,  Ottawa,  Labelle. 

In  the  centre  of  these  counties  or  in  their  immediate  neighborhood, 
there  are  normal  schools  for  girls.  The  average  note  of  these  rural 
counties  seems  to  give  a  fairh^  accurate  idea  of  the  gi-aduates'  profes- 
sional value. 

In  these  17  counties,  524  female  teachers  with  normal  school 
diplomas  taught  during  1917-1918.  The  notes  for  success  in  teaching 
are  distributed  as  follows  :  248  excellent,  205  very  good,  62  good, 
6  middling,  3  bad. 
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I  chose  only  rural  schools  to  show  the  graduates'  average  compe- 
tence, because,  as  a  rule,  in  these  schools  the  teachers  have  the  general 
direction.  In  cities  and  towns,  they  teach  in  central  schools,  where 
each  master  or  mistress  is  in  charge  of  only  one  class,  teaches  the  subjects 
of  only  one  year  of  the  course  and  is  not  concerned  with  the  general  direc- 
tion and  discipline.  The  role  of  the  femal  rural  teacher  is  certainly 
more  difficult,  because  it  entails  greater  responsibility. 

III.— CONCLUSIONS. 

The  school  year  1916-17  was  good  on  the  whole.  Progress  con- 
tinues and  becomes  more  marked  in  the  line  of  school  buildings,  im- 
proved furniture,  increased  salaries  and  school  visiting  by  commissioners. 
The  standard  of  studies  tends  to  rise  and  this  progress  is  borne  out  by 
the  increasing  number  of  model  schools  and  academies,  of  students 
attending  the  same  or  special  schools  and  of  candidates  for  superior 
diplomas  before  the  Central  Board. 

Female  teachers  without  a  diploma  are  disappearing  :  in  five 
years  their  number  dropped  fiftj^  per  cent,  while  those  with  a  superior 
diploma  (model  or  academy)  almost  doubled.  The  number  of  Catholic 
teachers  of  both  sexes  having  normal  school  diplomas  has  almost 
trebled,  since  1910  :  567  in  1910  (see  Superintendent's  Report  for 
1909-10),  1,485  in  1917  (see  Educational  Statistics  for  1916-17). 

The  number  of  religious  teachers  of  both  sexes,  who  receive  a 
thorough  professional  training  in  their  institutes,  rose  from  4,756  in 
1908-09  to  6,416  in  1916-17.  (Superintendent's  Report  and  Educa- 
tional Statistics). 

In  1916-17,  the  total  number  of  Catholic  teachers  of  both  sexes, 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  who  had  received  a  professional  training 
amounted  to  7,901  :  1,485  lay  and  6,416  religious  teachers  (see  Educa- 
tional Statistics  for  1916-17). 

Notwithstanding  the  drawbacks  of  the  war,  the  percentage  of 
school  attendance  has  hardly  fallen,  and  that  of  non-attendance  is  a 
fraction  less. 

But  certain  weak  points  and  deficiencies  should  be  pointed  out 
once  more,  in  order  to  correct  them  both. 
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These  weak  points  are  the  indifference  of  certain  school  commissions 
to  the  progress  of  the  schools  under  their  care  ;  the  scantiness  of  salaries 
in  many  cases  ;  the  too  frequent  change  of  teachers  in  the  same  district  ; 
the  irregular  and  too  slow  promotion  of  pupils  from  the  4th  year  up- 
wards. 

Among  the  deficiencies  may  be  noted  the  lack  of  sanctions  in  primary 
studies  and  the  want  of  coordination  between  our  different  degrees  of 
teaching  (Certificate  of  studies)  ;  also  the  lack  of  a  scale  of  salaries 
which  would  guarantee  to  teachers  an  annual  increase  up  to  a  reasonable 
maximum.  This  scale  should  take  into  account  the  degree  of  the 
diploma. 

The  weak  points  just  enumerated  have  been  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  proper  authorities  by  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and 
inspectors,  and  with  success,  since  there  is  a  marked  progress  every 
year.  But  more  is  required  :  the  considerable  progress  achieved  since 
a  score  of  years  is  both  an  incentive  and  a  proof  that  persuasion  is  the 
quickest  way  to  gain  an  objective. 

The  lack  of  a  certificate  of  studies  will  soon  be  made  good,  for  the 
Catholic  Committee  has  approved  the  idea  by  submitting  the  study 
of  a  plan  thereof  to  a  sub-committee  which  will  at  the  same  time  be 
entrusted  with  the  revision  of  the  course  of  study.  The  solution  of 
these  two  questions  wall  secure  both  a  better  system  of  promoting 
students  and  an  extension  of  the  school  period  for  pupils  between 
12  and  16  years  of  age.  It  will  also  solve  the  problem  of  coordinating 
the  various  courses,  as  the  sub-committee  will  no  doubt  give  some 
practical  suggestion  on  this  score. 

There  remains  to  settle  a  scale  of  salaries  based  on  the  degree  of 
the  diploma,  success  in  school  and  number  of  years  of  teaching.  This 
reform  would  considerably  lessen  the  number  of  teachers  who  change 
class  every  j^ear  and  retain  in  the  career  those  possessing  most  pro- 
fessional knowledge.

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REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  GENERAL  OF  PROTESTANT 

SCHOOLS 


Quebec,    11th    July,    1918. 
Sir, 

The  reports  of  the  Protestant  inspectors  are,  in  general,  briefer  than 
usual,  owing  to  the  fact  that  their  statistics  are  summarized  in  the 
"Summary  of  Statistics"  form  prepared  by  the  Statistician  of  the  Prov- 
ince. This  new  form  calls  for  the  statistics  of  all  grades  of  school.  Hence 
it  is  not  suitable  for  the  majority  of  the  Protestant  inspectors.  Only  two 
of  them  (Inspectors  Rev.  J.  ]M.  Sutherland  and  Rev.  I.  N.  Kerr)  visit 
the  superior  schools  in  their  districts  of  inspection  in  addition  to  the 
elementary  schools.  They  alone,  therefore,  are  able  to  give  the  complete 
reports,  such  as  are  given  by  the  Roman  Catholic  inspectors. 

This  fact  makes  it  necessary  for  students  of  the  statistics  to  refrain 
from  wrong  deductions  when  considering  the  statistics  of  the  other  Pro- 
testant inspectors.  It  is  possible,  for  instance,  that  there  may  be  a  wide 
gap  at  times  between  the  census  of  ''children  of  school  age"  and  the 
enrolment  figures.  A  number  of  the  children  apparently  "not  at  school'' 
are  in  reahty  attending  superior  schools  under  other  Protestant  boards 
in  the  same  district  of  inspection.  The  superior  school  statistics  in  these 
cases  are  given  by  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools. 

In  October  last  the  concluding  meetings  of  the  Protestant  Com- 
mittee campaign,  which  had  begun  in  December  1916  in  the  western  part 
of  the  Province,  were  held  in  Bonaventure  and  Gaspe  counties.  As  no 
member  of  the  Protestant  Committee  could  attend  them  at  that  time 
of  the  year  I  had  to  take  charge  of  the  meetings  on  behalf  of  the  Depart- 
ment, assisted  at  New  Carlisle  by  Inspector  Rev.  J.  M.  Sutherland  and 
at  Gaspe  Village  by  Inspector  Rev.  I.  N.  Kerr.  The  meeting  at  New 
Carlisle  was  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  October  9th,  and  the  one  at  Gaspe 
Village,  on  Thursday  morning  the  11th.     Thanks  to  the  kindness  of  the 
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Railway  Company  in  affording  nominal  fares  there  was  a  fine  atten- 
dance of  school  board  members  and  secretary-treasurers  from  the  greater 
part  of  the  Coast — a  territory  two  hundred  miles  in  length.  The  dis- 
cussions were  of  a  most  interesting  character,  the  various  school  board 
members  and  secretaries  showing  very  conclusively  that  they  are  eager 
and  intelligent  students  of  the  educational  welfare  of  their  communities. 
Not  less  evident  was  the  fact  that  they  take  a  direct  and  practical  inte- 
rest in  the  course  of  study  and  school  book  questions.  I  submitted  a 
special  report  on  this  subject  on  my  return,  and  it  was  duly  presented  to 
the  Protestant  Committee. 

Both  at  New  Carlisle  and  at  Gaspe  Village  County  School  Board 
Associations  were  formed,  for  affiUation  with  the  Protestant  School 
Board  Association  of  the  Province.  At  both  meetings  it  was  stated  that 
representatives  would  be  sent  to  the  next  annual  meeting  at  Montreal. 

On  Wednesday,  October  10th,  I  attended  the  teachers'  conference 
(Inspector  Rev.  J.  M.  Sutherland's)  at  New  Carlisle,  and  on  Friday  the 
12th  the  teachers'  conference  (Inspector  Rev.  I.  N.  Kerr)  at  Gaspe  Vil- 
lage. The  Coast  teachers  manifest  an  active  interest  in  their  work,  and 
it  is  worth  remembering  that  the  counties  of  Bonaventure  and  Gaspe 
furnish  quite  a  number  of  Macdonald  College  trained  teachers  to  the 
western  parts  of  the  Province.  The  educational  activity  in  this  part  of 
Quebec  at  the  present  time  is  due  doubtless  to  some  extent  to  the  fact 
that  the  English  population  is  increasing  rather  than  diminishing.  The 
number  of  pupils  increased  by  .500  in  the  last  ten  years.  The  average 
enrolment  per  school  is  about  30. 

Just  before  leaving  for  the  Gaspe  coast  in  October  I  visited  Parent ^ — ■ 
a  divisional  point  on  the  Transcontinental  Railway — 250  miles  northwes  t 
of  the  City  of  Quebec,  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  for  the  estabUshment 
of  a  Protestant  school.  An  independent  school  was  built  by  private 
subscription  among  the  railway  emploj^ees  and  was  opened  before  the  end 
of  the  school  year.  Notice  of  dissent  was  gven  before  the  first  of  ^lay, 
and  no  doubt  at  the  time  of  writng  (July)  a  board  of  trustees  has  been 
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elected.  Rev.  R.  J.  Shires  of  La  Tuque,  who  has  taken  much  interest 
in  the  new  municipality,  accompanied  me  to  Parent.  In  previous 
annual  reports  1  have  had  occasion  to  draw  attention  to  the  interesting 
fact  that  Protestant  schools  are  being  planted  on  the  Laurentian  plateau 
in  districts  which  were  the  wilderness  only  a  few  years  ago.  The  admi- 
rable schools  at  La  Tuque  and  Kenogami  arc  flourishing  instances  of 
the  northern  development.  It  is  not  improbable  that  our  interests  may 
extend  to  James'  Ba}^  before  many  years.  No  one  who  has  visited  even 
the  fringe  onlj-  of  this  vast  territory  in  the  north  part  of  the  Province  can 
doubt  but  that  a  great  industrial  futm-e  is  to  be  looked  for  in  this  domain 

In  June  I  visited  Three  Rivers,  where  an  awakened  interest  is  being 
taken  in  the  Protestant  school.  The  industrial  development  of  Three 
Rivers  in  the  last  few  years  has  brought  with  it  an  increased  number  of 
the  Protestant  population.  As  a  consequence  there  is  a  desire  for 
improved  school  facilities,  the  academy  building  which  has  served  the 
Protestants  for  many  years  being  now  inadequate  in  every  respect.  The 
several  manufacturing  companies  have  taken  a  direct  interest  in  the 
subject,  and  have  volunteered  to  give  considerable  subscriptions  towards 
a  new  building  and  towards  maintenance. 

This  new  spirit  on  the  part  of  the  manufacturers  in  all  districts  of 
the  Province  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  "signs  of  the  times".  Instead 
of  asking  for  exemption  from  school  taxes,  the  companies  are  now 
cheerfully  pacing  them,  and  adding  voluntary  subscriptions.  It  is  a 
hopeful  sign  when  the  intelligent  employees  are  demanding,  as  they  are 
to-day,  good  school  facilities  for  their  children. 

It  is  evident  now  that  the  rural  teachers  must  be  better  paid  at  once 
ov  .one  will  be  available — at  least  with  diplomas.  School  boards  which 
^■.rained  teachers  eight  years  ago  at  the  wretched  pittance  of  .S18.00  a 
month  now  find  difficulty  in  getting  them  (after  advertising  local  and 
city  newspapers)  at  S3o.00  a  month.  The  time  has  arrived  when  nothing 
loss  than  $50.00  a  month  should  be  offered.     This  looks  like  a  largo  jump 
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from  the  standard  of  only  a  few  years  ago,  but  the  times  have  changed 
both  for  teachers  and  for  the  rural  ratepayers  in  most  cases.     The  cost 
of  hving  for  the  teacher  has  greatly  increased,  and  the  quaUfied  ones  are 
constantly  tempted  to  the  $60.00  and    $70.00  a  month  salaries  in  the 
western  provinces.     The  rural  municipalities  are  in  most  instances  well 
quahfied  to  offer  the  higher  salaries.     The  new  valuations  which  were 
made  in  many  municipalities  last  year  (in  accordance  with  the  Municipal 
Code)  have  shown  that  the  previous  valuations  were  usually  only  a  third 
a  fourth  or  even  a  less  fraction  than  that,  of  the  real  value,  and  that  con- 
sequently the  nominal  rate  of  say  $1.00  on  the  $100.00  was  really  only 
about  25  cents,  or  two  and  a  half  mills  on  the  dollar.     After  close  enquiry 
on  this  subject  in  various  parts  of  the  Pro\dnce,  I  am  convinced  that 
there  is  no  excuse  for  delay  in  the  matter  of  raising  the  standard  of  the 
salaries  of  the  rural  teachers.     The  economic  reasons  are  not  confined 
to  the  fact  that  trained  teachers  are  allured  to  other  provinces  where  the 
reward  is  greater  ;  young  women  of  ability  are  constantly  afforded  more 
attractive  careers  in  our  own  Province  as  trained  nurses  and  as  steno- 
gTaphers  and  typewriters  in  banks  and  business  offices.     The  war  has 
intensified  this  demand,  and  an  inadequate  supply  of  trained  teachers  is 
not  only  evident  now  throughout  the  Province,  but  is  bound  to  become 
still   more  inadequate  in   the  immediate  future.     Unless  the   dreary, 
hopeless  and  essentially  immoral  conclusion  is  held  that  "it  does  not 
matter"  what  kind  of  a  teacher  is  engaged  as  long  as  she  is  wilhng  to 
accept  the  salary  that  is  offered,  this  question  of  a  minimum  of  at  least 
fifty  dollars  a  month  for  the  rural  elementary  teachers  must  be  faced 
at  once.     And  it  is  equally  certain  that  the  salaries  in  the  rural  interme- 
diate or  model  schools  must  be  advanced.     The  facts  and  figures  which 
demonstrate  the  need  of  action,  and  which  also  prove  that  there  are  few 
municipalities  unable  to  meet  the  situation,  might  well  be  the  main  sub- 
ject of  discussion  in  another  and  early  campaign.     The  example  of  the 
British  parliament  in  adopting  a  great  progressive  educational  policy 
involving  increased  expenditures  in  war  time,  is  one  to  be  followed. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  of  increased  salaries  for  the  rural 
teachers,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  at  the  last  Congress  of  Inspectors  a 
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resolution,  passed  by  the  Roman  Catholic  inspectors  and  endorsed  by 
the  Protestant  inspectors,  called  for  a  raising  of  the  minimum  standards 
which  quaUfy  the  rural  school  boards  to  participate  in  the  Minimum 
Salary  grants.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  Polytechnic  School  of 
Montreal,  for  the  academy  year,  1917-18. 

The  number  of  pupils  inscribed  this  year  was  142,  di\'ided  as  follows:

The  School  Corporation  inaugurated  courses  this  year  for  the  obten- 
tion  of  chemistry  engineers'  diplomas  ;  very  complete  laboratories  for 
industrial  chemistry  were  estabhshed,  thanks  to  the  financial  support  of 
the  manufacturers  of  the  Chainhre  de  Coinmerce  of  ^Montreal  who  have 
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understood  all  the  importance  of  research  laboratories  for  national  indus- 
tries. 

Messrs  L.  Bourgoin  and  P.  LeCointe  were  appointed  professors  of 
industrial  chemistry  and  charged  with  the  analytical  and  research  labo- 
ratories. 

In  the  first  year  5  pupils,  having  already  obtained  a  diploma  of  civil 
engineer,  asked  to  follow  special  courses  in  a  supplementary  year  and 
obtained  a  chemical  engineer's  diploma.  They  are  :  Messrs  L. 
Delorme,  J.  E.  Fleury,  E.  Giguere,  B.  Loignon  and  A.  RoUand,  who  all 
found  lucrative  situations  on  leaving. 

Ten  pupils  of  the  4th  year  in  the  Engineering  Division  obtained  a 
civil  engineer's  diploma.  Among  those  who  received  diplomas  we 
might  name  ]Mr.  L.  Brunotto,  with  the  greatest  distinction  and  ]\Iessrs 
C.  E.  Lamarche,  L.  Larin,  J.  E.  Payment,  with  distinction. 

Eight  pupils  of  the  4th  year  in  the  Architecture  Division  obtained 
an  architect's  diploma.  Among  them  we  might  name,  Mr.  Maurice 
Verge,  with  distinction. 

Out  of  the  46  pupils  in  the  Preparatory  School,  26  underwent  suc- 
cessful examinations  for  admission  ; 

15  for  the  j^ear  in  the  Polytechnic  School  ; 

11  for  the  1st  section  of  the  Preparatory  School. 

The  very  great  difference  between  the  number  of  pupils  inscribed  in 
the  preparatory  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  the  number  that 
underwent  supplementary  examinations,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  students  were  obliged  to  abandon  their  studies  on  account  of 
military  conscription.  For  the  same  reason,  a  hke  falling  off  will  take 
place  for  the  school  year  1918-19,  in  the  total  number  of  students  in 
school.

3  and  4. — ■"  Lessons  in  English,  Elementarj-  Course  "  and  Lessons 
in  English,  Intermediate  Course  ",  by  the  Brothers  of  the  Christian 
Schools. — The  request  for  the  approbation  of  these  two  books  was 
withdrawn. 

5. — "  Cours  d'Histoire  d'Angleterre,  8e  Annee  ",  by  Les  Sceurs 
de  la  Congregation  de  Notre-Dame. — Recommended. 

6.^ — "  Le  Deuxieme  Li^Te  des  Enfants  ",  by  Les  Soeurs  de  la  Con- 
gregation  de   Notre-Dame. ^ — ^Recommended. 

7. — "  Methode  phonique  de  langue  anglaise  ",  by  un  Normalien. — 
The  sub-committee  cannot  recommend  this  work  because  it  is  not 
printed,  and  besides  it  would  not  wish  to  pronounce  final  judgment 
on  the  method  itself. 
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8.—"  Tableaux  d'enseignement  antialcoolique  ",  by  Les  Clercs  de 
St-Viateur.  These  tableaux  do  not  enter  into  the  category  of  works 
which  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  recommendation  of  this  sub-committee. 

Honourable  Dr  Guerin  having  j-emarked  that  there  was  no  history 
of  Ireland  for  theCathoHc  pupils  speaking  the  EngHsh  language,  present- 
ed a  work  entitled  "  A  History  of  Ireland  for  Schools,  Academies  and 
Colleges  ",  by  A.  M.  Nolan.— The  sub-committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
this  book  be  recommended  on  condition  that  an  edition  be  published 
conformably  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Catholic  Committee.

]\Ir.  Jules  Edouard  Prevost  proposed  and  it  was  resolved  that 
article  2  of  the  report  of  the  sub-committee  charged  with  the  examination 
of  classical  books  be  adopted  with  the  following  restrictions  :  Tha^  the 
new  edition  of  ''  Lectures  Graduees  ",  3rd  book,  by  Les  Freres  des 
Ecoles  Chretiennes,  be  approved  with  the  understanding  that  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction  ad\'ise  the  editors  not  to  put  this  edition 
in  circulation  before  a  year  from  now. 

The  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  class  books  was  approved 
with  the  modification  above  mentioned. 

The  following  resolution  was  carried:  ''  The  twenty  tables  regard- 
ing antialcoholic  teaching  submitted  to  this  committee,  by  Les  Clercs  de 
St.  Mateur,  are  declared  by  competent  judges  "  conformable  to  the 
present  scientific  data,  to  what  is  taught  in  universities  throughout  the 
world  and  to  experience".  They,  have  been  admired  wherever 
they  have  been  exhibited.  They  may  have  the  most  salutary  influ- 
ence on  j^outh.  Consequently  it  was  proposed  by  the  Archbishop  of 
Montreal,  supported  by  the  Honourable  Judge  Robidoux,  that  the  Go- 
vernment be  asked  to  give  its  attention  to  these  tables  and  that  it  intro- 
duce them,  if  possible,  into  the  schools  of  the  Province  ". 

The  Committee  considered  the  following  minutes  of  the  thirty-third

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved  at  the

The  following  report  was  read  : 

REPORT  OF  THE  CENTRAL  BOARD  OF  CATHOLIC  EXAMINERS 

The  Central  Board  of  Catholic  examiners  has  the  honour  of  sub- 
mitting its  report  for  the  year  1916-1917,  in  comphance  with  the  pres- 
criptions of  article  113  of  the  regulations  of  the  Cathohc  Committee. 

The  Board  met  twice  at  Quebec  during  the  course  of  this  year, 
the  first  time,  the  17th  of  April,  1917,  and  the  second,  the  2nd  and  3rd 
of  August  last. 

At  their  meeting  of  the  17th  of  April,  the  members  of  the  Board 
busied  themselves  with  the  general  arrangement  of  the  examinations 
for  the  current  year,  with  the  choice  of  examiners  delegated  and  charged 
with  the  supervision  of  the  male  and  female  candidates  and  with  the 
preparation  of  questions  and  problems  to  be  submitted  to  the  candi- 
dates for  elementary,  model  and  academic  diplomas.  The  questions 
and  problems  approved  are  annexed  to  the  present  report. 

The  2nd  and  3rd  of  August  last  the  members  of  the  Board  proceded 
to  the  revision  of  the  correction  of  examination  papers  which  had  been 
corrected  during  the  month  of  July,  and  to  the  granting  of  diplomas 
to  candidates  who  had  kept,  on  the  various  subjects  of  the  programme, 
the  number  of  points  required  by  the  regulations. 

The  examinations  lasted  four  days,  from  the  25th  to  the  29th  of 
June,  inclusively,  and  they  took  place  in  32  localities  mentioned  in 
article  80  of  the  regulations  of  the  Cathohc  Committee.  The  programme 
of  the  normal  schools  was  followed  this  year  for  the  second  time. 

The  year  was  remarkable  for  the  great  number  of  candidates  who 
presented  themselves  before  the  Board  and  for  the  progress  noted  in 
the  answers  to  the  examination  questions. 

2,603  male  and  female  candidates  were  admitted  to  the  examinations 
after  having  complied  strictly  with  the  examinations  ;  this  is  162  more 
than  last  year. 
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The  2,603  candidates,  232  men,  of  whom  122  were  brothers  of 
religious  teaching  communities,  and  2,371  women,  of  whom  53  were 
nuns  of  various  communities,  are  divided  as  follows  : 

1,280  (29  men  and  1,251  women)  for  the  elementary  school  diploma; 

1,056  (118  men  and  938  women)  for  primary  intermediate  school 
(model)  diploma  ; 

267  (80  men  and  187  women)  for  the  i)rimary  superior  school 
(academy)  diploma  ; 

2,227  passed  their  examinations,  namely  ; 

1,125  obtained  their  elementary  diploma  (23  male  and  1,102  female 
candidates)  ; 

883  obtained  their  model  diploma  (89  male  and  794  female  candi- 
dates) ; 

219  obtained  their  academy  diploma  (58  male  candidates  and  161 
female  candidates)  ; 

376  did  not  succeed  in  obtaining  their  diplomas,  namely  ; 

155  failed  to  obtain  their  elementary  diploma  ((y  male  and  149 
female  candidates)  ; 

173  failed  to  obtain  their  model  diploma  (32  male  and  141  female 
candidates)  ; 

48  failed  to  obtain  their  academy  diploma  (24  male  and  24  female 
candidates). 

Which  gives  the  following  results  : 

1.  For  the  elementary  diploma,  88%  succeeded  and   12%  failed. 

2.  For  the  model  diploma,  84%  succeeded "  and  16%  failed. 

3.  For  the  academy  diploma,  82%  succeeded  and  18%  failed. 
General   result  :      85.55%   of   all   the   candidates   obtained   their 

diplomas  and  14.45''c  failed  to  obtain  them.

His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal  proposed,  seconded  by  Mr. 
John  Ahem,  and  it  was  resolved  : 

That  the  following  appointments  be  recommended  to  the  govern- 
ment  for   the   Jacques-Cartier   Normal   School: 

1.  The  appointment  of  Mr.  Arthur  Laurendeau  as  special  professor 
of  singing,  to  replace  Mr.  Octave  Pelletier,  resigned,  with  an  annual 
salary  of  .S400. ; 

2.  The  appointment  of  ]\Ir.  Rodolphe  ^larcile  as  ordinary  professor, 
to  replace  Mr.  Saluste  Duval,  who  died  on  July  26th  last. 

It  was  proposed  by  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Joliette,  seconded 
by  Mgr  Ross,  that  in  view  of  the  illness  of  Canon  Irenee  Gervais, 
principal  of  the  Joliette  Normal  School  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  his 
illness  may  necessitate  a  rest  the  length  of  which  cannot  be  determined, 
an  interim  principal  be  named  for  that  school  and  that  abbe  Alphonse 
Piette,  professor  in  the  Joliette  Seminary,  be  named  to  fill  that  office. — 
Carried. 

The  president  having  submitted  the  minutes  of  the  third  convention 
of  the  Normal  School  principals,  and  some  wishes  expressed  by  the 
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school  inspectors  at  their  last  convention  in  September  last,  it  was 
resolved,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  John  Ahern,  that  the  taking  into  consi- 
deration of  these  two  documents  be  postponed  to  February  next. 

MINUTES    OF    THE    THIRD    CONVENTION    OF   NORMAL    SCHOOL    PRINCIPALS. 

Sitting   of   29th    June,    1917. 
(Morning). 

Present  : — Honourable  GjTille-F.  Delage,  superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  clairman;  Mgr  Th.-G.  Rouleau,  principal  of  Laval  Normal 
School  ;  Mgr  F.-X.  Ross,  principal  of  Rimouski  Normal  School; 
Canon  I.  Gervais,  principal  of  Joliette  Normal  School;  Abbe  S.  Corbeil, 
principal  of  Hull  Normal  School;  Abbe  L.-A.  Desrosiers,  principal  of 
Jacques-Cartier  Normal  School;  Abbe  N.  Degagne,  principal  of  Chi- 
coutimi  Normal  School;  Abbe  J. -A.  Fontaine,  principal  of  Saint  Hya- 
cinthe  Normal  School;  Abbe  A.  Lelaidier,  principal  of  Three  Rivers 
Normal  School;  Abbe  T.  Melan^on,  principal  of  Nicolet  Normal  School; 
Abbe  L.  Mousseau,  principal  of  Valleyfield  Normal  School;  Abbe  A. 
Beaudet,  principal  of  Saint  Pascal  Classical  and  household  science  School; 
Mr.  J.-N.  Miller,  secretary  of  the  department  of Publiclnstruction;  Mr. 
C.-J .  IMagnan,  inspector-general  of  Catholic  schools ;  Mr.  Antoine  Dessane, 
secretary  of  the  convention. 

The  Clairman  opened  the  convention  at  10  o'clock  and  submitted 
the  first  item  of  the  order  of  the  day. 

"  Is  it  opportune  to  fix  an  age  for  the  admission  of  pupils  to  the 
Normal  School  ?"  (See  article  157  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic 
Committee). 

On  the  motion  of  Abbe  Corbeil,  seconded  by  ]^Igr  Ross  it  was 
decided  to  allow  the  statu  quo  continue. 

The  Clairman  submitted  the  2nd  article  of  the  order  of  the  day: 
"How  much  English  should  be  required  in  the  granding  of  a  French  di- 
ploma and  vice  versa."  (See  articles  154  and  158  of  the  Regulations  of 
the  Catholic  Committee.)" 

It  was  moved  by  Abb^  Degagne,  seconded  by  Abbe  Fontaine,  to 
add  to  article  158  of  the  Regulations  the  following  phrase:  ''As  to  those 
who  wish  to  obtain  a  diploma  in  a  language  other    than    their   mother 
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tongue,  they  can  do  so  only  on  condition  of  keeping  sixty  per  cent  in 
the  following  subjects  of  that  language,  namely:  grammar,  dictation, 
composition."     Carried. 

The  Clairman  offered  the  third  article  of  the  order  of  the  day  for 
consideration:  "Question  of  the  granting  of  scholarships"  See  article 
163  ol  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee. 

After  discusing  the  question,  the  convention  did  not  see  fit  to  take 
a  decision  on  this  subject. 

The  4th  article  of  the  order  of  the  day  was  considered:  "English  in 
the  superior  course  of  the  Normal  Schools"  (omission).  See  Regulations 
of  Catholic  Committee,  page  186. 

After  discussing  the  article,  it  was  decided  to  add  to  the  academy 
programme,  page  186  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee, 
•egarding  the  French  Language,  chapter  V  of  the  programme  regarding 
the  English  Language  which  is  found  on  pages  181  and  182  of  the  said 
Regulations,  and  to  substitute  the  words  "Fourth  Reader"  for  "Third 
Reader". 

It  being  noon,  the  Clairman  adjourned  the  sitting  to  2  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon. 

Afternoon  sitting. 

Present:  the  same. 

The  5th  article  of  the  programme  was  considered,  namely:  "That 
article  157  of  the  Regulations  of  the  CathoHc  Committee  read  as  follows: 
"The  required  age  for  obtaining  a  male  teacher's  diploma  is  18  years 
and  a  female  teacher's  diploma  is  17  years  completed  on  the  31st  of 
December  in  the  year  in  which  the  final  examination  is  passed." 

The  principal  of  the  Laval  Normal  School  proposed:  "  to  add  to 
article  157  of  the  Regulations  of  the  CathoHc  Committee,  after  the  word 
"  academy  ",  in  the  sixth  line,  the  words  "model  and  elementary." 

A  vote  having  been  taken  on  the  motion,  those  who  voted  for:  the 
principals  of  Laval,  Jacques-Cartier  and  Valleyfield  Normal  Schools; 

Those  who  voted  against:  the  principals  of  Rimouski,  Joliette, 
Hull,  Chicoutimi,"  St.  Hyacinthe,  Three  Rivers,  Nicolet  and  St.  Pascal 
Normal    Schools. 

The  motion  being  lost,  article  157  of  the  Regulations  of  the  CathoUc 
Committee  remains  as  it  is. 

Article  6  of  the  order  of  the  day  was  read:  "Superior  course  (Aca- 
demy); that  the  final  examination  take  place  in  April,  and  that  peda- 
gogy be  the  only  subject  of  the  programme  till  the  end  of  the  school  year." 
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It  was  moved  by  Abbe  Desrosiers,  seconded  by  Abbe  Mousseau , 
that  article  153  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee,  para- 
graph 2,  read  as  follows  : 

(2)  In  the  academy  course,  the  final  examination  may  take  place 
during  the  month  of  May,  the  rest  of  the  year  being  consecrated  to  the 
study  of  Pedagogy;  and  in  the  other  courses,  during  the  month  of  June, 
at  a  time  fixed  by  the  principal,  and  this  examination  will  bear  on  each 
of  the  subjects  studied  during  the  year.  It  will  comprise  three  series  of 
examinations  :  (a)  a  written  examination;  (6)  a  practice  examination; 
(c)   an  oral  examination. — ^Carried. 

Article  7  of  the  order  of  the  day  is  then  submitted:  "Final  examina- 
tion in  botany,  natural  history,  hygiene  during  the  year."  It  was 
unanimously  resolved  to  add  to  the  course  of  study  for  the  ele- 
mentary diploma  in  the  chapter  relating  to  natural  sciences,  the  following 
subjects  respecting  zoology:  "General  notions — -mammiferous  animals; 
birds;  reptiles  ;  and  batracia  ;  fish,  insects  :  the  inferior  classes  of  the 
animal  kingdom." 

The  Clairman  brought  forward  the  questions  relating  to  the  pro- 
gramme of  studies. 

Articles  1  and  3  relating  to  the  same  subject  are  discussed  toFether: 
Article  1.  "  Altering  the  course  of  study  :  namely,  if  it  would  not 
be  well  to  shorten  certain  subjects;  v.  g.  History  of  England,  History 
of  France,  Historj-  of  the  United  States,  Natural  Sciences,  Algebra,  so  as 
to  give  more  time  to  other  subjects,  such  as  Pedagog}',  Historj'of  Canada, 
Literature  and  Catechism — ^(See  regulations  of  Catholic  Committee, 
at  pages  178,  179,  182,  183,  184)."— Carried. 

Article  3.^ — ■"  General  History  Course  at  the  Normal  School." 

It  was  proposed  by  Abbe  Degagne,  seconded  by  Abbe  ]\iousseau : 
"  to  add  to  the  course  of  study  in  the  intermediate  primary  course 
(Model  Course),  the  History  of  Canada,  which  is  taught  in  the  elemen- 
tary course,  by  developing  it  more  fully." — -Carried.     ' 

At  5  o'clock  the  president  adjourned  the  meeting  until  8  p.  m. 
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Evening  sitting. 

Present  :  the  same. 

Article  2  of  the  order  of  the  day:  '*  Object  lessons  in  the  Elementary 
and  intermediate  courses." 

It  was  proposed  by  Abbe  Desrosiers  and  seconded  by  Abbe  Eon 
taine  :  "  That  natural  sciences  be  taught  in  Normal  Schools  under  the 
form  of  object  lessons."— Carried. 

Article  4  of  the  order  ot  the  day  :  ''Course  of  religion  :  to  make  a 
more  concise  statement  of  what  is  understood  by  ''course  of  Religion", 
in  the  Normal  Schools,  etc.  (See  programme  of  Normal  Schools, 
pages  180  and  185  of  the  R.  of  C.  C.)" 

After  discussing  the  matter,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  thi 
•'  Course  of  ReHgion  "  for  the  Elementary  course,  comprise  :  usual 
prayers  in  the  mother  tongue  and  in  Latin ;  the  catechism  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec  with  fuller  explanations  of  the  Creed,  the  Sacra- 
ments and  the  Commandments  ; 

For  the  model  course  :  the  catechism  of  the  Province  of  Quebec 
with  fuller  explanations  of  the  Creed,  the  Sacraments,  the  Command- 
ments of  God  and  of  the  Church." 

Article  5  of  the  order  of  the  day  :  "  Pedagogy  :  add  to  the  pro- 
gramme of  the  intermediate  course  :  special  methodology,  and  to  that 
of  the  superior  course  :  general  methodology,  special  methodology,  and 
that  which  the  course  of  study  for  superior  primary  schools  com- 
prises ". 

Article  6  of  the  order  of  the  day  :  "  Physical  education  :  Gymnas- 
tics ;  prohibition  of  piano  practice,  typewriting,  etc.,  immediately 
after  meals  ". 

Seeing  that  these  studies  are  optional,  it  was  decided  to  leave  the 
question  to  the  discretion  of  the  J3rincipals  of    the   Normal   Schools. 

Article  7  of  the  order  of  the  day  :  "  Intellectual  Education  :  Peda- 
gogical clubs  ;   choice  of  text  books,  etc." 

It  was  decided  to  leave  this  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  prin- 
cipals of  the  normal  schools. 

The  chairman  submitted  special  suggestions  that  were  put  on  the 
order  of  the  day. 
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Article  1  and  2  ;  the  first  :  "  Has  not  the  time  arrived  to  transform 
the  Catholic  normal  schools  of  our  Province  into  pedagogical  schools 
purely  and  simply  "  ;  and  the  second  :  To  advise  on  the  means  to  be 
taken  to  encourage  pupils  with  diplomas,  to  return  and  try  for  higher 
diplomas  ". 

Xo  decision  was  taken  on  these  two  subjects  after  discussion  was 
had. 

Article  3  of  the  order  of  the  day  :  "  Utility  of  a  special  manual 
to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  normal  school  pupils  for  the  study  of 
school  laws  and  regulations  '". 

The  principals  express  the  wish  that  the  school  laws  and  regulations 
be  put  in  the  form  of  a  special  manual  adapted  to  Normal  Schools. 

Article  4  of  the  order  of  the  day  : 

"  (a)  That  agricultural  teaching  in  the  Normal  Schools  be  given 
by  the  ordinary-  teachers  (or  one  of  the  ordinary  teachers)  ;  (b)  that 
this  teacher  follow  the  special  summer  courses,  which  courses  should 
be  given  according  to  a  programme  that  would  ensure  the  competency 
of  the  said  teacher  as  regards  what  should  be  taught  to  male  and  female 
normal  pupils  ;  (c)  that  an  agricultural  teaching  programme  be  drawn 
up  for  the  use  of  the  Normal  Schools,  said  programme  to  cover  two 
years  of  studies  ;  (d)  that  an  annual  grant  of  fifty  dollars  be  given  to 
every  normal  school  to  ensure  the  success  of  this  teaching.  (See  R. 
of  C.  C.  pages  174  and  179). 

After  certain  remarks  made  by  Abbe  Corbeil  and  Mgr  Ross, 
it  was  suggested  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  come 
to  an  understanding  with  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  so  as  to  settle 
this  question. 

It  was  moved  by  abbe  Degagne  and  resolved  unanimously  "that  an 

indemnity  of  fifty  dollars  be  voted  to  the  Secretary  of  this  convention  "  . 
And  the  convention  ended.

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Some  wishes  expressed  by  the  Convention  of  school  Inspectors, 
held  at  Quebec,  the  4th,  5th,  Gth  and  7th  September,  1917. 

The  school  inspectors  expressed  the  following  wishes  by  resolutions : 

1. — "  That  article  2702  of  the  school  law  be  amended  by  adding 
at  the  beginning  the  words  :    "  The  inspector  of  schools  ". 

2.- — That  article  2718  of  the  Education  Act  be  amended  as  follows  : 

By  changing,  in  the  fourth  line,  the  words  "  before  the  first  of  'May", 
to  "  before  the  first  of  June  ". 

3.— That  article  2768  of  the  R.  S.  P.  Q.,  1909,  be  amended  by 
adding  thereto,  at  the  eighth  line,  after  the  words  16  years,  the  words 
"and  from  16  to  18  years"^ — -and  that  a  paragraph  be  added  to  this  article 
declaring  that  the  school  commission  should  pay  an  indemnity  to  the 
secretary-treasurer    for    taking    the  census. 

4. — That  article  3004  of  the  school  law  be  amended  by  replacing, 
in  the  eighth  line,  the  words  "  the  or  before  the  30th  June,  1913  ", 
by  the  words  "  the  or  before  the  30th  June,  1920  ". 

5. — ^That  the  profits  which  female  teachers  desire  to  see  added 
to  the  pension  fund  in  compliance  with  article  3030  of  the  Education 
Act  be  calculated  at  their  real  value. 

6. — ^That  article  18  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee 
be  amended  b}'  adding  thereto,  after  the  words  "  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  "  in  the  fourth  Hne,  the  words  :  "  and  by  the  school 
inspectors  in  their  respective  inspection  districts  ''. 

7.  That  article  47  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee 
be  amended  by  adding  in  the  sixth  line,  after  the  words  :  "  expenses 
of  the  said  inspector  ",  the  following  words  :  "  and,  moreover,  a  fee 
of  from  $5.  to  $10.  " 

8.  That  this  Convention  expresses  the  wish  that  English  reading 
be  required  at  the  examination  of  candidates  who  present  themselves 
for  a  French  teaching  diploma,  and  French  reading  to  male  and  female 
candidates  who  present  themselves  for  an  English  teaching  diploma. 

9.— That  a  certificate  of  studies  be  created  as  a  sanction  of  the  three 
courses  :       elementary,    intermediate,    superior. 

That  to  effect  this,  a  Provincial  board  be  established  to  prepare  the 
necessary  regulations  for  the  good  working  of  this  certificate  of  studies. 
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That  a  regional  board  be  established  in  each  inspection  district, 
the  chairman  of  which  will  be  the  inspector. 

The  attributions  of  the  regional  boards  will  be  defined  by  the 
provincial  board, 

10.  That  the  course  of  study  of  the  Public  Schools  should 
not  be  extended  more  than  it  is  at  present,  but  that  a  preparatory  class 
should  be  established  so  that  pupils  may  be  prepared  for  the  first  year. 

The  secretary  read  a  resolution  regarding  the  teaching  of  hygiene 
adopted  by  the  hygiene  section  of  the  ''  Canadian  Public  Health  Asso- 
ciation ",  at  its  last  meeting  in  June,  1917,  and  it  was  resolved,  on  the 
motion  of  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Jules  Edouard  Prevost,  that  :  "  This  Committee  recognizes  all  the 
importance  of  hygienic  teaching  in  the  normal  schools  and  expresses' 
the  wish  that  the  principals  of  these  institutions  take  the  means  to  have 
doctors  give  a  certain  number  of  courses  which  will  be  useful  at  once 
to  teachers  and  students.

minutes  of  THE  THIPD  MEETING  OF  NORMAL  SCHOOLS  PRINCIPALS 

The  Committee  took  into  consideration  each  of  the  following  recom- 
mendations contained  in  the  minutes  of  the  third  meeting  of  the  Normal 
Schools  principals  : 

1.  To  add  the  following  phrase  to  article  158  of  the  Regulations 
of  the  Catholic  Committee:  *'As  to  those  who  wish  to  obtain  a  diploma 
in  any  other  than  the  mother  tongue,  they  can  only  do  so  by  keeping 
60  per  cent  in  the  following  subjects  of  that  language,  namely  :  gram- 
mar, dictation  and  composition." 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Ahern,  this  recommendation  was  approved 
by  adding  thereto  at  the  end,  the  words  ''and  to  be  able  to  speak  English 
or  French  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  examiners" ; 

2.  To  add  to  the  Academy  programme,  at  page  186  of  the  Regula- 
tions of  the  Catholic  Committee,  afte.'  French  Language,  chapter  V  of 
the  programme  of  the  English  language,  which  is  found  on  pages  181 
and  182  of  the  said  Regulations,  and  to  change  the  words  "Third 
Reader"  foi  "Fourth  Reader"; 
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The  Committee  approved  this  recommendation  after  having  elimi- 
nated the  following  words  in  the  last  line:  "and  to  change  the  words 
Third  Reader  for  Fourth  Reader." 

3.  That  paragraph  2  of  article  153  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic 
Committee  be  read  as  follows  : 

"  (2)  In  the  academy  course,  the  final  examination  may  be  held 
in  the  month  of  May,  the  remainder  of  the  year  being  consecrated  to  the 
study  and  practice  of  pedagogy;  and  in  the  other  courses,  in  the 
month  of  June,  at  a  time  fixed  bj'  the  principal  and  it  covers  all  the 
subjects  studied  during  the  year.  It  will  comprise  three  series  of  exa- 
minations :  (a)  a  written  examination;  (6)  a  practical  examination  ; 
(c)   an  oral  examination. 

Mr.  Ahern  moved,  seconded  by  ]Mr.  Brisebois,  that  this  paragraph 
of  article  153  of  the  Regulations  remain  unchanged. 

This  amendment  was  lost  on  a  division  and  paragraph  2  of  article 
153  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee  was,  in  consequence, 
amended  according  to  the  above  recommendation  of  the  normal  schools 
principals. 

4.  To  add  to  the  course  of  study  for  the  elementary  diploma, 
in  the  chapter  on  natural  sciences,  the  following  subjects  concerning 
zoology  :  "  General  notions — Mammifera  ;  birds  ;  reptiles  and  bac- 
tracia  ;  fish  ;  insects  ;  the  inferior  classes  of  the  animal  kingdom. — 
Approved. 

5.^ — ■"  To  add  to  the  intermediate  primary  course  (model  course) 
in  the  normal  school  course  of  study  :  "  History  of  Canada,  that  part 
which  is  taught  in  the  elementary  primary  course,  by  giving  it  more 
ample  development  ". — -Approved. 

6. — ^Resolved  "  that  natural  sciences  be  taught  in  normal  schools 
by  means  of  object  lessons  ". — Approved. 

7. — ■"  To  make  it  plain  that  the  course  in  religion  in  normal  schools 
comprises  : 

For  the  elementary  course  :  "  the  usual  prayers  in  the  mother 
tongue  and  in  Latin  ;  the  catechism  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  with 
ampler  explanations  of  the  Creed,  the  Sacraments  and  the  Command- 
ments ; 

For  the  model  course  :  "  The  catechism  of  the  Province  of  Quebec 
with  still  ampler  explanations  of  the  Creed,  the  Sacraments  and  the 
Commandments  ".—Approved. 
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8. — ''  To  add  the  following  to  the  programme  of  pedagogy  for  the 
superior   course  : 

"  General  methodology  :  Same  programme  as  for  the  model  diploma 
course. 

Special  methodology. — -Methods  to  follow  in  the  teaching  of  the 
various  subjects  of  the  course  of  study  in  the  superior  primary  schools ; 
what  the  course  of  study  for  superior  primary  schools  comprises  ". 

9. — ''Physical  education:  Gymnastics;  prohibition  of  piano  practice, 
of  typewriting,  etc.,  immediately  after  meals  ".  Seeing  that  these  subjects 
are  optional,  it  was  decided  to  leave  this  question  to  the  discretion  of 
normal  school  principals. — Approved. 

10. — Intellectual  education  :  pedagogical  clubs  ;  choice  of  manuals, 
etc."  It  was  decided  to  leave  this  matter  to  the  discretion  of  the  normal 
school  principals.^ — Approved. 

11. — The  Committee  approved  the  following  wish  expressed  by 
the  normal  school  principals:  "That  the  education  acts  and  regulations 
be  compiled  in  a  special  manual  which  may  be  used  by  normal  schools.

"  The  sub-committee  appointed  by  the  Catholic  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  PubHc  Instruction,  at  its  session  of  May  9th,  1917,  to  study 
Inspector  General  ]\Iagnan's  report  on  an  enquiry  requested  by  a  reso- 
lution adopted  by  the  Committee  on  the  10th  of  May,  1916,  has  the 
honour  to  report  that  it  met  t-wnce  in  Quebec,  under  the  chairmanship 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

The  first  meeting  took  place  on  the  11th  of  December,  1917,  and 
the  second,  on  the  4th  and  5th  of  January,  1918. 

Present  at  the  meeting  of  the  11th  of  December:  Honourable

At  the  opening  of  the  first  sitting.  Honourable  Mr.  Delage  was 
asked  to  act  as  chairman  and  after  having  taken  the  chair,  he  explained 
that  the  sub-committee  received  instruction  to  study  the  following 
suggestions  contained  in  the  report  of  the  inspector  general,  dated  the 
25th  of  April,  1917. 

"  1. — That  the  subjects  of  the  eight  years  of  the  present  course 
of  stud}'  be  divided    as    follows  : 

1st  and  2nd  year:  three  years:  preparatory  course; 

3rd  and  4th  year:  three  years:  elementary  course; 

5th  and  6th  year:  three  years:  intermediate  course; 

7th  and  8th  year:  two  years:  superior  course. 
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"  2. — ^That  a  preparatory  course  in  accordance  with  the  above 
suggested  programme  be  created,  so  that  children  from  5  to  9  years  be 
grouped  together  to  receive  an  education  suitable  to  their  age. 

"'  3. — Thatarticle30of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee  be 
modifiedbyfixingat  forty  instead  of  fifty  the  maximum  number  of  pupils 
for  elementary  schools  and  at  thirty-five  instead  of  forty  for  model  or 
academy  schools. 

"  4. — That  a  certificate  of  studies  be  created  as  a  sanction  for  each 
one  of  the  three  courses:  elementary,  intermediate,  superior. 

"  After  study  and  discussion  it  was  resolved  on  the  motion  of  Mgr. 
F.  X.  Ross,  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  J.  Magnan  :  "  That  the  minimum  age 
for  the  admission  of  children  to  the  primary  school  be  six  years  instead 
of  five,  and  that  article  2741  of  the  Education  Act  be  amended  accord- 
ingly ". 

"  It  was  resolved  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Magnan,  seconded  by  ]Mr. 
Brisebois  :  "  That  a  preparatory  class  be  created  to  prepare  young 
pupils  to  follow  with  advantage  the  subjects  of  the  first  year's  course 
of  study  for  primary  schools  ". 

"  Apart  from  this  preparatory  class  which  it  recommends,  the 
sub-committee  does  not  think  that  it  should  suggest  that  the  subjects 
of  the  various  courses  be  divided  into  a  greater  number  of  years  than 
the  present  programme  provides  for. 

Mr.  IMagnan  moves,  seconded  by  Mr.  Ahem  :    ''  That  article  30 
of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee  be  modified  by  fixing 
at  joriij  instead  of  jijiy  the  maximum  number  of  pupils  for  elementary 
schools,  and  at  f/iir^?/-yit'e  instead  of /orii/ for  model  and  academy  schools.^ 
This  resolution  was  adopted. 

It  was  also  resolved  on  the  motion  of  Mgr.  Rouleau,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Magnan  :  "  That  it  be  suggested  that  a  certificate  of  studies  be 
created  as  a  sanction  for  each  one  of  the  three  courses,  elementary, 
intermediate,  superior. 

The  members  of  the  sub-committee  then  proceeded  to  the  prepa- 
ration of  a  programme  for  the  preparatory  class,  the  creation  of  which 
they  suggested  and  they  adopted  the  following  :

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The  sub-committee  adopted  the  following  resolution  proposed  by 
Abbe  L.  A.  Desrosiers,  seconded  by  Mr.  C.  J.  :\Iagnan  :  "  That  the 
sub-committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  creation  of  a  preparatory 
class  will  necessitate  a  change  in  the  course  of  study  for  the  first  and  se- 
cond years  at  least  ". 

It  was  moved  by  Mgr  F.  X.  Ross,  seconded  by  Abbe  L.  A.  Desro- 
siers,  and  resolved  :  "  That  the  sub-committee  think  that  it  will  be 
necessary  to  lighten  the  present  programme." 

It  was  finally  resolved  on  motion  of  Abbe  Desrosiers,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Magnan  :  "  That  the  sub-committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  study 
of  a  new  division  of  the  subjects  embracing  all  the  courses  appears 
opportune  and  that  it  would  be  well  to  allow  it  to  sit  again  so  as  to 
prepare  this  work  and  to  report  thereon."

After  a  study  and  discussion  of  the  preceding  report,  it  was  resolved, 
on  motion  of  ]Mgr  F.  X.  Ross,  seconded  by  ]\rr  Justice  ]\Iartineau: 
''That  the  sub-committee  be  invited  to  continue  its  work  and  to  pursue 
the  stud}^  of  anew  division  of  the  subjects  embracing  the  courses  of  the 
elementary  and  model  schools,  in  such  a  way  as  to  eliminate  those  which 
are  not  absolutely  necessary  for  the  schools,  and  to  distribute  these 
subjects  into  seven   years  of   teaching  ". 

His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal  moved,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Neree  Tremblay  ''that  the  Catholic  Committee  recommend  that  fifty 
copies  of  Mr.  Magnan's  excellent  book  "Au  service  de  mon  pays",  be 
purchased   out   of   its   funds  ". — Carried. 

The  Committee  took  communication  of  the  following  document 
regarding  the  distribution  of  the  Strathcona  funds  for  physical  and  military 
exercises  in  schools. 

The  local  Catholic  Committee  charged  with  the  distribution  of 
the  Strathcona  funds  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  has  the  honour  to 
report  that  it  met  in  Quebec  on  the  6th  of  December,  1917. 
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Those  present  were  :  Brigadier-General  A.  O.  Fages,  chairman; 
Honourable  Cyrille  F.  Delage,  superintendent  ;  Mgr.  Frangois  Pelle- 
tier  ;  Mr.  Napoleon  Brisebois  ;  Colonel  E.  Theo.  Paquet  ;  Mi-. 
J.  N.  Miller,  secretary. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  and  the 
.approval  of  the  account  for  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year 
1916,  the  chairman  reported  that  he  had  received  from  the  executive 
council  of  the  Strathcona  Foundation  a  check  amounting  to  $4,924.73, 
being  the  share  of  the  Catholic  Schools  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  for 
the  year  1916-17. 

The  Committee  notes  by  the  reports  of  the  inspectors  of  the  military 
districts  Nos.  4  and  5,  for  the  year  1916-17,  that  25,261  cadets  underwent 
a  regular  inspection  for  physical  and  miUtary  exercises  prescribed  by 
the  regulations,  an  increase  of  6,314  cadets  over  the  preceding  year, 
and  that  590  pupils  underwent  examinations  for  physical  exercises 
only  ;   this  is  41  less  than  in  1915-16. 

The  number  of  school  institutions  which  took  part  in  competitions 
attained,  this  year,  the  number  of  88,  an  increase  of  15  over  the  prece- 
ding j^ear. 

The  sum  put  at  the  disposal  of  the  local  Catholic  Committee 
charged  with  the  division  of  the  Strathcona  funds  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec  was  distributed  according  to  the  established  regulations  to  the 
school  institutions,  the  names  of  which  follow  :

The  Secretary  read  the  following  resolution  adopted  by  the  school 
commissioners  of  the  town  of  Drummondville,  at  their  meeting  of  the 
22nd  September,  1917  :  "  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  chairman, 
the  school  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Drummondville  unanimously 
request  the  Legislature  of  Quebec,  to  kindly  amend  the  Education  Act, 
in  order  to  allow  the  school  commissioners- of  cities,  towns  and  villages 
having  a  population  of  at  least  a  thousand  souls,  to  compel,  by  simple 
resolution,  all  children  from  7  to  14  j-ears  of  age  to  attend  school,  and 
to  insert  in  the  amendments  to  the  Act  the  sanction  that  would  render 
such  a  power  efficacious  ; 

''  And  that  the  school  commissioners  of  Drummondville  transmit 
this  resolution  to  the  Honourable  Secretary  of  the  Province  and  to  the 
Council  of  PubHc  Instruction,  with  the  prayer  to  support  it  with  the 
Government. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  preceding  communication  be  laid  upon 
the  table  till  next  session. 

Mgr.  F.  X.  Ross  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Napoleon  "Brisebois,  that 
article  80  of  the  regulations  of  the  CathoHc  Committee  be  amended 
by  substituting,  in  the  seventh  line,  the  name  "  Saint-Bonaventure  " 
for    that    of    "  New    Carlisle  ".—Carried.

The  sub-committee  examined  the  following  works  which  were 
submitted  to  it  : 

1. — "  La  lecture  par  la  methode  phonique. — First  part  ",  by  les 
Freres  des  Ecoles  Chretiennes. — Recommended. 

2. — ■"  La  lecture  par  la  methode  phonique. — -Second  part  ",  by  the 
same. — ^Recommended. 

3.^ — "  Cours  superieur  de  langue  frangaise  ",  by  les  Freres  du  Sacr6- 
Coeur. — Recommended. 

The  sub-committee  thinks  they  should  also  recommend  the  approval 
of  a  Dominion  of  Canada  map,  submitted  by  the  Honourable  Secretary 
of  the  Province,  a  map  which  the  Government  proposes  to  distribute 
shortly  to  each  of  the  schools  under  the  control  either  of  commissioners 
or  trustees  of  the  Province.

This  report  was  approved,  the  Honourable  Justice  Martineau 
dissenting  as  to  the  books  mentioned  under  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  ;  but  the 
Committee  recommended,  at  the  suggestion  of  His  Grace  the  Archbishop 
of  Montreal,  that  every  map  of  which  the  Committee  would  be  asked 
hereafter  to  approve,  should  first  be  submitted  to  the  Geographical 
Commission  of  Quebec  before  submission  to  the  Catholic  C'oinmittee. 

Honourable  Mr.  Delage  informed  the  Committee  that  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  had  sent  him  a  circular  from 
the  Food  Commission  of  Canada  in  regard  to  the  voluntary  enrolment 
of  young  men  from  15  to  19  years,  as  ''  Soldiers  of  the  Soil  ",  and  asked 
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him  for  the  support  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  in  this 
work,  the  object  of  which  is  to  encourage  agricultural  production  as 
much  as  possible  in  the  country.  The  superintendent  read  the  following 
letter  which  he  deemed  necessary  to  write  to  school  commissioners 
and  trustees,  as  well  as  to  the  directors  of  superior  schools  for  boys. 

"  Gentlemen, 

"  The  need  to  increase  our  agricultural  production  at  the  present 
time  is  imperative  and  the  problem  is  all  the  harder  to  solve  in  that 
help  has  become  very  scarce.  In  order  to  find  a  practical  solution,  the 
Honourable  ]\Iimster  of  Agriculture  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  at  the 
recommendation  of  the  Council  of  Agriculture  and  in  co-operation  with 
the  Dominion  Government,  wishes  to  organize  an  army  of  workers 
who  will  be  designated  as  "  Soldiers  of  the  Soil  ".  For  this  reason, 
he  will  soon  make  an  appeal  to  all  the  boys  from  15  to  19  years  who  are 
attending  model  schools,  academies  and  other  superior  educational 
institutions  in  our  Province,  and  he  will  ask  them  to  enroll  them- 
selves, to  help  farmers  sow  and  reap  their  crops. 

"  This  project  is  verj-  praiseworthy,  and,  understanding  the  gra- 
vity of  the  situation,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  urge  school  commissions  and 
directors  of  superior  houses  of  education  to  do  their  utmost  to  realize  it. 

"  The  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  Province  will  itself  see 
to  the  details  of  the  organization.  Enrolment  cards  will  soon  be  sent 
to  all  the  superior  schools  and  the  boys  who  are  desirous  to  work  on 
a  farm  can  fill  them  out  with  the  authorization  of  their  parents,  and 
then  sent  them  to  the  person  charged  with  the  organization  of  the  army 
of  the  Soldiers  of  the  Soil. 

"  Those  who  can  help  by  working  on  their  parents'  farm  may  so 
state  on  their  enrolment  card,  and  the  boys  whose  parents  are  not 
engaged  in  farming,  and  who  wish  to  so  engage,  may  also  enroll  them- 
selves, either  for  work  in  their  own  parish  or  some  other  locality  of 
this  Province. 

"  Every  boy  who  will  have  worked  on  a  farm,  with  or  without 
remuneration,  during  a  certain  time,  which  time  must  be  certified  to 
by  some  person  appointed  for  that  purpose,  will  receive  a  medal  as  a 
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testimonial  of  the  service  he  will  have  rendered  to  his  country  by  lend- 
ing his  aid  to  increase  the  crop  yield. 

"  I  hope,  Gentlemen,  that  you  will  understand  all  the  importance 
of  the  question  that  I  have  just  stated  and  that  you  will  give  it  your 
support.  It  will  perhaps  be  necessary,  so  as  to  permit  students  to 
enroll  themselves,  to  close  some  of  the  more  advanced  classes  of  your 
schools  before  the  ordinary  time  for  closing  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year  and  to  open  them  only  after  the  crops  have  been  harvested  ; 
you  \n\\  need  my  authorization  to  do  this,  and  by  virtue  of  article  16 
of  the  regulations  of  the  CathoUc  Committee  of  PubUc  Instruction,  I 
allow  commissioners  and  trustees  to  close  certain  classes  of  their 
schools  before  the  end  of  the  school  year  and  to  only  open  them  after 
he  crops  have  been  harvested  in  the  different  parts  of  the  Province. 

"  Hoping  that  you  will  seize  the  opportunity  of  helping  the  cause 
that  is  of  such  lively  interest  to  us  without  injury  to  the  no  less  important 
cause  of  education, 

I   have  the  honour  to   be,   etc.,

The  Committee  approved  the  action  taken  b}^  the  Superintendent 
in  this  respect. 

The  chairman  informed  the  Committee  of  the  authorization  which 
he  gave  to  the  principals  of  the  Jacques-Cartier  and  Laval  normal 
schools,  at  their  request,  to  hold  their  final  examinations  before  the 
time  fixed  by  the  regulations  and  to  advance  the  date  for  the  closing 
of  the  schools  as  was  done  for  the  seminaries  and  classical  colleges  of 
the  Pro\dnce  on  account  of  the  call  to  arms  of  a  great  number  of  the 
students  of  these  two  normal  schools  for  boys. 

The  authorization  which  the  superintendent  saw  fit  also  to  give 
in  these  instances  was  also  approved  by  the  Committee. 

The  sub-committee  charged  with  the  study  of  the  new  di\ision 
of  the  subjects  embraced  by  the  elementary  and  model  school  courses, 
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SO  as  to  eliminate  those  that  are  not  absolutely  necessary  for  these 
schools  and  to  distribute  these  matters  into  seven  years  of  teaching^   , 
submitted  the  following  report  :  I 

"  Your  sub-committee  has  the  honour  to  report  that  it  met  at 
Quebec,  the  1st  and  2nd  of  May  last. 

"  Those  present  were  :  Honourable  Mr.  Delage,  chairman,  Mgr. 
Th.  G.  Rouleau,  Mgr.  F.  X.  Ross,  Abbe  L.  A.  Desrosiers,  Mr.  John 
Ahern,  Mr.  Napoleon  Brisebois,  Mr.  C.  J.  Magnan,  Mr.  J.  N.  Miller. 

"  The  sub-committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  preHminary  work 
of  editing  a  programme  could  only  be  done  with  very  great  difficulty 
by  a  committee  of  many  persons,  and  that  it  would  be  preferable  to 
confide  this  work  to  one  person  ;  this  is  why  it  was  resolved  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Ahern,  seconded  by  Algr.  Rouleau  :  "  That  Mgr.  Ross  be  charged 
with  doing  the  revision  work  of  the  course  of  study  of  the  elemen- 
tary and  model  courses,  in  compliance  with  the  wish  expressed  by  the 
CathoUc  Committee  at  its  sitting  of  the  6th  February,  1918,  and  to 
submit  his  work  to  this  sub-committee. 

"  Mgr.  Ross  having  kindly  accepted  the  task  that  was  imposed  on 
him  by  the  sub-committee,  the  said  committee  then  devoted  three 
long  sittings  to  go  attentively  over  each  subject  on  the  course  of 
study  of  the  different  years  of  the  elementary  and  model  courses,  so 
as  to  make  known  to  its  reporter  the  modifications  and  changes  which 
it  deemed  opportune  in  the  present  programme  of  studies. 

"  It  was  agreed  that  Mgr.  Ross  would  convoke  the  sub-committee 
to  a  sitting  as  soon  as  possible. 

"  Your  sub-committee  thus  reports  progress  and  asks  permission 
to  sit  again. 

(Signed)  Cyrille-F.  Dflage, 

Clairman. 

Mgr.  Bruch^si  informed  the  CathoUc  Committee  that  a  committee 
of  Montreal  citizens  had  been  formed  lately  with  the  aim  of  making 
the  teaching  programme  in  our  primary  schools  more  simple  and  practical 
and  that  this  committee  had  prepared  a  memoir  containing  the  sugges- 
tions which  should  be  taken  into  account.  Consequently  he  proposed,, 
seconded  by  Honourable  Judge  Archambault  :  ''  That  the  wishes  and 
suggestions  formulated  by  the  committee  of  Montreal  citizens,  or  by 
others,  as  the  case  may  be,  be  transmitted  by  the  Superintendent  to 
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the  sub-committee  charged  with  the  preparation  of  a  new  course  of  study 
and  that  this  sub-committee  be  asked  to  take  them  into  account  and 
give  them  the  consideration  that  it  may  see  fit  to  give  them  ". 

This  resolution  was  adopted  and  the  sub-committee  charged  with 
the  task  of  revising  the  course  of  study  for  the  elementary  and  model 
courses  was  instructed  to  continue  its  work  and  to  report  at  the  next 
session. 

The  Committee  then  took  communication  of  the  following  reso- 
lutions submitted  by  the  school  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Drum- 
mondville  : 

1. — "  The  school  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Drummondville 
unanimously  request  the  Legislature  of  Quebec,  to  kindly  amend  the 
Education  Act,  in  order  to  allow  the  school  commissioners  of  cities, 
towns  and  villages  having  a  population  of  at  least  a  thousand  souls, 
to  compel,  by  simple  resolution,  all  children  from  7  to  14  years  of  age 
to  attend  school  and  to  insert  in  the  amendments  to  the  act  the  sanction 
that  would  render  such  a  power  effectual  ". 

2. — ■"  And  the  school  commissioners  of  Drummondville  transmit 
this  resolution  to  the  Honourable  Secretary  of  the  Province  and  to  the 
Council  of  Pubhc  Instruction,  with  the  prayer  to  support  it  with  the 
Government  ". 

A  debate  having  arisen  on  this  question,  it  was  resolved  on  the 
motion  of  Honourable  Judge  Robidoux  that  the  study  of  this  question 
be  left  over  till  next  session. 

And  the  sitting  adjourned  to  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  the  month 

of  September  next.

4th  May,  1917. 

On  which  day  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  was  held.

Apologies  for  unavoidable  absence  were  submitted  from  Dr.  Love, 
Sir  Herbert  Ames,  and  Justice  J.  C.  McCorkill. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Mr.  Fisher  reported  that  since  last  meeting  he  had  had  a  conference 
in  Montreal  with  ]Mr.  DeJardin,  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Belgian  Relief 
Fund,  and  that  subsequently  circulars  had  been  sent  from  the  Depart- 
ment to  all  Protestant  schools  urging  generous  contributions  on  the  part 
of  teachers  and  pupils  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering  Belgian  school 
children.  The  Secretary  of  the  Department  had  asked  Mr.  DeJardin 
for  a  report  as  to  the  success  of  the  collection,  but  had  received  only  a 
preliminary  statement  to  the  effect  that  the  receipts  had  not  been 
tabulated,  but  appeared  to  be  satisfactory. 
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The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Teachers'  Training  Committee 
was  anxious  that  the  subjects  of  music,  drawing  and  French,  be  taken 
up  if  possible  during  the  summer  course  in  Nature  Study  and  Elementary 
Agriculture  at  Macdonald  College. 

After  discussion  it  was  decided  on  motion  of  Dr.  Parrock  and  Miss 
Brittain  to  authorize  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $100.  It  was  thought 
that  the  other  subjects,  drawing  and  French,  could  not  be  taken  without 
encroaching  on  the  time  required  for  the  subjects  for  which  the  school 
is  carried  on. 

The  motion  of  Dean  Laird  and  Miss  Brittain  in  regard  to  the  ranking 
of  model  schools  and  academies,  of  which  notice  was  given  at  the  last 
meeting,  was  referred  to  the  sub-committee  on  the  distribution  of  the 
superior  education  funds  for  a  recommendation. 

Mr.  McBurney  gave  notice  that  at  the  next  meeting  he  will  move  . 

"That  regulation  107  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  These  examin- 
ations shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  June  and  shall  begin  on  the  morning 
of  the  Monday  nearest  the  twelfth  day  of  that  month  ". 

The  remaining  reports  of  the  Inspectors  on  the  teaching  of  French, 
nature  study,  drawing  and  music  in  the  rural  schools  were  read.  On 
the  whole  fairly  good  work  was  reported  for  the  first  two  subjects,  but 
the  reports  were  most  unfavorable  in  regard  to  drawing  and  music. 
In  most  schools  hymns  and  songs  were  taught  by  rote,  but  very  little 
more  was  done. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  have  reports  from  the  Inspectors 
at  the  end  of  next  year  in  regard  to  the  same  subjects. 

The  question  of  getting  a  Provincial  School  Board  Association 
organized  was  considered,  and  it  was  decided  to  have  a  meeting  called 
through  the  various  local  associations  for  the  3rd  of  October  next, 
and  held  in  the  Diocesan  College  Hall,  !\Iontreal,  at  eleven  o'clock  a.  m. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  a  return  made  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  of  all  public  moneys  expended  upon  higher  education 
in  its  various  branches. 

Upon  representations  from  Professor  Laird  it  was  resolved  that 
regulation  51  of  the  Protestant  Committee  should  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows  : — ''  The  annual  sessions  of  the  School  for  Teachers  shall 
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begin  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the     first  Monday  of  September   of 
each  year,  and  end  in  the  month  of  June  ". 

The  final  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  Leaving  Examinations 
was  read  and  adopted,  and  it  was  ordered  that  it  be  printed  in  the 
regulations  of  the  Committee  after  approval  by  the  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in  Council. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Adams  and  Mr.  Jas.  Mabon  were  appointed  to  represent 
the  Committee  on  the  School  Leaving  Examination  Board. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  School  Board  of  St.  Lambert  protesting 
against  changes  in  the  requirement^  of  the  course  of  study  without 
adequate  notice,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  prepare  a  reply. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  till  ten  o'clock  a.  m.  on  Friday,  the 
28th  daj'^  of  September  next,  unless  called  earlier  by  order  of  the  Chair- 
man.

The  sub-committee  recommended  that  the  grants  and  bonuses  be 
allocated  to  the  superior  schools  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  list. 

(2)  That  in  the  printed  statement  the  column  showing  the  ranking 
of  the  schools  be  retained. 

(3)  That  hereafter  an  additional  column  be  added  to  the  printed 
statement  to  show  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  grades  VIII,  IX,  X 
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and  XI,   for  the  purposes  of  comparison  with  the  number  of  pupils 
present   at   the   examinations. 

(4)  That  in  as  much  as  the  following  schools  :  — Chateauguay, 
Como,  Dunham,  LacoUe,  Portneuf,  Ste-Agathe-des-Monts,  Gould, 
Kingsbury  and  La  Peche,  have  not  fulfilled  the  conditions  required  by 
regulation  76  (section  g),  namely,  "That  pupils  must  pass  satisfactorily 
the  annual  examinations  prescribed  for  such  schools",  these  schools  be 
notified  that  no  grants  shall  be  given  at  the  end  of  the  present  scholastic 
year  unless  they  come  up  to  the  standard  required. 

(5)  That  some  action  be  taken  by  the  Committee  to  obtain  an 
additional  grant  for  the  increasing  number  of  superior  schools. 

The  report  w^as  adopted  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  secure  the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
in  Council,  as  required  by  law. 

Mr.  McBurney  read,  for  the  information  of  the  Committee,  a  report 
on  the  Lachute  Summer  School  for  Teachers.  This  report  showed  that 
during  the  past  five  years  277  students  have  taken  the  course  at  Lachute, 
and  that  217  permanent  diplomas  have  been  granted. 

Mr.  Fisher  reported  that  the  third  session  of  the  School  for  Tea- 
chers in  Nature  Study  and  Elementary  Agriculture  had  been  held  in 
July  at  Macdonald  College,  17  pupils  having  followed  the  course,  the 
expenses  of  which  wdll  be  paid  as  usual  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 

Mr.  Laird  reported  that  HI  students  including  one  male  student, 
had  entered  the  model  class  of  the  School  for  Teachers  in  September, 
together  with  2  students  in  the  Kindergarten  Class  and  42  in  the  Ele- 
mentary Class.  The  report  concluded  with  the  statement  that  the 
following  regulation  is  now^  unsatisfactory  since  the  Elementary  course 
is  reduced  in  length: — ''However,  the  holder  of  an  Elementary  diploma 
who  has  taught  at  least  three  years  after  receiving  such  diploma  and  has 
taken  an  examaination  in  such  subject  or  subjects  as  may  be  required 
by  the  Central  Board,  may  be  admitted  to  the  model  school  class." 

The  report  further  stated  that  the  regulations  regarding  Latin  be 
reconsidered,  and  if  necessary,  the  course  of  study  sub-committeeshould 
consider  the  advisability  of  commencing   the  teaching    of     Latin     in 
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Grade  IX,  instead  of  earlier,  thus  removing  the  necessity  of  having 
Latin  on  the  course  of  study  of  model  schools. 

Mr.  Fisher  submitted  an  interim  report  on  behalf  of  the  text  book 
and  course  of  study  sub-committee,  more  particularly  in  regard  to  the 
steps  that  have  been  taken  to  establish  a  book  bureau. 

He  reported  that  the  Secretary  had  sent  to  the  sub-committee  a 
letter  from  the  McMillan  Publishing  Company  of  Toronto,  complaining 
that  Lynde's  Physics,  and  the  McMillan  English  Classics,  although 
authorized  by  the  Committee,  were  not  in  use  in  the  Westmount  High 
School. 

It  was  suggested  that  Mr.  Fisher,  Dr.  Rexford  and  Professor  Dale 
be  appointed  to  interview  the  Westmount  school  board  in  regard  to  the 
question. 

This  report  was  adopted. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  School  for  French  Specialists  had 
been  held,  as  usual,  at  IVIcGill  University  during  the  past  summer, 
with  an  attendance  of  26  pupils  of  whom  8  received  first  class  certificates, 
and  6  second  class  certificates. 

He  further  reported  that  during  the  past  years  18  academies  had 
employed  French  SpeciaUsts.  The  grants  under  the  present  regulations 
being  $200.  each  for  13  schools  and  $150.  for  5  schools.  In  consequence 
the  Government  appropriation  of  $4,000.  is  no  longer  sufficient  to  pay 
these  grants,  the  salaries  of  instructors  and  the  bonuses  to  pupils  for 
attendance. 

The  Committee  requested  Mr.  Fisher  and  Air.  Bullock  to  interview 
the  Government  at  a  convenient  time  wdth  a  view  to  increasing  this 
appropriation,  which  is  apparently  so  well  justified  by  the  results  obtain- 
ed, and  while  doing  so  to  keep  in  mind  the  necessity  of  still  further 
improving  the  work  in  French  in  our  academies  by  securing  the  services 
of  a  supervisor  for  the  Province. 

An  application  from  the  school  board  of  Coteau  St-Pierre  to  have 
its  model  school  raised  to  the  rank  of  an  academy  was  granted. 

The  motion  of  Air.  AIcBurney,  seconded  by  Dr.  Rexford,  of  which 
notice  was  given  at  the  last  meeting,  was  discussed.  Aliss  Brittain 
seconded  the  motion  in  Dr.  Rexford's  absence,  which  was  passed  in  the 
following  form  : — 
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Resolved  that  regulation  107  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: — 
These  examinations  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  June  and  shall  begin 
on  the  morning  of  the  Monday  which  falls  on,  or  comes  next  after,  the 
12th  day  of  that  month. 

An  appUcation  for  permission  to  send  subscription  lists  again  from 
the  Protestant  schools  for  the  relief  of  Belgian  children  was  read,  and 
held  over  for  further  consideration. 

It  was  announced  that  a  meeting  for  the  organization  of  a  Provin- 
cial Association  of  Protestant  School  Boards  would  be  held  in  the  Dio- 
cesan College,  jMontreal,  on  Wednesday,  the  4th  of  October. 

The  Secretary  submitted  from  the  Superior  Board  of  Health  a 
resolution  passed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Medical  Asso- 
ciation, recommending  that  a  course  in  hygiene  be  given  in  all  the 
Faculties  of  Universities,  and  in  Normal  Schools. 

Dr.  Rowat  gave  the  following  notice  of  motion  : — 

Whereas  the  present  method  of  distributing  the  Superior  School 
Funds  amongst  our  academies  and  model  schools  gives  to  the  schools 
that  are  largest  and  most  favorably  situated  financially,  the  largest 
grants,  and  to  the  smallest  and  most  needy,  the  smallest  grants  ; 

Whereas  this  method  is  unsastisfactory,  and  to  some  extent  unjust 
in  its  application  ; 

Be  it  Resolved  that  hereafter  no  bonuses  be  given  and  that  the 
total  amount  available  for  academies  be  divided  equally  amongst  the 
institutions  entitled  to  that  rank  and  that  the  model  school  grants  be 
similarly  determined. 

It  was  resolved  to  hold  the  next  meeting  in  Montreal  in  some  sui- 
table place  to  be  arranged  for  by  the  Chairman  and  the  Secretary. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  till  ten  o'clock,  Friday  morning, 
November  30th,  unless  called  earher  by  order  of  the  Chairman.

On  which  day  was  held  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  in  the  Faculty  Room  of  the 
New  Medical  Building,  McGill  University,  Montreal. 

Present  :— Sir  WilHam  Peterson,  K.C.M.G.,  LL.D.,  in  the  Chair  ; 

D.  ;  Prof.  A.  W.  Kneeland, 
M.A.,  B.C.L.  ;  Rev.  A.  T.  Love,  D.D.  ;  the  Honorable  Sydney  Fisher, 
B.A.  ;  W.  M^  Rowat,  Esq.,  M.D.,  CM.  ;  Prof.  J.  A.  Dale,  M.A.  ; 
Principal  R.  A.  Parrock,  M.A.,  D.C.L.  ;  the  Right  Rev.  Lennox  Wil- 
hams,  D.D.,  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec  ;  Rev.  E.  I.  Rexford,  D.C.L., 
LL.D.  ;  Geo.

Apologies  for  unavoidable  absence  were  submitted  on  behalf  of 
Sir  Herbert  Ames,  K.B.,  LL.D.,  M.P.  ;  Justice  J.  C.  McCorkill,  D.C.L., 
LL.D.  ;  W.  L.  Shurtleff,  Esq.,  K.C.,  LL.D.  ;  the  Honorable  W.  G. 
Mitchell,  K.C.,  M.L.A.,  and  Marcus  G.  Crombie,  Esq. 

Mr.  Fisher  presented  a  report  for  the  text  book  committee,  together 
with  a  letter  from  the  Messrs.  Dent  tendering  for  the  management 
of  a  book  bureau,  and  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  Kneeland,  that  the 
report  be  adopted  and  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  have  the 
papers  submitted  to  the  law  officers  of  the  crown  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  a  legal  contract  upon  the  basis  of  the  tender. 

Detailed  reports  from  ]\IcGill  and  Bishop's  in  regard  to  the  conduct 
of  their  schools  for  higher  commercial  education  were  submitted,  and 
after  consideration  it  was  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  ]Mr.  Fisher  and 
Dr.  Love,  that  it  be  a  recommendation  to  the  Government  to  di\dde 
the  legislative  appropriation  for  higher  commercial  studies  between 
these  two  institutions  as  before,  namely,  87,000.  to  McGill,  .$1,000. 
to   Bishop's. 

]Mr.  Fisher  reported  in  a  general  way  the  formation  of  a  school 
board  association  for  the  Province  of  Quebec,  which  had  held  its  first 
meeting  in  Montreal  on  the  3rd  day  of  October  last. 
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On  behalf  of  the  Committee  he  had  presided  until  the  election  of 
officers  had  taken  place.  Many  resolutions  in  regard  to  educational 
matters  had  been  passed  and  would  probably  come  before  the  Committee 
in  due  course. 

Applications  on  behalf  of  Stanstead,  Kenogami,  and  Matapedia 
for  grants  from  the  superior  education  fund  were  read,  these  institutions 
having  been  omitted  from  the  hst  of  participants  this  year.  The  case 
of  Stanstead  was  deferred  until  the  next  meeting,  the  Secretary  being 
instructed  in  the  meantime  to  get  a  special  report  from  the  Inspector 
of  Superior  Schools. 

While  the  Committee  appreciated  very  highly  the  efforts  made 
to  raise  the  Kenogami  school  to  the  rank  of  a  model  school,  it  was  agreed 
to  adhere  to  the  decision  made  at  the  September  meeting. 

It  was  decided  that  a  grant  should  not  be  given  this  year  to  Matapedia 
from  the  superior  education  fund,  but  that  in  view  of  the  unusual  needs 
of  this  school,  special  consideration  be  given  to  it  when  the  poor  munici- 
paUty  grants  are  made. 

Dr.  Rowat's  motion  of  which  notice  was  given  at  the  last  meeting 
was  discussed,  and  by  general  consent  it  was  referred  to  the  sub-com- 
mittee on  the  distribution  of  superior  education  grants  for  consideration 
and  report. 

The  sub-committee  was  asked  to  consider  at  the  same  time  the 
simplification  of  the  printed  list  of  marks  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Inspector  of  Superior  Schools. 

Dr.  Rowat  and  Dean  Laird  were  added  to  the  sub-committee  for 
the  purposes  of  this  reference. 

Resolutions  passed  at  the  last  Convention  of  the  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation w^ere  read  and  submitted  to  the  members  in  printed  form. 

The  first  resolution,  asking  to  have  the  June  examinations  begin 
on  the  same  date  as  heretofore,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

A  resolution  in  regard  to  compulsory  education  was  endorsed  on 
motion  of  Messrs.  Fisher  and  Dale,  and  passed  in  the  following  form, 
which  contains  very  slight  variations  from  the  terms  of  the  resolutions 
of  the   Teachers'   Convention  :— 

Whereas  it  is  certain  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  children 
of  the  Province  receive  Uttle  or  no  schooUng  ; 

Whereas  a  very  large  percentage  of  children  who  are  enrolled  in 
the  first  grade  never  continue  beyond  the  fourth  grade  ; 
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Whereas  the  means  now  available  of  dealing  with  the  problem  of 
truancy,  or  of  forcing  inefficient  and  careless  parents  to  send  their 
children  to  school  regularly  are  quite  inadequate  ; 

Whereas  it  is  a  well  established  fact  that  irregular  attendance  at 
school  and  truancy  are  among  the  chief  factors  that  lead  to  juvenile 
crime  ; 

Whereas  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  after  the  war  competition 
will  be  keener,  efficiency  with  life  work  more  essential,  and  a  highly 
educational  standard  of  education  more  necessary  than  ever  before  ; 

It  is  our  opinion  that  steps  should  be  taken  at  once  to  secure  a 
measure  of  compulsory  education  in  this  Province  ;  and  that  the  laws 
dealing  with  the  employment  of  children  should  be  revised  with  a  view 
to  prevent  the  employment  of  children  who  have  not  passed  a  certain 
scholastic  standard,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  submitted 
to  the  Government  for  consideration. 

The  following  resolution  of  the  Teachers'  Convention  was  concurred 
in,  and  the  second  paragraph  was  referred  to  the  sub-committee  on 
text-books  and  course  of  study  : — 

Moved  by  Chas.  McBurney,  Esq.,  seconded  by  T.  I.  Pollock,  Esq., 
and  resolved  unanimously  : — 

That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  the  depletion  of  the 
young  manhood  of  the  country  by  war  conditions  renders  the  chidhood 
and  youth  of  our  land  doubly  precious,  and  imposes  on  the  teaching 
forces  of  our  Province  the  complete  and  normal  development  of  the  child 
life  committed  to  our  care  ; 

That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  systematic  efforts  should 
be  made  by  our  schools  to  utilize  the  special  moral  and  spiritual 
forces  at  our  disposal  in  this  Province  for  the  development  of  the  cha- 
racter of  our  pupils,  and  for  the  amelioration  of  our  social  conditions. 

All  the  other  resolutions  and  recommendations  submitted  by 
the  Association  were  referred  to  the  sub-committee  on  text  books  and 
course  of  study. 

For  the  information  of  the  Committee,  a  report  of  the  educational 
meetings  held  recently  in  the  counties  of  Bonaventure  and  Gaspe  by 
the  Inspector-General,  as  a  completion  of  the  propaganda  meetings  of 
last  winter,  was  read. 

An  application  for  permission  to  make  a  collection  in  schools  at 
Christmas  in  aid  of  Belgian  children  was  granted. 
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Mr.  H.  Bragg,  President  of  the  Provincial  Association  of  School 
Boards,  and  Mr.  G.  F.  Paterson,  the  Secretary,  appeared  before  the 
Committee. 

Mr.  Bragg  read  all  the  resolutions  that  had  been  passed  at  the 
meeting  of  October  3rd  with  running  explanations.  As  time  was 
insufficient  before  adjournment,  these  resolutions  were  held  over  for  a 
subsequent  meeting,  but  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  copy 
of  them  to  the  Government  for  its  information. 

]Mrs.  Irwin  stated  that  it  was  the  opinion  of  teachers  generally 
that  the  recent  form  of  the  school  leaving  certificate  ordered  by  the 
Committee,  although  more  valuable  by  reason  of  the  marks  given 
therein  than  the  previous  form  is  not  so  attractive  in  its  appearance. 
The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  prepare  a  new  form  at  his  discretion 
which  would  embody  the  advantages  of  the  old  form  and  the  new. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Government  be  respectfully  requested 
to  provide  again  a  suitable  room  for  the  meetings  of  the  Committee, 
preferably  in  or  near  the  offices  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

The  meeting  the  adjourned  until  Friday,  the  22nd  day  of  February, 
unless  called  earlier  by  order  of  the  Chairman.

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This  sub-committee  having  been  dissolved,  the  following  ineinl)ors 
were  appointed  : — Dr.  Rowat,  ]\Ir.  Bullock,  ^[r.  McBurney,  Mr.  Crom- 
bie  and  Mr.  Bryson. 

The  sub-committee  on  text  books  and  course  of  study  reported  as 
follows  in  regard  to  the  proposed  book  bureau  : — 

"  Your  sub-committee  begs  to  report  that  the  contract  proposed 
between  the  Committee  and  the  Messrs  Dent,  approved  at  the  last 
meeting,  was  submitted  to  the  Attorney-General's  department  for  legal 
opinion.  The  department  ruled  that  certain  clauses  were  held  to  res- 
trict the  Committee's  freedom  of  choice  of  books,  and  that  therefore  the 
making  of  the  proposed  contract  would  be  beyond  the  powers  of  the 
Committee.  This  ruling  prevents  the  consummation  of  the  proposed 
contract. 

"Your  sub-committee  therefore  asks  for  authority  to  proceed  with 
the  arrangements  for  the  establishment  of  a  book  bureau,  on  the  lines  of 
the  contract  already  approved,  with  the  omission  of  those  provisions 
contained  therein  which  the  Attorney-General  has  declared  to  be  beyond 
the  powers  of  the  Committee.  " 

The  committee  further  reported  progress  in  regard  to  the  selection 
of  text  books  and  to  the  course  of  study. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  University  School  Leaving  Certificate  be 
made  upon  the  model  of  the  one  in  use  until  last  year,  but  that  provision 
be  made  for  giving  the  marks  in  the  individual  subjects  either  on  the 
back  of  the  certificate,  or  on  a  separate  slip,  as  may  be  determined  at 
the  next  meeting.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  have  a  form  pre- 
pared for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  suggested  that  in  order  to  avoid  the 
duplication  of  work,  the  certificates  be  issued  immediately  after  the 
examinations  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University  School  Leaving  Board, 
and  that  the  certificates  be  signed  by  him,  instead  of  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Department.     This  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

An  application  was  made  on  behalf  of  Windsor  Academy  for  a  grant 
supplementary  to  the  one  made  at  the  September  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee. After  considering  the  circumstances  of  the  case  and  especially 
the  private  contributions  of  supporters  of  the  school,  it  was  resolved  to 

27 
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pay  from  the  funds  of  the  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Lieute- 
nant-Go vernor-in-Council  a  further  sum  of  $116. 

The  Principal  of  Stanstead  College  appeared  in  order  to  make  repre- 
sentations in  regard  to  the  claim  of  that  institution  to  a  share  of  the 
Superior  Education  Fund,  none  having  been  recommended  at  the  Sep- 
tember meeting  because  of  the  lack  of  the  customary  report  at  the  close 
■of  the  last  June  examinations,  and  of  the  small  number  of  pupils  pre- 
sented by  that  institution  in  comparison  with  the  large  enrolment.  The 
explanations  of  the  Principal  showed  that  the  difficulties  complained  of 
had  arisen  through  misunderstandings. 

On  motion  of  ^Messrs.  Crombie  and  McBurney,  the  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  issue  a  cheque  on  the  funds  of  the  Committee  for  $200. 
to  Stanstead  College,  after  the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant-Go  vernor-in- 
Council,  and  after  receiving  assurances  that  the  difficulties  complained  of 
should  not  recur. 

Dr.  Love,  on  behalf  of  the  sub-committee  on  June  examinations, 
recommended  the  appointment  of  the  following  persons  to  assist  the 
Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  during  the  next  June  examinations  :^ 
Inspectors  ]McOuat,  Honeyman,  Gilman  and  McCutcheon  ;  Rev.  G.  H. 
A.  ^lurray  ;  ^Messrs.  Mabon,  Pollock,  Rowell  ;  Miss  L.  E.  Lawless, 
Miss  M.  IM.  Wilkinson,  and  Miss  Mabel  Eraser. 

The  recommendation  was  approved  and  it  was  resolved  that  Dr. 
Love  and  the  Secretary  should  be  empowered  to  provide  substitutes 
should  any  of  these  examiners  be  unable  to  act. 

The  resolutions  and  suggestions  adopted  at  the  first  annual  meeting 
of  the  Provincial  Association  of  School  Boards,  held  in  Montreal  in 
October,  1917,  were  discussed.  The  Committee  declined  to  commit 
itself  to  any  opinion  upon  the  first  resolution  which  reads  : — 

''  That  this  Association  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  in  the 
interests  of  education  in  this  Province,  if  a  department  in  charge  of  a 
INIinister  of  Education  with  a  permanent  deputy  minister  should  be 
formed  to  manage  and  control  all  educational  matters  on  similar  lines  to 
those  obtaining  in  Ontario.  '' 

The  third  resolution  which  reads  :  "That  this  Association  strongly 
favors  the  movement  towards  compulsory  education,  and  suggests  its 
adoption  in  full,  or  at  least  in  part  on  local  option  lines,  thus  bringing 
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Quebec  into  line  with  the  other  Provinces,"  met  with  the  approval  of  the 
Committee,  being  in  fact  covered  by  a  resolution  of  the  Committee  on 
the  same  subject  which  was  passed  at  the  last  November  meeting. 

The  other  resolutions  were  held  over  for  cor.sideration  after  rrnort 
from  the  sub-committee  on  legislation,  which  should  be  made  in  time  for 
any  necessary  action  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature. 

A  letter  was  read  from  J.  A.  Ewing,  Esq.,  K.C.,  on  behalf  of  the 
''  Fortnightly  Club  ",  asking  for  the  support  of  the  Committee  in  an 
endeavor  to  induce  the  Canadian  authorities  to  join  with  those  of  the 
United  States  in  re-examining  all  questions  in  which  there  have  been 
conflicts  between  the  two  countries,  and  have  the  truth,  whatever  it 
might  be,  embodied  in  histories  which  the  youth  of  both  countries  study. 
The  letter  further  suggested  the  creation  of  a  body  of  British  and  Cana- 
dian experts  to  re-examine  historical  and  other  documents  and  render  a 
verdict  thereon  which  should  be  generally  respected  and  accepted. 

After  discussion  the  Committee  unanimously  approved  of  the 
movement. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  C.  N.  Crutchfield,  and  another  from  Principal 
Harrison,  were  read,  both  recommending  that  boys  be  released  from 
school  during  the  months  of  ^lay  and  June  for  work  on  the  farms. 

It  was  resolved  that  pupils  in  all  grades  up  to,  and  including  the 
tenth,  who  will  actually  engage  in  farm  work  may  be  promoted  next 
September  without  having  taken  the  June  examinations,  by  the  princi- 
pal or  head  teacher,  providing  that  in  his  opinion  the  pupil  can  do  the 
work  of  the  higher  grade. 

The  Secretary  read  a  protest  from  the  Association  of  Principals  of 
Suburban  Schools  of  the  District  of  Montreal  against  the  change  of  the 
date  of  the  June  examinations  to  a  date  later  than  the  12th  of  June.  The 
protest  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Sir  William  Peterson  reported,  for  the  information  of  the  Committee, 
that  the  application  made  on  behalf  of  the  School  for  Teachers  and  sup- 
ported by  the  Committee  for  an  increased  grant  from  the  Normal  School 
appropriation,  because  of  the  largely  increased  attendance  since  the  open- 
ing of  the  School,  had  been  recognized  by  the  Government  by  the  promise 
of  an  additional  grant  of  $5,000  per  annum,  making  a  total  appropriation 
$10,000.  per  annum. 
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The  proposal  below  of  Dean  Laird,  of  which  notice  was  given  at  the 
last  meeting,  was  approved  :  ''That  sub-section  C,  sec.  I  of  the  regula- 
tions governing  admission  to  the  elementary  short  course  of  the  School 
for  Teachers  which  reads  "The  certificate  of  having  taught  or  of  having 
attended  school  shall  be  forwarded  on  or  before  the  15th  of  December 
to  the  Dean  of  the  School  for  Teachers,  INIacdonald  College",  be  amen- 
ded by  replacing  the  words  "  Dean  of  the  School  for  Teachers,  ]\Iac- 
donald  College  ",  by  "  To  the  Secretary  of  the  Central  Board  of  Exami- 
ners. " 

The  Secretary  stated  on  behalf  of  the  Department  that  letters  were 
occasionally  received,  one  of  which  he  read,  making  enquiries  as  to 
special  schools  for  the  education  and  the  care  of  mentally  defective 
pupils.  It  was  resolved  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  steps 
should  be  taken  to  provide  such  an  institution  in  cooperation  with  the 
Protestant  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  ^Montreal  or  otherwise, 
and  that  the  Government  be  requested  to  take  the  matter  into  consi- 
deration with  that  end  in  \'iew. 

The  financial  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  and  an  analysis  of  it,  were  laid  on  the 
table,  copies  being  given  to  all  the  members. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  ten  o'clock  Friday,  the  17th  of  May 
next,  unless  called  earlier  by  order  of  the  Chairman.

(1st  visit  of  1917-1918) 


No.  1700-17. 

Quebec,  August  18th,  1917. 
Gentlemen, 

The  report  form  for  the  fall  visit  xsill  soon  be  sent  to  you.  I  would 
draw  yoiu"  attention  to  three  new  notes  which  you  will  notice  in  the  form. 
Note  (1)  at  the  foot  of  page  1  saj's:  "If  all  the  books  are  not  approved, 
mention  those  that  have  not  been  approved  by  the  proper  authorities". 
The  Department  needs  this  precise  information  in  order  to  intervene, 
if  need  be,  with  the  school  commission. 

Note  (2)  on  page  2  requires  j'ou  to  insist  on  the  production  of  the 
Superintendent's  authorization  in  the  case  of  teachers  who  have  no 
diplomas.  The  Superintendent  is  often  badly  informed  in  regard  to  this 
matter. 

Kindly  remind  the  commissioners  that  teachers  without  diplomas 
should  not  be  engaged  without  having  obtained  authority  to  teach 
from  the  Superintendent  and  that  this  authorit}-  is  only  granted  in 
urgent  cases  and  on  the  production  of  the  documents  required  by  article 
26  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee. 

Note  (1)  on  page  4,  requires  that  the  time  of  the  lecture  on  peda- 
gogy and  that  on  agiiculture  should  be  indicated  separately.  Do  not 
omit  this  important  detail. 

SCHOOL  (OMMISSIOXERS 

]\Iake  it  a  duty,  after  visiting  the  schools  of  a  municipality,  to  meet 
the  school  commissioners  and  inform  them  of  the  organization  of  the 
classes  under  their  control  and  of  the  most  urgent  needs  of  certain  schools. 
This  meeting  with  the  school  commissioners  may  have  the  happiest 
results  if  the  inspector  uses  tact. 
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LECTURE  ON  PEDAGOGY 

You  will  lecture  this  j^ear  before  the  teachers  on  Arithmetic  in  the 
priviaiy  school. 

You  will  indicate  what  is  required  b}'  the  course  of  study  in  the 
1st,  2nd,  3rd,  4th  year,  etc.,  etc.,  then  you  will  state  how  this  matter 
should  be  taught  in  the  various  grades  of  the  primary  school.  Show 
also  the  importance  of  the  "black-board"  in  the  teaching  of  arithmetic. 

Impress  upon  the  teachers  that  the  teaching  of  arithmetic  with 
Prench  is  perhaps  of  all  studies  that  to  which  the  parents  of  children, 
who  attend  primary  schools,  attach  the  most  importance.  It  is  because 
it  has  a  practical  value  that  is  not  to  be  gainsaid,  and  children  are 
able  to  utilize  the  knowledge  they  get  from  this  teaching  very  early  in 
life. 

Arithmetic  is  also  an  intellectual  exercise  of  the  first  order,  it  forms 
the  mind  to  clear,  succint  and  logical  reasoning. 

Arithmetic  is  in  fine  a  means  of  education.  By  choosing  problems, 
the  teacher  can  instil  into  the  pupils  ideas  of  order  and  economy;  a  love 
for  agriculture  and  industry,  and  warn  against  the  ravages  of  alcoholism. 

Prepare  your  lecture  bj^  consulting  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic 
Committee,  pages  117  to  124.  I  would  refer  you  also  to  Projets  de 
Conferences  pedagogiques  des  Inspecteurs  d'Ecoles,  1897,  and  to  the 
following  works:  Pedagogic  pratique  et  theorique,  by  ]Mr.  Th.  G.  Rouleau, 
C.  J.  ]\Iagnan  and  J.  Ahern;  Manuel  de  Pedagogic  theorique  et  pratique, 
by  Mgr  F.-X.  Ross. 

LECTURE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

According  to  the  wish  expressed  by  the  ^linister  of  Agriculture, 
only  those  inspectors  who  have  already  given  lectures  on  agriculture, 
are  authorized  to  give  lectures  this  fall.  The  lectures  will  treat  the 
following  subject  before  the  teachers,  the  most  advanced  pupils,  the 
Bjiiuol  commissioners  and  the  parents,  if  possible  :  Agricultural  Statis- 
tics.— Hoiv  the  teachers  may  cooperate  in  the  national  work  of  agricultural 
statistics  "  organized  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Province  of 
v:3uebec.  At  the  next  meeting  of  school  inspectors,  Mr.  Marquis,  the 
director  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  will  be  invited  to  give  you  informa- 
tion that  will  facilitate  your  task. 
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DRAWING 

In  most  of  the  inspection  districts,  the  teaching  of  drawing  made 
remarkable  progress.  This  progress  must  continue  to  grow  more  and 
more.  To  this  end,  you  will  kindly  insist  on  teachers  complying  with 
the  "Recommendations  of  the  Catholic  Committee"  (see  page  147  of  the 
Regulations"). 

Particularly  :  1.  That  drawing  be  taught  exclusively  from  nature 
or  imagination,  (especially,  no  copies  of  engravings). 

2.  That  it  be  taught  every  week  to  all  the  pupils  from  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year. 

3.  That  all  drawing  be  done  on  paper  measuring  7x10  inches 
(preferably  in  special  copy  books). 

-Moreover  you  will  notify  the  teachers  that  the  observation  of  these 
recommendations  is  indispensable  for  the  obtaining  of  the  teaching 
bonus. 

You  will  advise  the  new  teachers  to  consult  the  articles  on  the 
teaching  of  drawing  which  appeared  in  "L'Enseignement  Primaire" 
since     1912. 

important  remarks 

When  you  have  finished  your  lecture  on  pedagogy,  return  to  the 
General  remarks  to  teachers,  remarks  that  are  indicated  in  my  circular 
of  the  21st  of  August,  1916,  page  2.  I  refer  you  to  the  same  circular 
in  regard  to  closed  schools.  I  beg  you  to  draw  the  special  attention  of 
teachers,  male  and  female,  to  paragraph  15  of  article  227  of  the  Regu- 
lations of  the  Catholic  Committee,  which  refers  to  corporal  punishment. 

Do  not  wait  too  long  before  beginning  your  visit.  This  will  enable 
you  to  give  the  time  required  by  the  Regulations  to  the  class  examina- 
tions and  will  give  you  an  occasion  to  meet  the  school  and  religious 
authorities  of  each  parish.

OF  Catholic  Schools  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 
Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty,  at  the  beginiiins  of  the  school  year,  to  remind  you 
of  some  of  the  causes  which  prevent  many  of  our  schools  from  attaining 
that  degi-ee  of  efficiency  which  might  be  expected.  One  of  the  principal 
causes  is  the  frequent  change  of  teachers  in  the  same  district  or 
school.  I  have  already  drawn  yom-  attention  to  the  serious  incon- 
venience   produced    b}^  such  a  change  from  an  educational  standpoint. 

Follow  more  closely  than  ever  this  3^ear,  if  possible  the  work  of 
the  teachers  so  that,  before  the  mouth  of  May  next,  j-ou  may  be  able 
to  retain  competent  and  zealous  teachers  in  the  places  where  they  are 
at  present.  To  that  end,  decide  at  once  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
teachers   who  give  satisfaction. 

Another  cause  of  inefficiency  is  the  gi'anting  of  holidays  that  are 
not  provided  for  by  the  school  regulations.  There  are  complaints 
on  this  head  from  many  parts  of  the  Province.  As  fas  as  possible,  see  that 
the  only  holidays  given  to  the  pupils  be  the  following,  mentioned  in 
articles  17  and  18  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee  : 

1.  Sundays,  Holidays  of  obligation  and  Saturdays  ; 

2.  All  Souls'  Day  (November  2nd)  ; 

3.  From  the  31st  of  December  to  the  6th  of  January,  inclusively  ; 

4.  Ash  Wednesday  ; 

5.  Holy  Thursdaj^  and  Good  Frida3^ 

Other  holida3^s  may  be  granted  "by  those  who,  under  article  2566 
of  the  Education  Act,  are  declared  to  be  visitors  for  all  the  schools 
of  the  Province,  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  or  by 
resolution  of  commissioners  and  trustees,  but  only  with  the  authorisation 
of  the  Superintendent. 

See  also  that  the  teachers  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the 
school  commission   as  to  class  hours.     The  commission  itself  should 
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comply  with  articles  19,  20,  21  and  22  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic 
Committee. 

I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  secretary-treasurers  to  article  2768 
of  the  School  Code  regarding  the  school  census.  This  census  should 
have  been  taken  during  the  month  of  September  last  :  those  who  have 
delayed  in  taking  it  should  do  so  at  once.  The  distinction  of  pupils 
from  5  to  7  years,  from  7  to  14  years,  from  14  to  16  years  and  from  16 
to  18  years,  should  be  made  in  the  same  way  bj'  the  secretary-treasurer 
and  teachers,  in  the  roll  call.  Pupils  from  5  to  7  years  are  those  who 
have  completed  their  5th,  6th  and  7th  years  ;  those  from  7  to  14  years 
are  those  who  have  completed  their  8th,  9th,  10th,  11th,  12th,  13th 
and  14th  years  ;  those  from  14  to  16  years,  are  those  who  have  completed 
theii"  loth  and  16th  years  ;  those  from  16  to  18  years,  are  those  who 
have  completed  their  17th  and  18th  years. 

Another  important  duty  of  secretary-treasurers  is  to  furnish  all 
necessarj'  information  to  school  inspectors  to  enable  them  to  fulfil  this 
official  duties.  Certain  secretaries  have  been  neglectful  of  their  duties 
in  this  respect  in  the  past.  I  draw  the  attention  of  secretaries  to  this 
last  remark  and  ask  them  to  furnish  hereafter  to  the  inspectors  all  the 
information  they  need. 

I  note,  gentlemen,  with  pleasure  that  the  number  of  school  com- 
missioners that  visit  their  schools  twice  a  year  as  prescribed  by  the  law 
is  larger  than  in  past  j^ears.  But  many  visit  their  schools  onlj-  once 
a  year  and  a  certain  number  do  not  visit  them  at  all.  I  hope  that, 
conscious  of  their  responsibility,  all  the  school  commissioners  and  trustees 
will  take  the  matter  seriously  and  will  visit  their  schools  at  least  twice 
a  year.

You  will  shortly  receive  the  bulletins  required  for  your  second  visit 
during  the  school  year  1917  18.  I  would  draw  your  attention  to  some 
changes  made  on  pages  4,  5,  10  and  12  of  the  bulletin. 

bulletin  (changes) 

At  page  4  you  will  kindly  answer  the  following  supplementary 
questions  : 

Is  there  a  dictionary  ? 

Is  there  a  copy  of  the  list  of  authorized  books  ? 

At  page  5  :  Are  the  hooks  all  authorized  ?  If  not,  indicate,  in  the 
remarks  to  the  commissioners,  what  books  are  not  approved  by  the 
Catholic  Committee. 

At  page  10,  you  will  notice  that  the  number  of  pupils  from  1(3  to  18 
and  also  above  18  yeais  of  age  must  be  taken  into  account. 

At  page  12,  the  number  of  boys  and  girls  from  16  to  18  full  years  of 
age  must  also  be  taken  into  account  in  compliance  with  article  2768 
(amended)  of  the  Education  Act.  It  would  be  well  to  again  draw  the 
attention  of  secretary  treasurers  to  this  amendment. 

VISITS  TO  SCHOOLS 

The  length  of  the  visit  to  the  schools  should  not  be  shortened  without 
sufficient  reason.  I  cannot  overlook,  neither  can  you,  paragraph  1  of 
article  225  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee.  On  the  other 
hand,  you  know  that  the  inspector's  visit,  made  without  haste  and  with 
kindness  for  the  teacher  and  pupils,  produces  the  most  precious  results. 

If  you  have  any  remarks  to  make  to  the  teachers  in  regard  to  any 
mistakes  or  omissions,  it  would  be  better  not  to  make  them  in  the  presence 
of  the  pupils  so  as  to  preserve  the  authority  of  the  teacher. 
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DRAWING 

You  will  kindly  choose  in  each  of  the  classes  that  you  visit  four 
drawings  at  least  of  different  pupils,  done  this  year,  exclusively  after 
nature  or  from  imagination.      iXo  copies  of  enq ravings). 

These  drawings  will  bear  the  name  and  age  of  the  author,  as  well  as 
the  name  and  the  grade  of  the  school  and  the  signature  of  the  teacher 
or  professor. 

They  should  be  done  on  sheets  measuring  7  \  10  inches. 

You  will  group  them  according  to  school  municipalities  or  large 
schools  and  you  will  send  them  thus  grouped  to  my  department,  in  a 
special  envelope,  neither  rolled  nor  sealed,  which  you  will  find  with  the 
bulletins  that  are  addressed  to  you. 

Do  not  forget  to  fill  in  the  blank  on  the  said  envelope. 

Moreover,  for  the  grant  of  the  bonus  for  success  in  general  teaching, 
you  will  take  into  account  hereafter  the  results  obtained  in  drawing. 

INDEPENDENT  SCHOOLS. 

You  will  receive  special  forms  for  the  statistcs  of  independent 
schools  as  in  past  years.  I  count  on  your  good  will  to  gather  the 
statistics  of  independent  schools.  These  statistics  are  absolutely  indis- 
pensable for  my  department  to  make  the  public  acquainted  with  the 
real  school  situation  in  this  Province.  There  is  a  national  interest  at 
stake,  the  importance  of  which  is  known  to  you. 

AUDITING    OF    ACCOUNTS 

During  the  course  of  your  visit  to  the  secretary  treasurer  to  examine 
his  books,  take  note  yourself  of  the  certificate  of  the  auditors  who  are 
called  upon,  in  conformity  with  the  law,  to  audit  the  secretary  treasurer's 
accounts.  If  the  secretary  cannot  produce  this  document,  inform  the 
president  of  the  school  commission  of  it  by  letter,  or  in  the  presence  of 
another  commissioner. 

Tell  the  commissioners  also  that  the  secretary  is  bound  to  transmit 
every  year  to  the  Superintendent,  before  the  15th  of  July,  a  report  com- 
plying with  articles  2735,  2744,  2931  par.  5,  3029  of  the  Education  Act. 
When  this  report  has  not  been  sent  on  the  date  indicated,  the  Superinten- 
dent is  authorized  to  withhold  all  grants  that  are  due  to  the  municipality. 
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CENSUS     OF    PUPILS, 

Rpinind  secretary-treasurers  again  this  year  to  carefully  take  the 
census  of  the  children  of  the  municipality  and  to  send  you  the  same 
figures  as  they  send  to  the  Superintendent. 

SCHOOL    EXHIBITIONS 

You  know  that  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  work  together  with  a  perfect  undei-standing  in  tho 
matter  of  agricultural  teaching. 

In  a  letter  to  the  commissioners  and  trustees  of  Catholic  schools 
dated  the  24th  of  April,  1917,  I  said  : 

'In  a  letter  dated  the  23rd  of  April,  1917,  the  Honourable  Minister 
of  Agriculture  said  to  me  : 

•'  As  you  know,  all  our  expert  agriculturists  as  well  as  some  of  our 
instructors  of  the  Horticultural  Branch  are  specially  charged  to  see  to 
the  organization  and  maintenance  of  school  gardens  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  school  inspectors.  They  should  also  take  part  in  the 
school  exhibitions  in  the  districts  where  the  municipaUties  are  ready 
to  pay  for  a  portion  of  the  prizes  offered  and  of  the  expenses  of  organiza- 
tion. 

''In  order  that  this  work  may  be  well  done,  it  is  necessary  that 
these  experts  and  instructors  meet  from  time  to  time  the  teachers  and 
pupils  in  the  schools,  so  that  they  may  take  advantage  of  their  passing 
through  the  different  localities  to  give  short  demonstrations  on  the  way 
to  cultivate  vegetables,  flowers  and  to  plant  fruit  and  ornamental  trees. 

"So  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding,  I  would  suggest  that 
you  ask  the  school  boards  and  teachers  to  receive  these  employees  well 
and  to  permit  them  to  give  the  necessary  demonstrations.'' 

"I  am  sure  that  you  mil  give  the  "officers  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture a  warm  welcome  and  appreciate  their  efforts  to  promote  school 
gardens  and  exhibitions.  Kindly  give  instructions  to  teachers  and  pupils 
so  that  both  may  profit  as  much  as  possible  from  the  explanations  and 
demonstrations  that  will  be  given. 

Agriculture  today  holds  the  first  rank  in  the  economic  scheme.  It  is 
important  then  that  it  be  given  an  honoured  place  in  the  school  and  it? 
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teaching  should  assume  a  practical  and  attractive  form.  No  other 
medium  can  better  advance  the  study  of  agriculture  in  the  school  than 
the  school  garden  with  the  school  exhibition  as  its  necessary  complement. 

I  have  confidence  that  your  devotedness  and  patriotism  will 
lead  you  to  cooperate  generously  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
its  wise  campaign  for  spreading  a  greater  knowledge  of  this  branch  of 
learning. 

I  would  ask  you  to  bear  these  reflections  in  mind  in  your  relations 
with  agricultural  demonstrators  and  instructors  sent  by  the  ^linister 
of  Agriculture. 

I  would  ask  you  to  note  that  the  only  school  exhibitions  that  will 
receive  a  subsidy  from  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  are  those  organized 
in  counties  where  there  is  an  official  demonstrator.  Until  further  orders, 
the  sum  of  eighty  dollars  will  be  granted  to  each  demonstrator's  district 
for  school  exhibition  purposes.  The  Minister  of  Agriculture  will  pay 
forty  dollars  to  a  school  commission  that  will  grant  twenty  dollars  to  a 
school  exhibition. 

ENGAGEMENT    OF   TEACHERS 

Remind  the  school  commissioners  again  how  necessary  it  is  to 
secure  early  next  spring  for  1918-19  the  services  of  teachers  who  have 
given  satisfaction.  Advise  them  strongly  to  increase  the  salaries  of 
these  teachers  so  as  to  keep  them  at  their  posts.  Do  not  tire  of  repeat- 
ing it  :  the  too  frequent  change  of  teachers  is  prejudicial  to  the  progress 
of  the  pupils. 

Kindly  accept,  on  the  occasion  of  the  year  about  to  begin,  my  best 
wishes  foi-  the  happiness  of  you  and  your  family.

Dear  Sirs, 

There  is  at  the  present  time  a  very  great  need  of  an  increase  in  the 
agricultural  production  of  our  country,  and  the  situation  is  rendered 
particularly  difTicult  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  farm  help.  In  order 
to  ensure  a  practical  solution  of  the  problem,  the  honourable  the  Minis- 
ter of  Agriculture  of  the  Province,  after  consultation  with  the  Council 
of  Agriculture  and  in  collaboration  with  the  Domimon  Government, 
desires  to  organize  an  army  of  workers  to  be  designated  asSOLEVIERS  OF 
THE  SOIL.  Hence  he  will  shortly  issue  an  api>eal  to  all  youths  from 
15  to  19  years  of  age,  attending  the  model  schools,  academies  and  other 
institutions  of  superior  education  in  the  Province,  recjuesting  them  to 
enroll  themselves  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  farmers  in  the  Spring 
seeding  and  the  harvest. 

This  plan  is  praiseworthy,  and,  taking  into  account  the  seriousness 
of  the  situation,  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  recommend  to  the  school  boards

and  tlie  i)iincipiils  of  Superior  Schools  the  duty  of  ensuring  its  success  as 
far  as  possible. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  Province  will  itself  see  to  the 
details  of  organisation.  Enrolment  cards  will  soon  be  sent  to  all  the 
Superior  Schools  to  be  filled  in  with  the  names  of  the  youths  who  are 
willing  to  work  on  a  farm  and  wlio  ha\'e  received  the  consent  of  their 
parents.  These  cards  will  then  be  returned  to  the  person  charged  with 
supervising  the  organisation  of  the  army  of  the  SOLDIERS  OF  THE 
SOIL. 

Those  who  can  render  help  by  working  on  the  farm  of  their  parents 
may  declare  the  fact  on  the  enrolment  card,  and  those  whose  parents  are 
not  farmers,  and  yet  desire  to  help,  may  also  enrol  themselve  to  work 
either  in  their  own  district  or  in  some  other  locality  in  the  Province. 

Every  youth  who  will  have  worked  upon  a  farm,  either  with  or 
without  remuneration,  during  a  certain  period,  wh^ch  will  have  to  be 
certified  to  by  a  person  appointed  for  this  purpose,  will  receive  a  medal 
in  recognition  of  the  service  he  will  have  rendered  to  the  country  in 
helping  to  increase  the  produce  of  the  soil. 

I  trust,  gentlemen,  that  you  fully  realize  the  importance  of  this  ques- 
tion and  that  you  will  give  it  your  best  support.  In  order  to  permit 
pupils  to  enrol,  it  may  be  necessary  (in  the  case  of  schools  attended  by 
boys  only)  to  discontinue  the  higher  grades  before  the  end  of  the  school 
year,  and  to  re-open  after  the  harvest  ;  my  authorization  is  necessary 
to  this  end,  and  it  is  hereby  given  under  the  authority  of  article  16  of  the 
Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee.

of  Public  Schools  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 
Gentlemen, 

Allow  me  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  very  important  question 
oftextbookSjteachersuitJwut  diplomas,  bonuses  offered  by  the  Government 
in  order  to  favour  increasing  teachers'  salaries,  arbonr  day  and  certain 
amendments  to  the  Act  respecting  loans  by  school  municipalities. 

Text  Books 

Paragraph  4  of  article  2709  of  the  Education  Act  says  in  regard  to 
the  duties  of  commissioners  "  to  require  that  no  books  be  used  in  the 
schools  under  their  control  other  than  those  authorized,  which  must  be  the 
same  for  all  the  schools  in  the  municipality  ;  if  they  (the  commissioners) 
ask  for  the  services  of  a  CathoUc  teaching  congregation,  the  school 
commissioners  or  trustees  may  make  a  contract  with  such  congregation 
respecting  the  books  to  be  used  in  the  school  entrusted  to  such  con- 
gregation ;  provided,  however,  that  such  books  form  part  of  the  series 
approved  by  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public 
Instruction  ". 

Article  249  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee,  says 
"any  books  recommended  as  aids  to  teachers  for  private  reference  or 
study  shall  not  be  used  as  text  books  by  the  pupils." 

The  right  to  choose  books  relating  to  rehgion  and  morals  for  the 
use  of  the  pupils  of  his  belief  is  reserved  to  the  parish  priest  or  other 
authorized  priest  of  the  Roman  Cathohc  Church  (See  paragraph  4  of 
article  2709). 

Not  only  does  the  Act  forbid  commissioners  to  introduce  non- 
authorized  books  into  their  schools,  but  the  Regulations  of  the 
Catholic   Committee  do  likewise. 

From  the  above  articles  it  follows  : 

1.  That  only  books  authorized  by  the  Catholic  Committee  should 
be  used  ; 
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2.  That  these  books  should  be  the  same  for  all  the  schools  of  the 
municipality  :  it  is,  nevertheless,  permitted  to  commissioners  to  come 
to  an  understanding  with  the  congregations  who  direct  schools  that  are 
under  control,  regarding  books  that  shall  be  used  in  these  schools,  pro- 
vided, nevertheless,  that  these  hooks  form  part  of  the  series  of  books 
approved  by  the  Catholic  Committee  ; 

3.  That  the  choice  of  books  relating  to  religion  and  morals 
belongs  to  the  parish  priest  or  other  authorized  priest  of  the  parish  or 
mission. 

These  articles  of  the  Act  are  very  wise  and  I  exhort  you  strongly  to 
comply  with  them  in  all  the  schools  underyour  control.  Qur  Education  Act 
gives  almost  complete  autonomy  to  the  school  municipality.  Indivi- 
dual efforts  are  coordinated  by  means  of  the  school  comnrssion  and 
therebj^  practically  give  the  right  to  ratepayers  to  organize  and  direct 
their  own  schools.  But  as  it  is  necessary  that  there  should  be  a  uniform 
cours*^  of  study  for  the  whole  Province,  the  Act,  through  the  medium 
of  the  Council  rjf  Public  Instruction,  fixes  a  minimum  of  subjects 
that  are  to  be  taught  in  the  schools.  In  order  to  favour  th's  teaching, 
the  comimttees  of  the  council  (the  Catholic  committee  in  the  present 
instance)  approve  and  recommend  a  certain  number  of  manuals  among 
those  that  are  subinitted  to  them. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  emphasize  the  importance  there  is  for  the 
commissioners  to  follow  the  Act  and  the  Regulations  concerning  the 
use  of  text-books.  Our  Education  Act  draws  all  its  force  from  the 
respect  w4th  which  it  is  regarded. 

FEMALE  TEACHERS  WITHOUT   DIPLOMAS 

You  have  been  frecjuently  reminded  in  the  past  that  article  26  of  the 
Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee  only  permit  the  engagement  of  a 
teacher  without  a  diploma  when  he  or  she  has  received  authorization 
from  the  Superintendent  ;  and  this  authorization  can  only  be  given  by 
him  when  a  certificate  has  been  produced  by  the  applicant  from  the 
parish  priest  and  with  the  recommendation  of  the  school  inspector  and 
the  priest  of  the  parish  where  the  applicant  wishes  to  teach.  ]\Ioreover, 
the  persons  for  whom  such  authorization  is  requested,  agree  in  writing  to 
undergo  an  examination  at  the  next  session  of  the  Central  Bureau  of 
Catholic  examiners. 
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I  warn  you  that  I  will  not  grant  such  authorization  except  in 
the  case  of  urgent  necessity.  Municipalities  that  engage  teachers 
without  d'plomas,  and  without  the  authorization  required  by  article  26 
of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee,  take  the  risk  of  confid- 
ing their  schools  to  incompetent  and  sometimes  unworthy  teachers, 
and  are  liable  to  lose  Government  assistance. 

PREMIUMS  FOR  MINIMUM  SALARY 

My  predecessor  has  many  times  already  drawn  your  attention  to  the 
premiums  offered  by  the  Government  to  municipalities  which  i)ay  all 
their  teachers,  including  assistant  teachers,  a  minimum  salary:  to  those 
that  pay  at  least  §200  a  year  4  premiums  are  granted  ;  to  those  that  pay 
$175,  3  premiums  ;  to  those  that  pay  -SI 50,  two  premiums  ;  to  those  that 
pay  at  least  §125,  one  premium.  The  Go\'ernment  sets  asitle  ;>225,000 
for  the  payment  of  these  premiums. 

I  would  therefore  warmly  recommend  municij)alities  to  act  so  as 
to  benefit  bv  the  Government's  generosity  by  raising  the  salaries  if 
necessary.  In  many  cases  the  premium  will  cover  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  raising  of  the  salaries. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE   ACT  REGARUIXCJ   LOANS  BY  SCHOOL  CORPORATIONS 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  article  2728c  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  1909,  as  enacted  by  section  12  of  the  act  5  George  V,  chapter 
3(5,  and  amended  by  section  4  of  the  act  7  George  V,  chapter  27,  is 
replaced  by  the  following  : 

"2728r.  The  moneys  intended  for  the  sinking-fund  shall  be  used 
yearly,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  dei)osited  yearly  in  the  office  of  the 
Provincial  Treasurer,  at  Quebec,  in  conformity  with  section  XXIVa 
of  chapter  fifth  of  title  fourth  of  these  Revised  Statutes,  (articles  1493a  to 
1493/1). 

Whenever,  according  to  law,  it  is  obligatory  t<^  de]^.osit  such  moneys, 
and  the  deposit  is  not  made  as  prescribed,  any  trustee,  l)ondholder, 
ratepayer  or  other  interested  party  may  by  an  action  in  law  compel  the 
municipality  to  make  such  deposit,  and  in  ca«e  a  judgment  to  that 
effect  is  obtained  against  the  corporation,  the  provisions  of  the  law 
concerning  the  execution  of  judgments  against  municipalities,  and 
contained  in  articles  2905  to  2927,  shall  apply.  "  (l)

I  wish  to  direct  the  serious  attention  of  the  commissioners  to  these 
amendments  to  the  Act  respecting  loans  ;  they  should  be  kept  and 
studied  with  the  greatest  care;  they  are  very  important. 

ARBOUR    DAY 

Arbour  day  has  been  fixed  this  year  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
in  council  as  follows  :  Montreal  region,  Thursday,  May  2nd  next  ; 
Quebec  region,  Saturday,  May  11th  next. 

Try  and  have  some  choice  trees,  which  are  suitable  to  the  soil  of  the 
locality,  planted  in  presence  of  the  pupils  on  every  school  ground. 

In  conclusion  I  would  ask  you  to  pay  special  attention  not  only  to 
the  questions  discussed  herein,  but  also  to  examine  what  the  duties  are 
as  a  whole  which  you  have  to  fulfil  and  which  you  will  accomplish,  I  am 
sure,  with  zeal,  attention  and  honesty.

You  will  find  enclosed  a  printed  form  for  a  statistical  summary 
of  3'our  inspection  district. 

This  information  sheet,  when  filled  uj)  will  give  my  department 
a  mass  of  valuable  school  statistics  for  every  inspection  district. 

You  will  please  begin  your  annual  report  with  this  information 
sheet.  Your  report  must  be  sent  me,  as  in  the  past,  before  the  first  of 
August. 

As  last  year,  your  annual  report  must  be  concise  and  relate  only 
to  matters  concerning  your  inspection  district,  namely  :  I.  Statistical 
summary  ;  II.   General  remarks  ;  III.  Classification  of  municipalities. 

I  take  advantage  of  this  letter  to  again  call  your  attention  to  para- 
graph 18  of  article  225  of  the  regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee 
which  says  that  the  inspectors  must  have  no  interest,  du-ect  or  indirect  in 
the  sale  of  books  or  school  apparatus  in  their  inspectorates. 

These  instructions  are  clear  and  formal  and  need  no  comment. 

By  ignoring  this  wise  regulation,  the  inspectors  would  expose  them- 
selves to  serious  trouble  and  compel  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion to  intervene. 

I  also  refer  you  to  my  circular  of  the  21st  August,  1910,  concerning 
the  marken  tendency  of  school  commissions  to  count  only  on  Govern- 
ment support  in  regard  to  building  school  houses  (See  Superein- 
tendent's  Report  1916-17  page  419). 

I  trust  that  this  mere  warning  will  prevent  any  misunderstanding 
in  the  future.

As  you  are  doubtless  aware,  a  plan  of  National  registration,  authori- 
zed by    the     Dominion    CJovernment,     is  shortly    to     be    carried  out. 

A  request  has  been  made  to  me  to  authorize  the  use  of  the  school- 
houses  for  the  purpose.  I  have  explained  that  this  is  a  matter  under  the 
control  of  the  school  boards,  but  that  they  have  the  right,  under  the 
Eegulations,  to  grant  the  use  of  the  buildings  for  purj)oses  which  would 
naturally  and  justly  include  this  public  object. 

1  therefore  respectfully  request  you  to  afford  every  facility  to  the 
officers  charged  with  the  carrying  out  of  National  Registration  by 
granting  the  free  use  of  the  school  houses  wherever  possible,  in  order 
that  the  work  may  be  accomplished  m  one  day,  as  intended. 

I  trust  also  that  you  will  request  your  teachers  to  give  whatever  aid 
they  can  in  this  matter.
